T ſay if we conſider theſe Caſes in 
this Light, which 7s of all others the 
moſt profitable, we cannot 1 of reap- 
 7ng at once, Pleaſure and Improvement, 
from the Proſpet, not of human Mti- 
ſery, but of the Juſtice of the Laws 
of Frarce, and the Wiſdom of Frovu- 
dence in adapting Tuniſhments ſuita- 
Gle to all Offences, aud m bringing Of- 
fenders, in ſpite of all their Artifices, 
to feel the Puniſhments which wilfully, 
and with their Eyes open, they pull 
down upon themſelves, though they 
vainly imagine they may elude the 
Blow, and by joining Cunning to V ice, 
precure that Safety which 1s only ants 
nexed to Virtue.

_ Homicip = zn general ſignifies ant 
Ad, whereby the Life of a Man ts 
taken away. This may be done four 
ways, veluntarily, mmprudently, neceſ= 
farily, and accidently ;, to begin with 
_ the laſt, and from thence to aſcend to 
The firſt, An accidental Homicide 7s 
where a Man kills another without et- 
ther Deſign or Fault, that 7s, neither 
through Intention nor Folly, im this 
Caſe it 75 evident there 15 no Crame, 
and therefore by the Law of France 
zt 2s unpuniſhed. Neceſſary Homicide 
2s where one Man kills another in De- 
Fence of his own Life, that of his Wife, 
Children, Father, Mother, &c. or in 
Defence of his Goods, when he is at- 
 Zacked by a Thief, this alſo 7s not Cri- 
2n1nal, and therefore he who kills a 
Man n this way, has no need even of 

Letters of Remiſjjon. Imprudent Ho- 
micide 2s where one Man kills another 

without apparent Deſign, but through 
an Att of Indiſcretion, ſuch as throw- 
zng a Stone out of a Window, or firing 
; - 
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a Gun in the Street, this being int ſome 
Degree criminal, is puniſhed in France 
n0t capitally, but according to the Diſ- 
cretion of the Fudges, after conſidering 
the Circumſtances with which ſuch a 
Homicide 2s attended. Wilfut Homi- 
ide is where one Perſon kills another 
 wilfully, Kc. with Intention ſo to do. 
And this ts either licit, where the Law. 
allows it, or illicit, where the Law 
forbids it. EE 


AS to the firſt, a Father ts allowed 
to kill his Daughter, if he ſurprizes 
ber mm the Af of Adultery, a Husband 
may in the (ame Caſe kill his Wife, 
and an Officer may kill his Soldzer, 
ſleeping on his Poſt, committing an Att 
of Treaſon, or refuſing to obey ham on 
any important Occaſion. — 


Ulicit vo/untary Homicide may be 
committed with Arms, or by Poiſon, 
mn either Caſe it may be performed by 
ones own Hand, or by that of another. | 
Voluntary Homicide committed in the 
Heat of Paſjion, is ſometimes remiſſa= 
ble, where the Perſon killed appears

But where a Man with Malice Pre- 
penſe kills another, by the Edid of 


Henry iL. dated 7n July, 1554, 7 7s

this Puniſhment ſhall not be commuted, 
and by the ſame Edi, not only Aſſaſ= 


 fenation 1s rendred Capital, but the 
very Intention to aſſaſſinate, tho' never 
carried into Execution, an Inſtance of

THE Duel js held by the French 
Laws more Criminal than Aſſaſlina- 


tion ztfelf, becauſe this is a voluntary 


Sacrifice, which the Duelilts wake of 
their Eſtates, their Honours, their 
[.zves, and their Souls, to Vanity or 


Revenge. Anciently indeed theſe in 


ihe Nature of Appeals ts God were. 


permitted by Kings; but Henry 1Vth, 


of g1or10us Memory, in the Tear 160g, 


forbid them mn all Caſes by an Edit ; 


lars Son Lewis XIth, publiſh'd no 
leſs than ſix in his Reign, to prevent 
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this pernicious Prattice ; Lewis the 
XIVth, of happy Memory, by his E- 
dig of 1643, appointed all Diſputes of 
Honour to be terminated beſore the 
Mareichals of France, and ſtri!y for- 
bid Challenges, or Recerving Challen= 
ges, this Eaitt was ſupported by ano- 
ther 7n September, 1651, ſtz/} more fe- 
vere, and theſe Remedies proving tt. 
effeftual, a third Edid was publiſhed 
7n the Tear 1679, ſeverer ſtill, by the * 
27th Article of this . Editt, ſuch as © 
are conturacious, are declared mca= 
pable of ail yucceſſions, ſuch Lands as 
fnould belong to them, veſting in the 
Lord of the Manor, to be pole by 
him tn the Name of the King, their 
Profits, however, being apply'd to cha= 
ritable Uſes, from the Day of the Sen- 
tence, without hope of Reſtitution, and 
by the 34th Artzcle of the {ame Edie, 
Leave is given to the Relations of a” 
Perſon killed in a Duel, to make them- 
ſelves Parties within three Months to 
the Proſecution againſt him who killed 
their Relation, ,and on Convittion, the 


Eſtates of the Perſon condemned are | 


71a nediately veſted in ſuch Proſecutors, 
without 
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without any farther Courſe of Law, 


the neareſt Relatzon of the Party de- 


ceaſed being in this Caſe preferred. 


BT the 35th Article of that Edit, 


Projecutions thereon are not to be ex- 


tinguiſhed by the Death of Parties, 
Preſcription, or any other Means what- 


ſoever. 


THERE is yet a Sort of Homicide 
not. reducible to any of the foregoing 
Caſes, it 1s this, where a Woman, by 
baſe Praiices, procures Abortion, and 


thereby deſtroys the Fruit of her Womb. 
_ before it appears to the World. 


THE Romans diſtznguriſhed in this 
Caſe between ſuch as cauſed their Chil- 
dren to periſh for the Sake of Money, 
and ſuch as did it to revenge them- 


 ſetves on the Fathers of ſuch Children ; 


the firſt they puniſhed with Death, the 
latter with Bamiſhment only: The 
Law of Moſes made another [Diſtin&:- 


01, viz. whether the Child had quicken- 
ed before 


the Abortion, z7u which Caſe 
Re = PWT Þ 
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they looked on it as a Capital Offence, 
otherwiſe not. 


T HE Chriſtian Religion, purer than + 
that of the Jews, teaches us to regard 
it as a Murder, whether the Child be 
quick or no, for this plain Reaſon, that ' 
a living Soul ts either way prevented 
from coming into the World. 


KING Henry ITHid. by his Edid, 
in the Tear 1556, puniſhed the Con- 
cealment of being with Child, or being 
delivered, with Death, leaving, hows 
ever, the Manner thereof to the Di- 
 reftion of the Judges ; and to the End 
that no Body might plead Ignorance 
of this Edi, King Henry 11. by a- 
nother Edig, in the Tear 1486, com- 
mauded all Refors of Pariſhes to read 
7t openly in ther Congregations after 
Mais, once -every three Months ; Sur- 
geons were alſo forbidden by the ſame 
EqdiF to bleed young Women without 
the Knowledge of their Fathers, Mo- 
thers, or other Relations, as alſo Wo- 
"men, whoſe Husbands have been-long

of a Phyſician. 
PARICIDE is a Murder of the 


moſt atrocious Sort, it conſiſts it mur- 
dering, or procuring the Murder of 


Father, or Mother, Grandfather, or 
Grandmother, by Violence, Poiſon, or 
any other Way, this is the ſirid Defi- 


nition of Piricide; but the. Law alſo 


comprehends ſuch as take away the 


Lives of therr Brothers, Siſters, Un- 
cles, Aunts, &c. as alſo ſuch as Coun- 


_ ſet, Ara, or Abet Paricides, the Puniſh- 
ment attending this Crime 7s Death, 


according to the Diſcretion of the 


Judges ; but it is uſual to break ſuch 


Wretches ow the Wheel. 


THE Prince being the Father of 
his People, murdering 'him ts the high- 
eft kind of Paricide, as Paricide 7s the _ 


higheſt kind of Murder ; but becauſe 


this Crime affets the State, as well as 


the Prince; ſeveral Rules are admit- 


ted in France for the Puniſhment of 
this Crime, which do not take Place 
41 Reſped to any other. 1. The Inten- 

| Foe 
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#08 ts here ſufficient, though no Effefts 
at ali fhould follow. 2. Not only Ac- 
complices, as well as Authors, but 
even the Concealers of ſuch Plots are 
held Guilty of Leze Majeſty. 3. Pu- 
 #iſhment not only extends to the Per- 
ſons guilty, but to their Children, who 
are however Innocent, baniſhed the. 
Realm. 4. Death does not in this, as 
zn other Caſes, ſiop the Proſecution, 
LPerſous may be accuſed and condemned 
in therr Graves. 


POISONING, by the Law of 
France, 2s £onſtdered as a kind of Mur- 
der, more Graminal than that perpe- 
trated by any Weapon; as to the Laws 
againſt this Offence, it would be need- 
leſs to repeat them here, ſince they are 
conſidered at large in the Caſe of Ma- 
dam Brinyilliere. - 


I N Caſes of Self-Murder, the Pro- 
ceedings, according to the Law of 
France, are very ſolemn and extraor= 
dinary ; for on a Suggeſtion that ſuch 
a Thing has happened, the Fudge ts 
bound to name a Curator for the dead 
f [c] 1 Hoo, 
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Body, who zs to take upon him the Des 
fence thereof, and to ſuſtain the Office 
of an Advocate for the Defunff. This 
Curator takes an Oath well and trilly 
to perform his Office, and, as far as 


27 his Power, to defend the Memory 


of the Dead. Then a Proceſs is com- 
menced againſt the Curator, as againſt 
any other Criminal, with this Diſſe- 
_ rence only, that the Curator 1s not ex- 
poſed to any Sort of Shame. The Pro- 
ceſs being ended, Sentence is pronoun- 
ced, not againſt the Curator, but the 
dead Body, or if that be not to be had, 
then againſt the Memory of the Perſon 
fecenſed. The Curator however may, 
if he pleaſes, bring an Appeal ; nay, 
the Relations of the Deceaſed may 
oblige him to bring it, and the Superior 
Courts may, if they pleaſe, name ano- 
ther Curator. Al theſe Ceremontes 
are ſo eſential, that if they are omit= 
ted, the Tudgment 7s iplo Fato null, 
and the fudge who pronounced it is 
_ liable to great Damages. 


 IIN the Tear 1506, the following 
_ caſe happened, a Phyſician and a Cap- 
the * tain 
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tain happened to be Priſoners together 
71 the Conciergerie, where they quarrels 
ed, the Phyſician ſnatch'd up a Knife, 
and jiabd the Captain, ſo that the 
Wound proved Mortal, upon this the 
Phy iactan was put zmnto lrons, and 
thrown anto a Dungeon, where through 
Shame and Deſpair he ſtrangled him- 
ſelf with his Shirt, the Judgment a- 
gainſt his Body, after the afore-menu- 
 Twoned bormalities, was this, that be 
ſhould be drawn on a Hurdle from the 
£Priſon, and then be caſt into a Com- 
mon-Shore. 


TIT is to be obſerved, that if a Mars 
be out of his Senſes at the Time he de- 
fireys himſelf, he fhall not be treated 


_ as & daicide. 


IN the Tear 1550, a Fool, who was 
ſometimes a little in bis Senſes, hanged 
himſelf, the Fudge of the Place con- 
demned the Body to remain on a Gib- 
bet, which was atcordinely executed ; 
, the Wife and Heirs of the Deceaſed 
brought an Appeal, the Sentence was 
reverſed, the Body ordered to be bu- 

rr WES ried 


\ 
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ried in Holy Ground, the Lord of the 
Sort conſtrained to deliver up his Ef- 
fetts to his Relations, and his Widow 


"and Heirs had leave to publiſh the Ar- 


ret made in their Favour, to wipe off 
any Diſgrace that might be refleded 
67 them by the former Sentence. It 1s 
a Maxim in the French Law, that ex- 
treme Indigence ſhall be held —_— 
and reſerve the Body from any other 
Mark of Ienominy, than that of being 

buried out of Holy Ground. : 


 Thefts and Robberies are puniſhed 
- 2 France according to the Circumſtan- 
ces that attend them. A ſimple Lar- 
_ ceny zs puniſhed with whipping, burnt- 
ing the Shoulder with the Mark of a 
Flower de Lis, or Banijhment for a+ 
certain Time ; but if this be done 1 a 
Church, the Puniſhment 7s more ſevere 
if of holy Things, ſuch as a Chalice, 
Sc. then it is Death without Remiſe 


ſion.  -

Crime is generally ſpeaking puniſhed, 
with Death, becauſe from the Circus 
ſtances of Things, Maſters are con- 
ſtrained to depend ſo much on the Fide- 
lity of their Servants, that it 1s impoſ- 
ſevle to do too much towards keeping 
them within the Bounds of their Duty. 


THE Law of France puniſhes ve- 
ry lightly a Theft committed merely to 
ſatisfy extreme Want, becauſe it fup- 
poſes that the Proſecutor, if he had 
known the Neceſſity of his Neighbour, 
would have given him what he took. 
Thus far of ſimple Larcenies, let us

MARTIN GUERRE, born in Biſcay ; at 
about eleven Years of Age married, in the Month 
of Fanuary, 1559 ; Bertrand de Rals of Artigues, 
in the Dioceſe of Rzezusx ; the Girl was much of 
his own Age,and equally diſtinguiſhed for Beauty and 


good Senſe. This Couple lived together in re- 


ſpect to Fortune, comfortably enough, being in 
afheir Circumſtances raiſed ſomething above the 'De- 
*oree of Peaſants, For nine or ten Years the 
Husband Martin lived conftantly at Home with 


his Wife, though for the firſt 27ghe or nine, but 
in uneaſy Way ; for notwithſtanding he had the 
_ Nrongeſt Defire imaginable to enjoy his lovely 
| Spouſe, yet in all that Time he found it impol- 


fible, whereupon he took it into his Head that he 
was Letwitched, and that his Impotency was the 
Effect of ſome Charm. He perſuaded his ad 
too that this was. really the Caſe ; and the poor 
young Woman was ſo well ſatisfyed, that ſhe 
lived with him with very cordial Afﬀection, not- 
ſtanding the Suggeſtions of her Friends, that ſhe 
might lawfully leave him ; to which ſhe conſtantly 
antwered that her Love was not ſenſual, and that 
ſhe would not forſake her Husband, 


IN 
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In the mean Time however, ſhe neglected 
not ſuch Means as the good old Women adviſed 
her to, for the diſſolving of this Charm. At laſt 
Martin's Wiſhes and hers had their Effect, for the 
Cauſe ceaſing, which was his tender Age, an 
Ability of Conſummation followed in his twer- 
tieth Year ; ſo that on the 7Zenth Year after 
their Marriage, Bertrand had a Son named Sanx:. 
Not long after this, /4artin having put ſome little 
Cheat upon his Father, in Reſpect to a Quanti- 
ty of Corn, thought fit to withdraw to avoid the 
Effects of his Anger. Yet at firſt in all Pro- 
ability, he did not intend to abſent himſelf long, 
but being either charmed with the Liberty which 
he enjoyed, or having conceived upon ſome Ac- 
count or other, a Diſlike to his Wife, from which 
neither Beauty nor Wit can always exempt : He 
for eight Years together neglected to give the 
leaſt Notice to his F amily "of his Condition, or 
where he was. Such a Behaviour as this might 
well have exaſperated a young Woman, andinclned 
her to act in ſuch a Manner, as might have done no 
Honour to her Husband ; or at leaſt, a Neighbour- 
hood might have eaſily taken an Opportunity 
from theſe Tranſactions to have injured the Cha- 
racter of a Woman in Bertrand's Circumſtances. 
But ſuch was her good Fortune, or rather 1o un- 
exceptionable was her Carriage, that ſhe neither 
did any thing which deſerved Blame, nor pro- 
voked the Tongues of thoſe who are ready to 
blame People without Reaſon.

ſighed deeply for his Abſence, and ardently wiſhed

" Tre Impoftor all this while lived in full Poſ- 
ſcion of all that the true Martin Guerre had, not 
only in the Neighbourhood of Artzgues, but alfo 
in Biſcay, where he fold ſome Lands to which 
Hartin was Heir. Some People haye fancied, 


that all this could have never been done, if Bertrand 


had .not aſſiſted him ; becauſe however other Per- 
ſons may be deceived, Wives are generally too 
well acquainted with their Husbands, to be im- 


poſed on in ſuch a manner, However, by ſome

Means or other, Peter Guerre the Uncle of Mars 
| Oe 2 ws, tin 
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f:1, and ſome other Perſons in the Town got a 
little Light into the Cheat, which by Degrees they 
improved ſo far, till at laſt they opened not only 
their own Eyes, but alſo thoſe of Bertrand de 
Rols ; ſhe thereupon applied to the Magiſtrate, 
and cauſed him to be apprehended, preſenting a 
Bill of Complaint againſt him before the Crimi- 
nal Zudge of Rienx ; and praying in the Cloſe 
thereof, *© That he might be condemned to make 
« Satisfaction tothe King for the Breach of his Laws, _ 
*© todemand Pardon of God, the Kingand her, with 
© his Head bare, his F ectnaked and in his Shirt, with

Many were of Opinion, that this Profecu- 
tion ſprung from: ſome. Diſtaſte the Woman had 
taken to the Man ſhe Proſecuted ; or that it was a 
Piece of Revenge on Account of ſome Quarrel 
that had happened between them ; others regarded 
the good Character 'which hitherto ſhe had born, 
and obſerving that ſhe was naturally of a mild com- 
plying Temper, they imagined that ſhe was at firſt 

eahly prevailed on to believe this Impoſtor ; and again, 
" cafily engaged to give Credit to the Suggeſtions 
of Peter Guerre her Husband's Uncle, becauſe it 
iS no uncommon Thing for Perſons of an indc- 
lent Diſpoſition, - to act "like mere Machines, aC- 
cording as they are influenced by others, 
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O x the other Hand, Arnaud du Tih exclaim- 
ed againſt the wicked Confpiracy which his Rela-

faid that Peter Guerre had trumped up this Bufi- 


neſs merely out of Covetouſneſs, and with a View 5 
to poſieis himſelf of his Effects; that he had Oh 
drawn in his Wite, through the Weakneſs of her 7 


Underſtanding, to be a Party in this black Afﬀair, | 
and that a more execrable Villainy was never heard | 
of than this, which they had contrived. He alſo 
gave an Account of the Reaſons which induced 
him to leave his Habitation, and of his Adventures FE 
from the Time that he quitted it ; he afferted that 
he ſerved the King in his Wars between ſeven and 
erght Years, that afterwards he liſted himſelf in the 


*Troops of the King of Span ; but that burning 


with an earneſt Deſire to return to his dear Wife 
and Family, he quitted that Service in a few 
Months, and made the beſt -of his way to Artigues. 
That on his Arrival he had the Satisfaction of be- 
Ing received, notwithſtanding the Alteration which 
Time, and the cutting off his Hair, might have 
made, with the utmoſt Joy, by all his Relations 
and Acquaintance, not excepting this very Peter 
Guerre, who had ſtirred up the preſent Proſecution. 
T hat this Man had frequently differed with him 
fince his coming Home, their Quarrels ſometimes 
having produced Blows, and that once he would 
have killed him with a Bar of Iron, had not his 
Wife interpoſed, "Fheſe Particulars he digeſted 
into his 4:/wer to the Bull of Complaint, preferr'd 
by Bertrand de Rols, praying, in the Cloſe thereof, 
«© That his Wife might be "confronted with him, - 
c becauſe he could not X PONY believe that ſhe was 

cc yet 
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© yet ſo wicked a Woman as abſolutely to deny 
« the Truth. That his Calumniators might, ac- 
<« cording to the Laws of Equity, be condemned 
&« to ſuffer thoſe Punithments they would have in- 
« flicted upon him ; that Berzrond de Rols ſhould 
« he taken out-of the Pover of his Enemies, and 
<« be hindred from diſſipating his Effects; in fine, 
& that he ſhould be declared Innocent of the 
« Crimes alledged againſt him, and the Proſecu- 
« tion be diſmifled with Colts.” 

He ſubmitted to a long Examination before 
the Criminal Fudge, who interrogated him as to 
Matters which happen'd in Biſcay, the Place of. 
Martin  Guerres Birth, his Father, his Mother, 
Brothers, Siſters, and other Relations, as to the 
Year, the Month, and the Day of his ( Martin 
Guerres ) Marriave, his Father-in-Law, Mother- 
in-Law, the Perſons who were preſent at the Nup- 
tials, tzoſe who dined with them, their different * 
Drefles, the Prieſt who performed the Ceremony, 
all the little Circumſtances that happen'd that Day, 
and the next, even to naming the People who : 
were preſent when they were "put to Bed. His 
Anſwers were clear and diſtinct to each of theſe 
Points, and as if he had not been fatisfy'd with 
performing what the Judge required of him ; he 
ipoke of his own accord of his Son Sans, of the 
Day he was born, of his own Departure, of the Per- 
{ons he met with on the Road, of the Towns he 
had paſſed through in France and in Spain, of the 
Per/ons he had ſeen in both Kingdoms ; and that 
nothing might be wanting to - confirm his Inno- 
cence, he named many Perſons who were able to 
yy the Truth of what he had declared, 
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THE Conrt ordered Bertrand de Rols, and fe-- 
veral other Perfons, whom the Accuſed had cited 
to aniwer upon 1nterrogatories, which they did, 
Bertrand anſwered in a Manner which agreed ex- 
actly with all that the /mpo/for had advanced, eX- 
Ecpt that ſhe related the Szory of his being be- 
witched for eight or nine Years,. which he had o- 
mitted, and{he was very particular as to the Cireum- 
ſtances thereof. The Perſon accuſed was then

and at Artigues, of all the Facts which migzht con- 
cern Martin Guerre, and the accuſed Bertrand de 
Rols, and the Reputation of the Witneſſes, All. 
the Diſcoveries conſequent on theſe Proceedings 
were perfectly favourable to Bertrand, de Rols, 
canfirmed the Opinion which had been entertained 
of her Virtue, and proved that ſhe had not /2 ot her 

Senſes 
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S-1/es during the Abſence of her Huſband, as the 
Inipeſror had ſuggeſted. 


In reſpect to the Awcrſed, of near One handed 
and fifty Witneſſes that were examined, betweert 
thirty and forty depoſed that he was the true Mar- 
tim Guerre, that they had known him, and con- 
verſed with him from his Infancy ; that they were 
perfectly acquainted with his Perſon, Manners and 
Tone of Voice; and that they mofeover were 
convinced of the Truth of what they aflerted, by 
the Obſervation of certain Scars and ſecret Mar ks, 
which 1t was.impoiltble for time to efttace. 


Ox the other Hand, a great Number of /7- 
zit{jes depoſed poſitively, that he was Arnaud du 
Tilh, called Pazſette, and that they were perfect- 
Iy acquainted with his Perſon, Manners and Voice. 
"The reſt of the YY7tne/es, to the Number of fixty 
and upwards, declared that there was ſo ſtrong, a 
Reſemblance between the 7s Perſons, concerned 
in this Matter, that it was ſimply impoſſible for 


them to declare whether, the Accuſed was Martin 
Guerr e, Or Arnaud du T1, 


THE Criminal Fudge of Ricux ordered tvs 
Reperts to be made to him, ce of the Likeneſs 
or Unlikeneſs of Sanx! Guerre to the Acci/ed, the 
6:her as to the Likeneſs of the fame Child to the 
Si/ter's of Martin Guerre, As to the firft it was 
found that Sanxi did not reſemble the Accuſed at 
all, and on the /econd, that he was very like his 
Fat] her's S7ter's, In fine, upon theſe Circumſtan- 
ces, this Fudge thought proper to pronounce. his 

definitive Sentence, which was as follows: _

now making a great Noite, every One began to 
turn his Eyes with Attention, 


Tram Auguſt Aſmbly, as ſoon as they had 


received proper Information. of what had been 


done below, began to take all the neceſſary Mea- 
ſures for a further Enquiry, with the utmoſt Cau- 
tion ; in the firſt Place they ordered Peter Guerre, 
and Bertrand de Rols to be confronted in open 


 Court,. with the Perſon whom they accuſed ; but 


ſingly one after the other. In theſe Confrontations 
the Accuſed maintained ſo ſteady a Countenance, 
ſpoke with ſuch an Air of Aſſurance and Truth, and

Perſpicuity, that the Members of that Venerable

Thirty new Witneſſes were examined, nine or zen 
oc theſe were poſitive that he was the true /1ar- 
iin Guerre ; ſeven or eight were as poſitive that he 
was Arnaud du Tiih; the reit having weighed all 
Circumſtances, and being afraid of injuring their 
= Conſciences, declared plainly that they were not 
= able to fay who he was. 'The Parla! ament were 
now more in Doubt than ever, they .could not . 
© concur with the Criminal Judge of Rieux, and 
= yet they were afraid of diſcharging the Criminal, 
EZ in order to put an End to fo odd a Caulc, they 
S ſummed up the Profs on both Sides, 


O x one Hand it appeared that ferty-five Wit- 
nefies had affirmed in Terms the moſt expreſs, 
that he was not Martin Guerre, bat Arnaud du 

7:ith, which they faid they were the better enabled 
to do, becauſe they had known both Perions inti- 
mately, eat and drank with them, and converſed 
conſtantly with them from their- very Childhood 3 
nay, ſome of them went {ul farther, 
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CARBON BARREAU, Uncle by the 
Mother's Side of Arnaud du T ith, acknowledged 
that he was his Nephew, and obſerving the [roms 


that were upon his Legs, cried bitterly, and be- 
' wyailed his Misfortune in having a Relation in ſuch 


a Condition ; he ſaid farther, that he had in his 
Life-time been concerned in ſeveral Contracts with 
his Nephew, and he actually produced thoſe Wri- 
tings ſigned by Arnaud du Tith. Moſt of theſe 
Witneſſes agreed, that Martin Guerre was taller, 
and of a darker Complexion, that he was ſlender, 
his Legs a little crooked, ſtooping in the Shoulders, 
hs Chin forked and turning up, his lower Lip 


| hanging, his Noſe large and flat, the Mark of an 


Ulcer in his Face, and a Scar in his right Eye- | 
brow ; whereas Arnaud du T 71h was a dapper well- | 
ſet Man, his Legs large and full, and he had nei- 
ther a flat Noſe, nor was his Chin crooked ; but 
in his Face indeed he had the ſame Marks with 
Martin Guerre 


T rt Shoemaker, who uſed to make Shoes for 
Martin Guerre, depoſed that Martin's Foot 
reached to the Twelfth Mark, whereas the Foot 
of the Accuſed reached no farther than the Ninth 


Mark upon his Rule. Another Witneſs ſwore 


that Martin Guerre was dexterous in Wreſtling, 
whereas this Man knew nothing. of the Matter. 
Fobn Eſpagnol, who kept a Publick-Houſe, de- 
dared, that the Accuſed acknowledged'to him that 


te was not Martin Guerre: Valentine Rougie de- 


poſed, that the Perſon accuſed perceiving that he 
knew him to be Arnaud du Tith,, made a Sign to 


| him with his Finger, that he ſhould fay nothing. 


"Tobi 
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Fohn de Liberos depoſed to the fame Effect, and ad- 
ded, that the Accuſed gave him two Handkerchiefs, : 
with a ſtrict Charge to give one of them to 7ohr 
dau T11h his Brother. There were alſo ſome hear- 


ſay Evidences produced. "Fwo Perſons {wore that 
a Soldier of the Regiment of Rochfort, paſſing 


> through Artigues, was ſurprized at ſeeing the Ac- 


_ cuſed aſſume the Name of Mariin Guerre, de- 
claring aloud, and without Ceremony, that he 
was a notorious ſmpo/tor,, for that Martin Guerre 
was actually in Flanders, and had a wooden Leg, 
in the Room of one he loſt before $7, Quintin, in 
the Battle of S?. Laurence. 


IT was alſo remarked that dartin Guerre, be- 
ing a Biſcayner, had the Tone of his Country, 
the Bas# being a Language very difterent not only 
from French, but from the Gaſcoon, whereas the 
Accuſed could not ſpeak the Bas#, but took Pains 
to mingle a few Words which he had learned. of 
it with his French, repeating them with a viſible 

Aﬀectation. There was allo a Cloud of J/tnejjes 
who depoſed, that Arnaud du Tith was from his 
Infancy very wickedly given, and that his Impu- 
dence was from his Youth furprizing, that he 
was always Light-finger'd, a great Swearer, one 
that had no Fear of God, and a flagrant Blaſ- 
' phemer ; in a Word, that he was every way Cca- 
pable of the Crime hid to his Charge, and that 
an obſtinate perſiſting in Falſehood and Miſchief 
was exactly ſuitable to his CharaQer, Theſe 
Circumitances bore hard upon him, | 


Burt 
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Bv T on the other Hand, there were Zh:rty or 
forty Witneſſes, who ſwore roundly that he was 
the true Hartin Guerre, that they knew him in- 
_ timately, and remembred him from his Child- 
hood ; among theſe were the four Siſters of Mar- 
tin Guerre, who were all brought up with him, 
and who had all the Reputation of being Women 
of good Senſe ; two of their Husbands, Brothers- 
in-Law to Martin Guerre, were likewiſe of the 
Number. Such as were preſent at the Nuptials of 
Martin Guerre and Bertrand de Rols, depoſed in 
Favour of the Accujed ; Catherine Boere in parti- 
cular faid, that when ſhe carried the Poſer after 
they were in Bed, ſhe ſaw Bertrand's Spoule, and 
that the Perſon now accu/ed was the ſame, 
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ALL, or at leaſt the greateſt Part of theſe 
Witnefles agreed, that Martin Guerre had two 
Strokes under his Eye-brow,. that his left Eye was 
 Blood-ſhot, the Nail of his firſt Finger crooked, 
that he. had three Warts on his right Hand, and 
another on his little Finger, all of which were 
plainly to be ſeen on the fecu/ed, 
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'I'T was alledged alſo in his Favour, that Bezre 
trand de Rols never had it in her own Mind to ac- 
cuſe him; but on the contrary, was perſuaded in- 
to it, and even frightened thereto/by others. Peter 
Guerre had married her Mother, and theſe two. 
having conceived a. Spleen againſt the Accuſed, did 
all they could to ſet him and Bertrand at Vari- 
ance, that by the Contrivance of theſe Perſons, 
the Accuſed was once taken up before for a Crime, 
of which he was not guilty, ang that "_ his 

eing, 
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being diſcharged and coming home, his Wife (as 
he called her) received him with all poſſible Kind- 
neſs, gave him a new Shirt, waſhed his Feet, and 


' went to Bed to him ; where all things paſſed be- 


tween them which is uſual among married Perſons, 
and yet the next Morning he was hurried to Pri- 
ſon by Peter Guerre, by Virtue of a Paper ſigned 
by Bertrand de Rols, the Night before, that is the

for | him, nay, that ſhe had diſcovered her I ender- 


neſs fince his being in Priſon, by ſending him Mony 
and Cloaths, | 


I 7 would be treſpaſſing too far on the Patience 
of my Readers, to give them at large the Pleag- 
ings of the Lawyers on this very perplexed Buſt- 
neſs. I ſhall content my ſelf therefore with ſaying, 


_ that nothing can be more neat or elegant, nothing 


more. ſtrong, nothing more charming than the 
Diſcourſes of the Advocates cn both Sides, as they 


are cited by Mr. Coras, the original Reporter of 


| this Caſe ; but in Spight of all their Harrangues, 


the Parhament continued in Doubt, and at laſt 
conſidering the Nicety of the Cafe, and the Con- 
ſequences which might attend it, in Reſpect to 
annulling a Marriage, and illegitimating a Ch1ld, 
they began to incline to the Part of the Accuſed, 
and had Thoughts of reverfing the Z7udgment of 
the :nferior Fudge.

and with the Principal Z/7tne/ſes, who had depoſed 
in favour of the accuſed. He was interrogated in 
reſpect of the ſame Fas on which the accuſed had. 
been queſtioned, and his Anſwers were true in- 
deed ; but they were neither ſo clear, fo poſitive, 
| Hor ſo exact, as thoſe given by the accuſed. When 
| he came to be confronted with him who had aſ- 
ſumed his Name; Arnaud du Tilh, behaved in 
ſuch a manner, as ſtruck the whole A/embly with 
Amazement ; he treated Martin Guerre as an 
Impeſtor, as a Fellow picked out by Peter Guerre, 
to ſupport this Charatter, and take away his Life ; 
nay, he proceeded ſo far as to fay in a high Tone, 
that he would be content to be hanged, if he did not 
unravel the whole Miſtery, and prove all his Ene- 
mies Cheats, He then aſked 4492rtin Guerre abun- 
dance of Queſtions, as to ſeveral of his "Tranſ- 
actions, to which Martin anſwered but faintly, 
and with ſome Confuſion ; but the Commy//ioners 
having direfted Arnaud du T 1h to withdraw, put 
{ſeveral Queſtions to Martin Guerre that were new, 
and had never been demanded before, and his An- 
{ſwers were very full and ſatisfactory ; then they 
called for Arnaud du T1h again, and queſtioned 
him as to the ſame Points, to the Number of 
ren or twelve ; but all his Replies were ſo clear, 
and ſo correſpondent to what dariin Guerre had 
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ſaid, that ſome began to think there was Y/7tch- 
craft in this Buſineſs, which ſtill grew darker and- 
darker. | 

= Traxx Court reſolving to clear up this unac- 
& countable Obſcurity, directed that now both the 
* Perſons were preſent, the four Siſters of Martin 
= Guerre, the Huſbands of two of them, Peter 
Guerre, the Brothers of Arnaud du Tilh, and the 
chief of thoſe Witneſſes who were obſtinate in 
owning the accuſed for Martin Guerre, ſhould be 
called in, and obliged to pick out him that they 
ſhould now judge to be the true Hartin, Accord- 
ingly all theſe Perſons appeared, except the Brothers 
of Arnaud du Tith, whom neither fair Words nor 
Threatnings could force to Court, which being 
reported, they were allowed to withdraw ; 1t ſeem- 
ing an Act of Inhumanity to oblige them to depoſe 
againſt ſo near a Relation ; all things being now 
ſettled, the Perſons to be interrogated were directed 
to come forwards One by One.

Martin all this time mingled his Tears with ol

they ſaw him, and there was not one of all 
the Witneſſes that did not acknowledge the Mat- 


ter was now plain, and that Arnoud du Till was

arr of all Bertrand de Rols was called in, 
ſhe no ſooner caſt her Eyes on her Zv/band, but 
ſhe turned pale, burſt into Tears, and fell a 
trembling like Leaves in a high Wind ; ſhe ap- 
proached him flowly, fell at his Knees, and king 
hold of his Hand, after ſome Moments ſhe ad- 
defied herſelf to him in Words the moſt eloquent 
1maginable ; becauſe they ſeemed clearly to low 
from a Spirit of Innocence and Truth.

Gow had not with-held her ; that however ſhe put 
him into the Hands: of Tuſtice, and demanded by 
| her Bill of Complaint, that he ſhould be moſt ſe- 
verely punijhed, that in Conſequence of her vigo- 
rous Poocuticn, he was condemned to be bebead- 


ed, and to have his Body cut into four Puarters ; 
which Sentence was not prevented by any "Tender- 


neſs cn her Part, but by his own Appeal to the 
Parliament. 
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 BuT Martin Guerre, who had been fo ſen-

*« you”, In vain the Commiſſioners endeavoured 
to enforce what the unfortunate Bertrand de Rols 
had faid, in order to make her Huſband compre-. 
hend her Innocence ; he perſiſting in a fullen. 
Air of Indifference, and ſhewed plainly enough that 
his Anger was ſuch as Time only could efface. We 
are not told how Arnaud du Tith behaved on this 
Diſcovery ; but it is moſt probable, that he ſtood 
it out with his uſual Impudence ; ſince it is certain he

I'n this Sentence of Arnaud du Th, it is res 
markable, that no lefs than /ever very high and

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ſon [3] Adultery [4] Rape [5] Sacrilege [6] Theft 
[7] Plagiatiſm, this laſt Crime is conſtituted by 
the Civil Law, and is committed when one de- 
tains a Perſon who is the Property of, or belongs 


unto another ; as alſo when a Perſon diſpoſes of a 
F reeman, and either buys or ſells him for a Slave. 


As to the adjudging the Effects of Arnaud du : 
T:hh to the Daughter of the Criminal, begotten |* 


ona Woman, who looked on him to be her law- 


ful Huſband, it was not a new Thing, the French 
J.awyers having reported various Caſes of the like 
Nature. As for Example, where a Man married a 
Second Wite, the Fir/t being alive, and being ig- 
norant thereof, in failure of Ifſue by the Firſt 


| Match, the Tuberitames was given to He Children 


by the Latter, tho” the Marriage was not ſtrictly 
legal. Monſieur De Coras fays, that the Court, 
in drawing; up this Sentence, was chiefly embarraſ 


Ted on this Head, vis, How far Martin Guerre 


and Bertrand de Rols, his Wife, were guilty of 
breaking the Laws, and thereby liable to Cenſure. 
As to Martin Guerre it was faid, that his aban- 
doning his Wife was the Original Cauſe of all 
this Miſchief ; but what bore hardeſt upon him, 


was, his having carried Arms againſt his Prince at

The Marguiſs being accuſed of making 
falſe Money, of Magick, of Inceſt, and of cauſing 
his J/7fe to be Nlrangled, in order that he might

« no Occaſion to picque themſelves ſo much upon

& Joy of its Parents”. Finding this ſort of Ratiery 
was not approved, he became more lerious, re- 
proached the young Count who was preient, with 
Ingratitude and want of filial Atection towards his 
Mother ; he infiſted much on the Letters writ- 
ten by this Youth, to Mrs. P;goreau and Anthony 
Bauleu, or to his Mother and Brother. He then 
fell upon the pretended Labour of the Counteſs de 
dt. Geran without Pain, which by a Number of 
Teſtimonies from Scripture, Fathers, prophane Hi- 
ſtorians and Phyſicians, he demonitrated to be a 
Fable ; and when he had ſo done, he concluded, 
that he hoped the Judgment of that illuſtrious Aſ- 
ſembly before whom te ſpoke, would not confirm 
{0 unreaſonable an Aſtertion ; but rather render back 
an ungrateful Son to his true Mother, who tought 
him only from a Principle of natural Afﬀection,

Tnrr Adyocate for the Ladies Ventadour and 


alu Lude was next heard ; he ſaid that his Clients 


had not preſented their Petition to be made Parties 
intervening in this Cauſe, from any ſordid or mer- | 
cenary Intereſt, that it was not becauſe they ſaw 
all their Hopes baffled, and all their Expectations | 
croſſed, by the owning this ſuppolitious Child ; but 
merely from their Grief, to ſee the Counteſs ſo 
miſled, as to defire to give them for their near 
Relation, and preſumptive Heir of the Houſe of 
St. Geran, an unknown Child, ſuſpected 
(not without juſt Reaſon) to be the Son, nay, 
the Baſtard of a Dancing Maſter ; that they 
could not ſuffer fuch an illigitimate Brat to be 


brought into ſo illuſtrious a Houſe, and to be made 
the Deſcendant of the heroick Counts de St. Gerag 


who had ſerved the State in fo glorious a manner, 
He endeavoured to render the Story of the Counteſs's 
being brought to Bed ridiculous. He pretended 
alſo to laugh out of Countenance, the common 
Reports, that his Clients had any thing to do 


with Mrs. Pigoreau ; he went farther, he ſaid his 


Clients were ready to renounce all Right they 
might have to the Succeſhon of St. Gerarn ; he 
faid they were ſatisfy'd with the Circumſtances they 
were in, and had no Reaſon to defire a Succeſſion of 
Riches, to ſupport the Honours of their reſpective 
Families; however he demanded, that © their 


Intervention ſhould be admitted, and that the 


Child ſhould be reſtored to Mrs. P:goreau, or 
to whoever elſe ſhould appear to be its true Mo- 
ther, 


MoNnsSIEUR 
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MonsSIEUR Petitnied, Advocate for the 
Count .and Counteſs of St. Geran, infiſted, that 
the Ladies laſt-mentioned, had no Right to make 
themſelves intervening Parties; firſt, becauſe the 
Civil Law did not allow this to collateral Heirs, in 
an Action of this Nature ; and ſecondly, becauſe 
the Ladies had preſented their Petition out of Time. 
He went on to ſhew the grand Miſtake, into 
which both the Lawyers, who had ſpoke before 
him, had fallen, in aflerting that his Client, the 
Counteſs, endeavoured to paſs upon the World 
her Labour, as a "Thing miraculous ; inaſmuch as 
ſhe had eſcaped the Puniſhment of Original Sin, _ 
which in Point -of the Female Sex entailed the 
Pains of Child-bed, - he faid it was ridiculous, the 
| Counteſs pretended no ſuch Thing ; on the con- 
tray, ſhe had ſuffered for many Hours the ſevere 
Pangs which Woman could endure ; that as to her 
| bringing forth at laſt, without Pains, and without 
| her Knowledge, it wasno ſuch miraculous Thing, 
as the Gentlemen on the other Side would make ! it, 
inaſmuch as it might have been the Eftect of Ma- 
gick, nay even of Phyſick, in the Hands of fuchk 
abandoned Perſons as were then about her. He 
then proceeded to mention a Multitude of Facts, 
parallel in their Nature to that whereon his Cli- 
ent's Cauſe reſted, and having fet the various 
Proofs, brought to ſupport it, in the beſt Light 


they were capable of, he there wound up his Dit- 
courſe. 


Tarr Advocate-General B:gnon, who alſo. 
ſpake in this great C uſe, began his Oration with

tion, that one cannot help confeſling that Truth 
itſelf would ſcarce be credible, ſhould it paſs - 
to this noble Auditory, through ſo baſe a Canal ;

By an Arret pronounced after ſeven Hearings 
at the Tournelle, by Monſieur de Meſmes, on the 
18th of Auguſt, 1567. The Appellants and the 
Acculed were diſcharged, only Mrs. Pigoreau was 
forbid to go out of the City and Suburbs of Pars, 
under Pain of Conviction. The Petition of Inter- 
vention was alſo annexed to the Proceſs, as the 
Adyocate General Bigon had defired. 


Mrs. Pigoreau behaved hericlf very at 
upon this Arret, ſhe looked upon herielf to be pretty 
much out of Danger, and therefore ſhe employed 
herſelt in writing, or at leaſt in handing abour ſome 


yer icurrilous Ballads, on. the Proceedings at the 
Tout « 
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Tiurneile, in theſe ſhe rallied very groſsly all the 
Parties concerned, eſpecially the Counteſs and her 
Advocate ; but this was far from having the Effect 
ſhe deſigned, for it irritated People againſt her- 
| felf, and inclined them to Pity the more that 
unhappy Lady. In the mean 'Time the Count 
| and Corunteſs having got ſome farther Lights, pre- 
| ſented a- new Petition, praying that the Child in 
| their Hands might be declared their Son. The 
| Ladies de Ventadour and du Lude were aſtoniſhed 
| at this ; but inaſmuch as they had hitherto ſupported 
Mrs. P:goreau, and actually carried her to the Hear- 
inzs in their Coach, they reſolved to make Uſe of 
| her now, in order to ſtave off a Deciſion, which 
they foreſaw would not be to their Satisfaction ; 
they engaged her therefore, to make a great Shew 
of Courage and Reſolution, and induced her to 
preſent a Petition, praying that the Witnefles hi- 
thereto produced by the Counteſs, to prove her be- 
inz with Child, might be confronted with her, 
and with ſuch Witneſfles as ſhe could bring. "The 
Court upon this Petition made an Order upon the 
28th of Augu/t, 1658, that ſich a Confrontation 
thould be granted ; but required that in Order there- 
to, Mrs. Pigoreau ſbould in three Days ſurrender 
herſelf a Priſoner into the Conctergerte, 


Trrs was a Coup & Eclat Mrs. Pigoreau little 
expected, and when it came it embarralled her 10 
much that ſhe knew not what to do ; ſhe faw 
plainly, that if ſhe did not ſurrender her Cauſe 
would be loſt, and ſhe knew very well if ſhe did, 
ter Life would be in Danger ; ſhe therefore very 
vwifely preferred her own Safety to the intere{ of. 
the Ladies who hitherto ſupported her, and with- 
E 5 Urew 
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drew into Foreign Parts, to eſcape the Puniſhment 


Hz R Contumacy having prejudged her, the 
Cauſe was now ripe for Deciſſion ; for which Rea- 
ſon the Count ſet out for Bourbonnais, in order to 
draw together his Witneſſes, who were to prove 
the Counteſs's Pregnancy ; but while he was in 
this Province, he was obliged to pay his Duty to 
their Majeſties the King and the Queen Mother, 
who in their Return from Lyons, paſſed through 
Aulins, and this prevented his procuring a ſpeedy 
| Hearing of his Cauſe, He preſented however, to 
| _ their Maſjeſties, the young Count de la Palice a; 
| His Son, and they very graciouſly received him in 
| _ that Quality. 'The Care the Count de St, Geran 
took that every thing might be in Order, for the 
' Reception of the King and Queen, put his Spirits 
into ſuch a Ferment, and expoſed his Body to ſuch 
a Fatigue, that he fell ill while they were at Ado- 
| {ins, During his Illneſs, which Jaſted but eight 
; Days, he made his Will, and therein acknow- 
ledged his Son anew, naming for his Executors 
A. de la Barriere, Intendant of the Province, and 
the Sieur Vidlet, Treaſurer of France, directing 
them to cauſe the Proceſs to be finiſhed as ſoon as 
poſhble. I, 


 SomE Years. before, in a_ mutual Teſtament 
made by him and by the Counteſs, they had charg- 
ed their Conſciences reciprocally with this Care ot 
purſuing the Recovery of their Son, and puniſhing 
the Authors of his long Concealment ; and that he 
had not compleated this defirable Work, was the 
only thing which troubled this illuſtrious N ables 
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in his laſt Moments, He died on the 31ſt of Jan- 
wary, 1059. 


Tnx Tenderneſs of the Counteſs, in reſpect of 
her unhappy Son, if it had been capable of Aug- 
mentation, would have received new d»trength 
from the Directions given in her Huſband's Will ; 
ſhe ſuffered no more T'ime to be loſt than was ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to be ſpent, in paying her De- 
yoirs to the Memory of ſo good a Huſband, be- 
fore ſhe entered on this important Buſineſs. In the 
firſt Place ſhe accepted the Guardianſhip of him, 
and having aſſembled above forty Lords, who 
were related to. the young Count, either by Fa- 
ther's Side or Mother's Side, they named the. 
S:cur de Bompre for his Curator. She then applied 
herſelf to the Purſuit of her Cauſe, and the Court 
named the Lieutenant Criminal de $t, Pierre le 
Atoutier, to hear and examine her Witnefles, 
All this while the Ladies Fentadour and du Lude, 
were taking all poſhble Meaſures for defeating the

could in her Aﬀairs; in Conſequence of theſe

to practice on the Counte/s's Witneſſes, but finding 
ON repeated Trials that nothing could that Way be 
done, they boldly preſented a Petition, in which

produce Witneſſes to prove, that the Counteſs never 
was with Child at all, that her pretended Lying-in 
was a mere Fiction, and that the Child ſhe claim- 
ed, was in Reality the Son of Zames Baulieu and

THrr unweaned Pains however, of the Cour- 
te/s overcame all Obſtacles, and enabled her to 
defeat all their Deſigns ; ſo that after a Struggle of 
three Years, ſhe procured an Arret on the gth of 
April, 1661 ; whereby the King in Perſon c:lled 
before himſelf, as well the Proceſs depending at the

in which he ſet the Proofs produced on her Side, 
in the cleareſt Light.

own and her Huſband's Eſtates, deſcend to this. 
fingle Pledge of their Loves. Such however was

' Tyuz Marguiſs de Brinvillier was Meſtre de 
Camp to the Regiment of Normandy, aud during 
the War, he entered into an Acquaintance with 
the Sieur Godin, who went generally by the Name 
of $7. Croix, a Captain of Horſe in the Regiment 
of 14 he was the natural Son of a Perſon of 


Diftinction, only he did not carry his Father's 
Name, that the Blemiſh of his Birth might be as 
much as poſſible concealed. "This Man had a Soul 
capable of the mott horrid Crimes, and at the ſame 
endued with ſo much Art, -as to be able to cover 


| them 
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them under the faireſt Appearance imaginable. The 
AMarguſs introduced him at his Houſe, whet 
though he firſt ſet his Foc as_a Friend to the 
Huſband, yet he ſoon after begame the Intimate of 
his Wife, and by Degrees a paſſionate Lover, who 
by his Addreſs and Afſiduity, quickly inſpired 
thoſe Sentiments into her which he felt in his 
own Breaſt.

Sn x made ſeveral Experiments with the Pal 
feas, which St. Croix had compoſed, ſhe mixed 
them in the Bzſcuits, which ſhe gave to the Poor, 
_ and took a great deal of Pains in enquiring what 
Effects they produced ; ſhe even went herlelf to 
the Hotel de Dieu, and there gave away Mm 
poiſon'd Marchets, By theſe Practices ſhe gr 
herſelf accompliſhed in this deteſtable Science. he 
could not forbear trying her Art at Home, for ſhe 
gave to her Gentlewoman, Frances Rovuy/el, ſome 
poiſon'd Gooſeberries, and a Slice of Ham ſeaſon'd

Tre Lieutenant Civil went to Offremont, his 
Country Seat, there it was that ſhe perpetrated the

with ſo good Will, that it produced immediately

At certain Times, when ſhe was 
either chagrin'd, on Account of Perſons whom 
he had made away, or was in a violent Rage a-' 
eainſt any other ſhe ſuppoſed had done her Wrong, 
very odd Things would eſcape her, ſhe would fay, 
She knew how to get rid of whoever diſturbed ur 
offended her, and that when {he pleaſed, ſhe could

THEIR Schemes beginning now to ripen, the

He then fet down the Glaſs, and 
refuſed to drink any more of it ; he then bid his 
Secretary examine 1t, who taſting a little of it in a 
Spoon, faid he found: ſomewhat of /7tr:0 in It. 


Trax Vilain, who had given it, excuſed him- 
| felf without the leaſt Confuſion, by pretending 
that the Counſellor's Valet de Chambre had taken 
ſome Medicine out of the Glaſs, which he fer- 
getting to wipe it, from thence retailed an 11! taſte. 
By this Story he got off only with a ſlight Reprimand 
| for his Negligence, and Caution not to commut 
| ſuch a Fault for the Future. 


HonesT Men are not apt to ſuſpect others, 
much leſs are they prone, upon flight Accidents, 
to apprehend terrible Contrivances ; thus Virtue 
lays Its Votaries open to the Vices of others, and 
this is one of the Advantages which the Children 
of Darkneſs have over the Children of Light. 


_ ArT Eaſter, which fell out in the Beginning of 
April, 1670, the Lieutenant Civil went into Bea- 
uſe, to his Eſtate of Villeguoy, in order to paſs. 
the Holidays there, and the Coun/e/lzr being of the

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Party, carried /2 Chauſſe with him ; one Day at 
Dinner, there was a Tourte de Beatilles, that is, a 
Pye made of Sweetbreads, Cocks-combs, and other 
T it-bits, which is the litteral Engh/b of the Word, 
Beatilles ; ſeven Perſons who eat of that Pye, a- 
mong whom were the Lieutenant Civil and his 


_ Brother, were immediately taken ill ; whereas 


thoſe who eat none of it continued in perfett

Tn x Lieutenant Civil and the Counſellor were 


Terzed with ſevere Vomitings; on the 12th & 


April, they returned from Y7lleguoy to Paris, the 
Lieutenant Civil looked as if he had been emacu- 
ted by a long Sickneſs, and the Counſellor, his Bro- 
ther, looked very little better. "The 20th of Art, 
St, Croix, that he might be ſure of ſomething, 
obliged the Mdarchioneſs to promiſe him under her 
Hand Thirty T houſand Livres, or 'I'wo Thoufand 
Five Hundred Pounds, 


THrr Lieutenant Civil grew daily worſe and 
worſe, and after languiſhing a long Time, he fell 
into a Diſtaſte of all Sorts of Meats, which could 
be offered him ; then his Vomitings returned, and 
became continual, and Nature being at laſt quite 
worn out, he died on the 17th of Zune, without 
any Pever ; the three laſt Days of his Life, be 
looked very ghaſtly, complained of a prodigious 
Drought, and of a flaming Heat in his Stomach.

about them were vain, and quite befide the

As for /a Chauſſee, he had the rood Luck to 


_ eſcape the Notice of every Body ; for as his Ma- 


ſter had taught him how to commit Crimes, to 


_ he had likewiſe inſtructed him in the Art of con- | 


cealing, and of appearing in a Family he had fo 
deeply injured the moſt faithful and deſerving Do- 
meſtick, which belonged thereto ; but though theſe 
Artifices were capable of hiding from the Eyes of 
Men, a Tranſaction ſo black and ſo terrible in 
its Nature, yet it eſcaped not the Eye of Provi- 
dence, which by the following unforeſeen Acci- 


dent, diſcloſed it, and all its Circumſtances to the 
World. 


SAINT CROIX after all theſe horrid Ef- 
fects of his Poiſons, was ſtill meditating new 
Crimes,. to which End he was every Day making. 


new Experiments in his abominable Science. One 


Day while he was thus employed, the Glaſs- 
Mask which he wore, to preſerve himſelf from 
the Fumes of thoſe dangerous Drugs he made Uſe 
of fell off, and he was in a Moment ſuffocated, by 
the Smell of the Poiſons he was preparing ; thus this 
wretched 4r:;zan periſhed by his own Devices. 
This ſudden Death of a Man whoſe Relations 

were 
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were not known, cauſed the ſending for a Com- 
miſhry, who as ſoon as he came put his Seal up- 

on the Appartment of the deceaſed. When they 
| came to make an nyentory, they found a Cabinet 
| which they opened, and the firſt Thing they ſaw 
| therein, was a Paper containing theſe Words :

that, this is my laſt Will, made at Paris the 25th 
of May in the Afternoon 167 3, Signed ae St, Croix ; 
end lnwer was written theſe Words, Packet addreſſed 
to Mr, Penautier, who 15 requeſted to carry it, 


IT is ſtrange, that St. Cro:x ſhould pretend to 
lay a Reſtraint, upon the Conſciences of thoſe 
mio whoſe Hands his Cabinet might fall, and 
vainly hope, that this would hinder their pene- 
trating into this Miſtery of Iniquity, and fright 
them from diſcovering what were the Contents of 
this Cagket, Was it poſſible, for him to fancy,

Notion, as that he had any Religion, whoſe

his Opinion as of the former. A little Gally-pot, in 


 wohich was contained two or three Drams of prepared 
Opium, 


ITEM, a Paper daoubled, in which was cntain- 
ed two Drachms 9. corrofive Sublimate in Powaer, 


a little Box in which was a Picce of Stone called, 


Lapis infernalis. 


A Paper containing an Ounce of Opium, another 
untaining a piece of the Regulus of Antimony, wweigh- 
ing three Qunces ; a Packet of Powder rouled up, 07: 
whichwwas written, © 'To ftopa Flux of Blood in Wo- 
men”. Dr. Maureau /aid, that it was a Powder made 
of the Finer of Duinces, which for that Purpoſe had 
been dried.

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THERE was found in the ſame Cabinet, ſe- 
veral paſſionate Letters. which the AZarchione/ſs had 
wrote to St. Cr9x, the moſt extraordinary amongſt 


them was that which follows. 


[ Find it proper to put an End to my Life, to which 
# Purpoſe 1 ſhall take this Evening what you gave 
me to lay up ſo carefully ; you will perceive by this 
that I make a Sacrifice to you of my Life : But I 


make you no Promiſe before I die, that 1 will meet 
you ſomewhere to take a laſt Adien, 


I x all Probability ſhe impoſed upon St. Croix in 
what ſhe wrote on this Subject ; for People if they 


once ſuffer themſelves to reflect, ſeldom or never 


proceed in ſuch Enterprizes. In the ſame Cabinet 
they found the Promiſe of thirty thouſand Livres, 
which the Marchione/s had given St. Croix under 
her Hand. That Lady was prodigiouſly alarmed 
when ſhe heard, that they had put a Seal upon. 
his Effects, ſhe forgot nothing which it was poſlible 
to do, for the getting this fatal Cabinet into her _ 
Hands ; to which Purpoſe ſhe attempted to cor- 
Tupt the Commiſlary, but all her Efforts were in 
vain. But when ſhe was informed, that St. Cro:x 
had mentioned her, and that he had even left it 
under his Hand, that ſhe had a Right to demand 


this Cabinet, from thoſe who ſhould get it into

Bu T while the Marchionef endeavoured to get 
out of the Reach of Juſtice, her Lawyer appeared 
before the Commiſlary, and informed him, that 
the Marchioneſs de Brinviller was very much ſur- 
prized to hear, that St. Croix had left behind him 
a Promiſe of her's in Writing, to pay him thirty 
Thoufand Livres, that ſhe could prove this Pro- 
miſe was drawn from her by Surprize, and that 
therefore the proteſted againſt it as null and void, 
and a Thing ſhe would never comply with. 


LA CHAUSSE, by the Means he had taken, 
upon the ſealing up of his Maſter's Effects, drew 
upon himſelf great Misfortunes and awakened in his 
Soul ſtrong Pangs of Remorſe, for ſuch is the Con- 
ſtitution of human Minds, that when eyer they have 
been guilty of atrocious Facts they are altogether 
Strangers to Peace, and maintain in themſelves a 
Tormentor, more cruel and inexorable than any 
into whoſe Hands they may fall, by the Judg- 
ment of the Law. La Chauſjee was apprehend- 
ed, and his Proceſs begun at the Chatalet, at the 
ouit of the Lady Mangot de Villarceau, Widow of 


the 
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the late Lieutenant Civil; he was immediately 
adjudged to the Queſtion, 2. e. the Torture. But the 
Lady Mangot ae Villarceau, took Care to interpoſc 
an Anpeal, in Caſe £4 Chauſſee ſhould be acquitted, 
on his confeſſing nothing on the Rack ; for {he 
knew that the Parliament would proceed ſtrict! 
on ſuch Proofs as ſhould be produced before them, 
Whereas the inferior Courts are generally timorous 
and unſteady, from an Apprehenhon of having 
their Proceedings reviewed and critically examin'd, 
by the ſuperior Judges, However, Sentence was 
pronounced at the Teurnelle, whereby La Chauſſee 
was convicted and attainted, for having poiſoned 
[the late Lieutenant Civ1l and the Counſellor, for 
which he was adjudged to be broken alive, and 
' to expire upon the Wheel, after having been agam 
tortured to diſcover his Accomplices. The Mar- 
chioneſs de Brinvillier was at the ſame time con- 
demned for her Contumacy to be Beheaded. 


LA CHAUSSEE being put to the Queſtion, 
declared, that St. Croix had told him, the archione/s 
ae Brinvillier had furniſhed him with the Pciſon 
which was given to your Brothers ; he likewlle 
acknowledged, that they were poiſoned in Watct 
and in Broths, that he had put in a reddiſh kind 
of Liquor into the Glaſs, which he. preſented to 
the Lieutenant Civil at Dinner; and a clear Water 
into the Tourte which was ſerved up at Yillegie;. 
That St. Croix promiſed him a hundred Piſtoles, 
and always to take Care of him, and that he al- | 
ways gave an Account to St, Croix of the Poiſons, 
who athrmed, that the Lady Brinuillier did not 
know how they were employed. St. Cro7 it ſeems, 
had a Mind to be the fole Maſter of ie, Mar- 

_ chuneſs's 
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 chioneſF's Secret, and in all Probability had forgot, 


that he had told his Servant that ſhe gave him 
the Poiſons. 


Bu T /a Chauſſee was clearly of Opinion, that 
whatever his Maſter ſaid, ſhe was perfectly well 
acquainted with what they did ; becauſe whenever 
he went to her ſhe talked to him of Poiſons, and 
perſuaded him, after the Death of the Brothers, to 
go out of the way, and even gave him Money for 
that Purpoſe. St. Croix had a great Mind to poi- 
fon Madamoiſelle D* Aubray, Siſter to the Mar- 
chioneſs, to which End he was at great Pains to 


introduce a Domeſtick, who might be as faithful 


to her as this 'Tool had been to her Brothers, 
This Confeſſion made it very probable that Za 
Chauſſee had repeated his Practices on the Lieute- 
nant Ctvil and the Counſellor, "till they had the de- 


fired Effect. This Wretch was Executed as he 
deſerved. 


THERE is one Circumſtance neceſlary to give 
us a perfect Idea of that horrid Degree to which 
the Heart of this Villain was corrupted, and which 
ought not therefore to be omitted. Whenever he 
was asked how Monſieur D* Aubray, the Counſel- 
lor his Maſter did, he was wont to anſwer, O / 
He is as Sick as can be wiſhed ! He won't give us a 
great deal of Trouble ; but I cannot tell you pre- 
Gafely when he will kick up 1 And when, after his 
_ Demiſe, he was put into his Winding-Sheet, this 
Varlet exprefled himſelf in theſe Words. 7/721! ! 
He is dead ! and I am juſt come from winding him 
up ! I have turned him, and turned him ! If be 
rad been alive, 1 would nat have done fo much for

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him, Yet we have heard that his Maſter left this 
Villain a Legacyoof a hundred Crowns ; how was 
his Liberality miſplaced, and how obdurate muft 


the Heart of this Wretch be, whom all the Ten- 
derneſs of ſo indulgent a Maſter could not move ? 


AL L the World was now perſuaded that the 
Marchioneſs was guilty, and the Idea conceived of 
the Crimes, of which ſhe had been the Authoreſs, 
ſtruck every Body's Mind with ſo much Horror, 
that the very pronouncing of her Name was ſuffi- 

cient to ſet People a trembling. 


THis wretched Woman imagined that ſhe 
ſhould find an inviolable Sa 1Quuary | at L'ege, aid 
therefore had taken up her Abode in that City. 
All Sovereigns are wont to protect ſuch Strangers 
as take Shelter in their Dominions, and the main- _ 
taining their Authorities in this Reſpect, is thought 
an indiſpenſable Right of independant Princes ; but 
It 18 however agreed, that Poiſoners and Coiners 
are eycry where to be excluded from this F avour, 


DES GRAY, Exempt of the Marſhalka, 
was diſpatched to Lieee, in order to ſeize the 
Marchioneſs ; he was eſcorted by a ſmall Troop of 
Archers, and was furniſhed with the King's Letter, 
addreſied to the Council of Sixty in that City, 
whereby he demanded that the Criminal ſhould be 
delivered up, in order to be puniſhed. Des Gray 
made it appear to them that ſhe had been privy to 
the poiſoning of ſeveral Perſons.

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HowEVER that Officer was afraid of taking 
her out of the Convert, to which ſhe had retired, 
| as fearing that it would create a Sedition in the 
Town, and prevent his carrying her off at all. 
He went in Diſguiſe to the dongtry, he paſſed 
himſelf upon the MMarchione/s for a Frenchman, 
| who came to ſee her out of Curioſity. He made 

| her ſeveral Viſits, and at laſt began to talk in the 
Style of a Gallant, he managed his Aﬀairs ſo well, 
that he met with a favourable Reception from her, 
and engaged her at laſt to go and take a Walk 
with him a little Way out of Town. 


Wrrn they were in the Fields, her Lover 
changed of a ſudden into an Exempt, who arreſt- 
ed her immediately, and having put her into the 
Hands of his Archers, poſted in a proper Place for 
that yery End, he returned to the Convent, which 
he entered by Virtue of an Order obtained from 
the Council of Sixty. He went directly to the 
Marchioneſſes Appartment, and upon her Bed found 
a Caſket, which ſhe afterwards endeayoured to get 
from him in vain. 


SHE expreſſed the utmoſt Uneaſineſs (and in- 
deed well ſhe might) about a Paper contained 
_ therein, it was addreffed to her Confe/ſor, and con- 
tained five or lix Sheets, being the Memoirs of her 
Life. In the very firſt Article of it ſhe confeſſed 
that ſhe had ſet Fire to a Houſe, in another ſhe. 
owned that ſhe was debauched at Seven Years of 
Age; in a Word, ſhe accuſed herſelf, not only 
of all the Crimes with which ſhe was charged, 
but alſo a great many others, of which ſhe was not 
lv much as ſuſpected, 

a: SHE 
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SHE found out one of the Archers who loved 


Money, him ſhe corrupted, and put into his Hang 
a Letter, which ſhe defired him to carry to one 


M1. Theria, a Perſon of his Acquaintance, by 


which Epiſtle ſhe beſought him to make uſe & 
ſome Means or other to get her out of the Hand; 
of Des Gray, and his little Troop. She truſted tg 
the ſame Archer another Letter, addrefled likewik 
to Theria, wherein ſhe informed him that Dex 
Gray's Guard of Archers conſiſted but of eight 
Perſons, .and that five Men might eafily attack 
them, and procure her Liberty. Theſe Letters 
_ Not producing any Effect, ſhe wrote a third E- 
Piſtle to the ſame Man, conjuring him to come to 
her, and if he could not reſcue her by Force, that 
he would at leaſt cauſe the two fore Horſes of the 
Coach, in which ſhe travelled, to be ſhot, and 
thereby gain an Opportunity of getting into his 
Hands the little Caſket, which ſhe directed him to 
throw into the Fire, otherwiſe ſhe told him ſhe 
ſhould be undone. Ns 


THroven Theria never received any of theſe 
Letters, yet he came to Maftricht, a Place through 
which he knew the 1archioneſs muſt paſs, he en- 
deayoured to corrupt the Guard of Archers, but 
In yain, notwithſtanding his offering them a thou- 
fand Pi/toles to let her flip through their Hands, 
She next attempted to deſtroy herſelf, by ſwallow- 
ing a Needle ; but ſhe was prevailed' on to deſiſt 
from her Defign, by an Archer, who diſcovered 
What ſhe was about to do. It was evident that. 
| the Dread of her Puniſhment affrighted her much 


more than any Concern ſhe had through a jult 
2 Senſe 
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Senſe of her Crime ; for ſuch is the Nature of 

Criminals, hardened like her, fhat they are equally 

| Regardleſs of their Souls, and fearful of what my 
| happen to their Bodies. 


AFTER ſhe was committed Priſoner to the 
Conctergerie at Paris, a Letter was intercepted, 
which ſhe had written to the Sieur Penaurrer, in 
which ſhe told him how much ſhe apprehended 
her Life to be in Danger ; ſhe likewiſe gave him 
an Account of what Steps ſhe had hitherto taken 
in Reſpect to the Proceſs formed againſt her, ac- 
knowledging nothing, but diflembling all, notwith- 
ſtanding the Circumſtances that appeared againft 
her ; ſhe entreated his Sentiments on this Behavi- 
our of hers, and deſired at the ſame 'T ime, that he 
would give her his beſt Advice, as to what ſhe had 
beſt to do for the future, and that 'he would em- 
ploy the Intereſt of all his Friends on her behalt. 


WHaen ſhe came to be examined, ſhe anſwer- 
cd every Interrogation negatively, ſhe diſowned 
the Letters which ſhe had written before her Flight, 
2nd thoſe ſhe had written ſince her being appre- 
hended, and ſhe would not be brought to know any 
Thing : about the Caſket, which St. Crozz had ſo 
earneſtly defired ſhould be put into her Hands. 
As to the Note ſhe had given St. Cro:x for thirty 
thouſand Livres, ſhe infiſted that it was done mere- 
ly to make his Creditors eaſy, and that ſhe had a- 
nother Writing from him to indemnity her ; but 
by ſome Accident ſhe had loſt it upon the 

oad, 


AM, 
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AM. NIVELLE, a celebrated Advocate, pub- ' 
liſhed a Fafum in Defence of the Marchionefs, in 
which he confidered this Queſtion, Whether it be 

lawful to produce a Confeſſion, put into Writing 
by a Perſon accuſed, in order to be delivered 
to a Confeſſor, as Evidence againſt the Perſin 
who wrote it ? Before he entered into. an expreſs 
Diſcuſſion of the Points in Debate, he endeavour- 
ed to give ſome favourable Impreſſions of the /Jar- 
 chioneſs de Brinvilher, to ſuch as ſhould read his 
Paper. He faid that St. Croix was the Demon 
which had raiſed this Tempeſt, and troubled the 
Quiet of the Lady's Family ; he owned that by 
his great Afſfiduity, he had gained an Aſcendant 
over the Marchioneſs's Temper, by making him- 
ſelf neceſlary in the Management of her Afairs. 


H et blamed her for having placed her Confi- 
_ dence in ſo horrible a Villain ; but he excuſed her 
again, by obſerving that St. Croix had an Art pe- 
culiar to himſelf, in hiding his ill Qualities, and 
putting on the Appearances of good ones, ſo that 
it was no Wonder he impoſed upon a Woman, 
and cheated, with a Shew of Virtue, a Perſon 
who had no ſuſpicion. He obſerved that St. 
Croix was incenſed againſt the Family of Mr. 
D' Aubray, for cauſing him to be impriſoned, that 
_ this inſpired him with the cruel Deſign of reveng- 
ing himſelf upon his two Sons, whom he pro- 
cured to be poiſoned by the Agency of la Chau//ee ; 
that he had never truſted the Marchioneſs with his 
fatal Secret, having formed in his own Heart a_ 
Deſign of making himſelf Maſter of the whole 
Eftects of the Family. - 
| - 
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H x recounted, in few Words, the miſerable 
Fate of the wretched /a Chauſjee, who fell a 
Victim to his own Crimes, and thoſe of his Ma- 
ſter. He pretended that the AZarchioneſs, finding 
herſelf included in the Accuſation, retired indeed, 
but not with a View to fly from Juſtice ; but 
merely to ayoid being torn to Pieces by her Cre- 
ditors, who, incenfed by the Stories they had 
heard, came upon her without Mercy, | 


In Juſtification of the Charge, he faid that 
two Sorts of Proof had been offered againſt his 
Client, viz. Teſtimonies Viva Voce, and in writing 
he inſiſted that the more attrocious, and the more 
horrible Crimes were, the more ſtrong, the more 
clear, and the more convincing the Proofs of them 
ought to be ; for this he quoted St. Cyprian, who 
makes Uſe of this Paſſage : Duanto majora ſunt 
Crimina, tanto magis 1ideonets et indubitatis te- 
ſtibus indigere. He inſiſted, that inaſmuch as this 
was an Accuſation brought againſt a Perſon of 
good Family, and excellent Education, it was to 
be preſumed that both theſe would guard her from 
becoming the Inſtrument of ſuch horrid Offences, 
that even the meaneſt Souls are apt to ſtart at ſuch 
black Crimes as theſe, and therefore it was to be 
believed, Perſons well born and bred, would ne- 
ver be drawn into it ; and from this Preſumption 
he argued, that the Proofs, offered in Support of 
the Proceſs, ought to be the ſtronger, 


I x. the next Place he attacks the Teſtimonies, 
Viva Voce, he found, he faid but three Depoſitions 
which deſeryed to be taken Notice of, the firſt 
| wag 
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was that of Cluet Sergent, who depoſed that the 
Atarchioneſs told him, T hat /he did not walue the 
Death of her elder Brother ; that if ſhe had pleaſed 
Jhe could have had him aſſaſſinated by Gentle- 
men, on the Road to Orleans, when he was going 
thither in Quality of Intendant ; that ſhe would 
have given Fifty Louis d'Ors to have got the 
Caſket into her Hands, after the Death of St. Croix, 
T hat fhe had done all that lay in her Power to have 
it put into her Hands in his Life-time, and that in 
Caſe ſhe had ſucceeded, ſhe would immediately have 
cauſed $t. Croix's T hroat to be cut, : 


THre Advocate inſiſted on the Improbability 
there was, that a Woman, capable of ſuch Crimes 
as the Marchioneſs was charged with, ſhould ever - 
enter into a Converſation of this Sort, with a Fel- 
_ low of 1o little Conſequence, as the Witneſs, from 
whom therefore ſhe could not hope ſor Secrecy ; 
and that as to the earneſt Deſire ſhe had to get St. 
Croix's Cabinet into her Hands, it might very pro- 
bably ariſe frem her wanting ſeveral Papers which 
ſhe knew were contained therein. He objected 
to the Depoſhtions of two other Witnefles, becauſe 
they did not fet forth Matters of which they were 
-Eye-Witneſles, but only Hear-ſays and Conjec- 
tures, on which he inſiſted no certain Judgment 
could be made. ; 


As for the Paſſhhon, which the Marchioneſs had 
for St. Cro:x, he faid, if the Truth of it was to 
be admitted, it would not prove any Thing, with 
reſpect to the Crimes ſhe ſtood accuſed of ; for 
certainly, tho* a Heart may be prone to Love, it 
- does not follow that it is capable of Poiſonings and 
Murders,

Murders. He inſiſted ſtrongly on the dying Words 
of 1a Chauſſee, who had declared the Marquiſs St. 
Criix had ſaid, that the Marchioneſs was not 
privy to the Poiſoning of her Brothers ; in order 
to give this the greater Weight, he expatiated on the - 

| Credit due to a Perſon ſpeaking with Death ſtaring 
him in the Face. He obſerved that in that Inſtant 
the moſt guilty, the moſt wicked Perſon was to be 
believed ; becauſe it is not to be conceived that 

{ human Nature could be capable of fo groſs an 

| Impiety, as daring the Almighty God, in the very 

| Article of Death, by obſtinately perſiſting in a 
Story oppolite to "Truth. 


I'n Reſpect to the Paper found in the Cabinet 
of St. Crozx, wherein he declared, that it, and all 
therein, belonged to the Marchioneſs ; our Advo- 
cate laboured to ſhew, by the Date which was up- 
on the Paper, and thoſe on the Inſcriptions on the 
Papers, in which the Poiſons were encloſed, that 
the latter were placed there after the former, and 
therefore it could not be ſuppoſed that the Declara- 
tion related to them. That as the Caſket had like- 
wiſe in it ſeveral Billet-doux of the Marchioneſs's, 
which might be of il] Conſequence, in Reſpect of 
her Reputation, St. Cr doubtleſs wrote that Paper, 
with an Intent to prevent their appearing, and 
therefore the Directions for burning, without look- 
ing upon them, ought to be apply'd to theſe Pa- 
pers, and not thoſe in which the Poiſons were con- 
tained. 


H e farther took Notice, that if theſe amorous 
Letters were Proofs of the Marchioneſss Paſſion 
_ for this wicked Man, they were lkewtle Proofs 
I that 
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that ſhe would hide nothing from him, and that 
conſequently fince no Traces were found in them 
of her being privy to the Death of her Bre- 
thren, it was the ſtrongeſt Evidence the Nature 
of the Thing would allow, that ſhe was really 
ignorant thereof, or of the Manner in which they 
were procured. 


THEse Points premiſed, the Orator came next 
to that fatal] Confeſſion, *'in which all the horrid 
Crimes, committed by the Mdarchione/s de Brin- 
v1her, were Clearly, fully and minutely ſet forth,

AZ. NEFVEFLLE undertook to prove, that 
this Accuſation could not by any Means be made 
Ute of in a judicial Proceſs againſt his Client ; be- 
cauſe that Law which commands whatever is diſ- 
covered under the Seal of Confeſſion, to be kept 
in invioalable Secrecy, abſolutely takes away all 
_ Poſſibility of producing Confeſſions if written, or 
of giving Evidence as to the Effect of them, 9v:ve 
pace, to ſerve any Purpoſe in civil Life, 


T 1s indiſpenſible Law, he ſaid was impoſed 
by Fe/us Chri/t himſelf, at the ſame time that he 
gave Command for the revealing Sins to a Con- 
tellor, Were .t not for this Lay of Secrecy, ay 

| | wou 
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would dare to approach the Confeſhional ; it is 
manifeſt therefore, that it is ſo annexed to the 
Precept, that it is an eſſential Condition thereof. 
[t is apparent that as Fe/as Chri/t called Sinners to 
the Tribunal of Penitence there, to afford them 
Mercy, he could never intend to put their Ho- 
nour, their Reputations, and even their Lives in 
Danger, as they muſt be, on the revealing certain 
Sins. For how could the procuring fuch Evils be 
reconciled to the Goodneſs of our heavenly Father, 
which ſhines no where more conſpicuouſly than 
in that Tribunal. And as to written Confeſſions, 
they are made from the faid Motives, and are uſed 
to the ſame End with thoſe orally delivered, and 
therefore the fans Obligations to Secrecy lye upcn 
the Prieſt, and. whoever elſe comes to the Knovy - 
ledge of them which are written, as are incur = 
bent upon ſuch as hear Confeſſions delivered, vir4 
vice, Nothing can be a plainer Proof of this 
Injunftion of Secrecy coming from Chrift himſelf, | 
than the Want of any ſuch Injunctions among the 
Rules fettled-in the Primitive Ages ; for if in thoſe 
early Times this was always looked on as a thing; 
ſettled, it is a Demonſtration that it was injoinecY 
when Confeſſion was commanded, and that both 
are therefore equally to be obſerved. 


MN, NEVILLE comparing this Sacramental 
Confeſſion of a Perſon accuted, with the Confeſton 
required by a Court of Juſtice, iaid that the firſt was 
inſtituted by God for the Abſclution of Sins, the 
latter eſtabliſhed by human Wiſdom, in order to 
their being properly puniſhed ; the firſt is the ſweet 
Refuge of the Offender, the ſecond the ftrongeft 
Conviction of the Criminal ; the one is the Organ

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of the Sinner's Safety, the other Inftrument. of the 
Confeflor's Ruin. He cited in Support of this, 
the following beautiful Paſlage from St. Ambroſe, 

7 confitetur Peccata ſua roram Deo, agnoſert Pet- 
cater, {gnoſcit Deus ; cum accuſat excujatur. In 
confefling his Sins to God, the Sinner revives the 
Memory of them ; God blots it out, he accuſes 
himielt, and is excuſed by his Creator. 


ST. BASIL is one of the firſt of the Fathers 
who takes Notice of the Cuſtom of the Church, 
_ to put an inviolable Seal on the Secrets of Con- 
feſlion, and all the Fathers and Councils who have 
mentioned that Precept, as a Doctrine obſerved in 
the primitive Ages, ſpeak alſo of this Cuſtom, as 
a Law practiced by the Apoſtles, and fince ther 
Time by the Catholick Church, as lowing imme 
diately from the Holy Ghoſt, Since then the 
Church has not preſcribed the keeping Confeſſion 
 fecret as a Rule, but on the contrary, has always 

obeyed that Rule, as received from a ſuperior 
Power, it is clear it could come from none but 
God. Let us proceed now, to eſtabliſh what we 
have adyanced by Authorities, in which we may 
ſerve our ſelves from the Collection made by M.

THE general Council of Laterar held under

| Tr1s Council did by no means pretend ts 


Eſtabliſh the Rule of Secrecy ; but inflicted Pains 


and Penalties on ſuch Confeflors who ſhould violate 


it either out of Malice or Indiſcretion. Since then 
it abundantly appears, . that the inviolable Seal of 
Secrecy was put on Confeflions by Feſus Chrift 


himſelf, it follows then, that in no Cale this can 
be difpenſed with by any Authority Eccleſiaſtical or 


Ycular z and that neither for the fake of the pub- 


lick Good, nor upon any Pretence whatever, can 
that be innocently publiſhed, which only on this 
Account was revealed. | ; | 


I'T is likewiſe clearly deducible from what has 
been {aid, that the Teſtimony of a Confeſlor re- 
vealing the Secret of his Penitent, cannot- be re- 
ceived as Evidence in a Court of Juſtice ; for inaſ- 
much as that was meant only as a Mark of Obe- 
dence to God, it can neverbe drawn into Judgment 
by Men, becauſe before that can be done, the Laws 
of God muſt be broken through, which is Injuſtice 
of the higheſt kind. 


$0 alfo the Confeflor alone, is not reſponſible 
tor the Concealment of this Secret, but even thoſe 
to whoſe Ears it comes in any manner whatever. 
The fame Law which ties down the Prieſt, ties 
7 x G 2 tho 
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thoſe alſo to whom indiſcreetly or wickedly he 
communicates Confeſſions, "Thus in the Primitive 
Ages, when Confeſhons were made in a more 
publick Manner than they are now, every one was 
enjoined never to make the leaſt mention of what he 
might hear fall from the Lips of his Neighbour, or to 
preſume to reveal, what he took to be the Meaning 
_ of thoſe Signs made Ulſe of by Mutes at the Con- 
feflional, much leſs might they publiſh the Con- 

tents of a written Confeſſion, 


 TPTxrx1s Obligation of concealing on all who 

come to the Knowledge of Confefſions, is a na- 
tural Conſequence of the divine Injunction of Con- 
feſſion ; for as God promiſes the Penitent, in order 
to draw him to that Duty, that whatſoever he 
revealed ſhould never be publiſhed. Ir is plain that 
not the Confeflor only, but all who gain the 
Knowledge of the Confeſſion are tied down to in- 
violable Secrecy, otherwiſe the Penitent would be 
deceived by God himſelf, to whom he intended to 
confeis, from a Confidence that it ſhould never be 
revealed, _ lo ; 


 'THr x Publiſher therefore of a Confeſſion rendets 
the Sacrament in itſelf odious, and as far as in him 
lies, ſeeks to fruſtrate the Purpoſe ' of God, by . 
driving thoſe from that "Tribunal whom his Maker 
had called to it, 


'T n x Perpetrator of ſuch Wickedneſs intimidate 
21l Conſciences, and chace them from the Gates of 
Mercy, they baniſh above all the moſt grievous 
Sinners ; that is to ſay, thoſe who*of this Remedy 
kaye the greateſt Need, in the preſent Cubs te 
.. rig 
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fright away ſuch as through the Weakneſs of their 
Memory, are obliged to write their Confeſſions, 


a Method ſo innocent, ſo lawful, that we can pre- 


ſume it fuggeſted from nothing elle than the Piety 
or Zeal of the Confeſlor, or the Commands of him 


who has the Direction of his Conſcience ; without. 


this Aid, how can full and perfect Confeſhons be 
performed, if Papers of this kind may be publiſhed, 
the Deaf and the Dumb are excluded from this 
Sacrament, and are ſhut out from the higheit Sa- 


tisfaftion which a religious Soul can enjoy, that 


' of Abſolution from their Sins ? 


From this creat Principle it is clear, that all 


Means practiced in Order to Confeſſion, ought to 


be priviledged with inviolable Silence ; if what a 
Perſon has put into Writing folely with this View, 
could be produced im a judicial Proceſs, it would 
be more dangerous to make written Confeftions 


than oral ones ; becauſe written Eyidence is ſtrong- | 


er in its Nature than Evidence viva vice ; this is fo 
evident, that there is no need of producing Au- 
thorities to ſupport it. It is falſe which has been 
ſo ſtrongly infiſted on of the other Side, that the 
Paper written by Madam Brinvillier is no more 


than the Minutes of a Confeſſion, and not a Con- 
feſſion, 


IT begins with theſe Words,  Conjzf ants 
God, and to you my Father, It is apparent then, 
that it is a true and real Confeſſion ; betides, were 
It as they pretend, merely Minutes of a Confeſſ- 
On, yet it ought to be Religiouily concealed ; for 


as I have already faid, all the neceflary Steps to 


Confeſſion are comprehended under the Law of 
G 3 Secrecy 
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Secrecy, and ought to be covered with a Veil of 
Silence. 


ST. Thomas (i. e. Aquinas) propoſes a Caſe, 
where a Penitent had confeſs'd to a Perſon, ſup- 
poſing him a Prieſt, whereas he was not, and that 
Confeſſion was over-heard by other Perſons, he 
determines that in ſuch a Caſe, the Perſons hear- 
mg the Confefſion were obliged to conceal it, be- 
caule the Penitent intended by Confeſling, to re- 
veal his Sins unto God, from whence the Duty of 
Secrecy originally ſprings, which therefore mutt 
be preſerved wherever the Perſon confeſſing in- 
tends to confeſs to the Almighty only. 


7FOINYVILLE, who was certainly no Prieft, 
informs us, that once in a great Storm at Sea, fc- 
veral Lords confeſſed themſelves to him, ſuppoſing 
that ſuch a Confeſhon, in Caſe of Neceſlity, 
might ſatisfy the Commands of the Church. 7on- 
v1/le, beyond Queition, was obliged religiouſly to 
conceal the Sins, with which he was made ac- 
_ quainted on this occahion ; for it 1s not the Perfon 
of the Miniſter, nor the Abſolution pronounced 
by him, which impoſes the Seal of Secrecy, 1t a- 
rifes from the very Nature of Confeſſion, and 1s 
ind:tputably annexed thereto, 


Warar can the Judges poſſibly alledge, in order 
to gain the Uſe of a Sacramental Confeſſion of a 
| Perſon accuſed, as a Piece of Evidence againſt 
| him? will they pretend that .in Right of their Ot- 
fices, as Judges, they are the Depoſitaries of Ju- 
ſtice, and as it were the Inſtruments of God ; 
this, as I ſhall ſhew, is a Pretence weak and ir1- 

4 yolous 
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volous in itſelf, will they ſay that the Intereſt of 
the Publick requires it, and that all Things ought 
to yield thereto ? I ſhall anſwer, will they dare to 
affirm, that theſe or any other Reaſons ought to 
Ballance a Command flowing from Fejus Chri/? 
himſelf, in. Support of the Sacrament of Pennance, 
and which tends to the Salvation of Souls ; we 
find in the very Name of Chri/fzan, which (thanks 
be to God) we all attribute to ourſelves, a Light 
capable of ſhining through all theſe Clouds and 
Subterfuges ; becauſe, if we have any Title to that 
Name, we muſt make it a Rule with Us to pre- 
fer every Precept in the Law of God, to our 
Goods, our Lives, our Honour, all the Alliances 
of Fleſh and Blood, and in one Word, to all 
our Intereſts particular and publick. | 


RODERICK ACUNG HA, an Archbiſhop 
of Portugal, in a Treatiſe he wrote of Confeſ- 
ſions, reports a very ſingular Caſe of a Perſon at 
Barcelona, who was condemned to ſuffer Death for 
HFomicide, which he refuſed to confeſs ; when they 
were about to lead him out to Puniſhment, and 
ſolicited him earneſtly, he yet refuſed, and would. 
not be preyailed on by all that could be ſaid to him. 
Thoſe who were preſent imagined, that this Ob-- 
ſtinacy was the Effect of that terrible Anguiſh and 
_ Confuſion his Spirits are in, through the Fear of 
Death ; they therefore gave Advice of this odd 
Fatt to St. Thomas of Villeneuve, Archbiſhop of 
Falentia, where the Priſoner had committed the 
Crime, and where he was condemned, 


THrar holy Prelate, being defirous to prevent 
the Loſs of Soul and Body together, went to the 
G 4 Priſoner,

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Priſoner, and omitted no Arguments which he 
thought could poſſibly have any Weight ; the Man 


Heard him with Patience, but refuſed to comply, 


at laſt, when the Archbiſhop preſſed him vehe- 
mently, he ſaid plainly, that he had an Abhor- 


_ rence for Confeſſion, becauſe that by Means there- 
of he was brought to loſe his Life, his Confeflor 


having revealed the Crime for which he was now 


to ſuffer ; it happened that this Prieſt was the Bro- 


ther of the Man I killed, and having learn't from 
me in Confeftion, not only that I was guilty of 
the Murder, but every Circumſtance thereof, of 
theſe he gave Information to the Criminal Judges, 
and they from them traced out the whole Fact, 
and fix't it upon me, DE, 


ST. Thomas de Villeneuve rightly judging, that 
the Intereſt of Religion was of far greater Conſe- 
quence than the Puniſhing of a Homicide, he fent _ 
for the Confefſor, and asking him whether he had 
really been guilty of what the Priſoner charged 
him with, and whether what he revealed was the 
fole Cauſe of his being convicted and condemn- 
ed, the Confefſor owned it was ſo ; whereupon 
the Archbiſhop obliged the Judges, to revoke their 
Sentence, and, inaſmuch as there was no other 


Proof whatſoever, to declare the Criminal Inno- 


cent. He likewiſe puniſhed the Confeſlor, bat 
gently indeed, becauſe he had readily, and with- 
out Compuliion, confeſſed the Truth. 


WITH reſpect to the publick Confeſſions 
made in the firſt Ages of the Church, there 1s no 
drawing from them any Argument againſt the 
Duty of concealing what is diſcovered by a Pe- 

nitent, 
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nitent. For in thoſe Days, when Men ſubmitted 
to Confeſſion, if they accuſed themſelves of Crimes, 
committed with, or by. the Aſſiſtance of others, 
they concealed the Names of their Accomplices ; 
they were not particular in the Circumſtances re- 
lating to the Facts, they ſpoke only in general 
Terms ; in a Word, they took all pofhble Pre- 
cautions to prevent any 1ll Uſe being made by 
their Confeſſions 3; and indeed, confidering how. 
they were then made, it was next to an Impoſſh- 
bility that any ſiniſter Uſe could be ſerved by 
them, even though they had been revealed. 


ALL theſe Reaſons taken together, ought cer- 
tainly to eſtabliſh the Truth of this Propoſition, 
thatthe Confeſſion of Madam de Brinvelher ought

AM. NIVELLE, that he might fay all which 
could be ſaid in Favour of a Client, took Notice, 
that from the very Strain of this Confeſſion itlelt, 
it appeared to be the Work of a Perſon out of 
her Senſes ; he gave ſome Inſtances of Things of 2 
like Nature ; inſiſted that many of the Crimes, 
of which ſhe accuſed herſelf therein, ſhe could 
not poſſibly have committed ; ſo that if it were 
read in Evidence, it would amount to no more 
than the Ravings of a troubled Spirit, and the 
chimerical Fancies of an oppreſſed Mind. 


BuT this great Orator, who was certainly a Man 
of a prodigious Capacity, and one of the moſt able 
of his Profeſſion, forgot, that by alledging this, be 
eltectually deſtroyed all that he had adyanced be-

ly the Effects of a frantick Delirium ; then it fol- 
lowed that this was not ſuch a Confeſſion as fell 
under the Injunction of Secrecy, Fecauſe It is im- 
poſſible for us to judge with Certainty of "9p In- 
cention of a diſtempered Mind. 


Tr x Court, before whom this Proceſs was 
heard, were clearly of Opinion, if the Confeflion 
of the Marchioneſs de Brinville were abſolutely 
Jaid afide, either on Account of the Secrecy due. 
40 4 Confetton, or as the raſh AEt of a Perſon 
diſtemper'd in Mind ; yet .there ſtill remained 
Proofs more than ſufficient to demonſtrate he 
Guilt, They looked upon the Crimes, with

or could be produced, To this they added the 
Criminal Paſſion of the Marchioneſs tor St, Croix, 
and the dying Confe/ſion of [a Chauſſee, with the 
conjectural Proofs eſtabliſhed on the Words which 
had fallen from the Marchionefs, at ſeveral "Times, ith 
her Flight, and other Circumſtances, whence they i

\ Trerre is nothing faid throughout the Pro- 
ceſs of the Marguis of Brinvillier, who was ſtill 
living, but who was ſo far ſhocked and ſurprized 
at the Blackneſs of his Wife's Crimes, that the 
poor Nobleman withdrew from the World;gnd 
hid himſelf in an obſcure Retreat. Thus Inno- 
cence itſelf may ſometimes ſuffer by the very Re- 
flection of the Guilt of near Relations, a Thought 
- which one would imagine might make ſome Im- 
preſſion on the Minds of Perſons tolerably well 
Kana, and hinder them from gratifying a momen- 
tary Paſſion at the Expence, not only of their 
own Lives and Fortunes, but even of thoſe of their 


Relations at a diſtant, as well as near ih Degree, and 
for many Ages to come. 


GLASE R the © Apothecary, from whom mY 
Croix had bought his Drugs, was included in this 
| Proceſs, and it was not without a great deal of 
Trouble that he extricated himſelf out of the Diffi- 
culties that it brought upon him. However it oc- 
cafioned an Arret of Parliament, bearing Date the 
27th of February, 1677 ; whereby all Apothecaries, 
Grocers, and other Perſons dealing in Drugs, were 
forbid to ſell ſuch as might be employed to ill Pur- 
Poſes, without great Precautions, to be reinforced 
and put in ſtrict Execution. "They were now 
commanded not to vend ſuch Things indifferent!

for the greater Security theſe Traders were directed

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to keep a Book or Regiſter, of the Names of al 
who bought any dangerous Drugs from them, with 
the Purpoſes declared at the Time of buying them, 
ſo that Recourſe might be had at all Times there- 
to, on any Sufpicions of Peoples being poiſon- 
ed. The Ea of the Kingagainſt Paiſoners and 
other notorious Criminals, of which preſently we 
ſhall give our Readers an exact Copy, made far- 
ther Provifions on this Head for the Safety of 
Peoples Lives, and the preventing thoſe villainous. 
Practices which for ſome Years before, there were 
- Juſt Cauſes to ſupport, had been but too frequent,

and ſent Priſoner to the . Ba/tile, where he took a 
vaſt deal of Pains to perſuade his Judges, that the

I'T is to be remarked with reſpect to poiſoning, 
that it is a Crime much oftener committed by Wo- 
men than by Men, for they not having it in their 
Power, nor perhaps in their Will, to avenge them- _ 
ſelves openly on ſuch as offend them, have there- 
fore Recourſe to theſe Practices, as Means at one 
's vecret, and ſure of compaſling the ſame End. 


THEr celebrated Roman Hiſtorian Livy, 
in the eighth Book of the firſt Decad of his 
noble Work, hath recorded a very extraor- 
dinary Inſtance of this kind, . In the Year (fays 
he) wherein Marcus Claudius Marcellus, and 
Titus Valerus Flaccus were Conſuls, there happened 
a very extraordinary Calamity at Rome ; many 
Citizens of coniiderable Quality, deceaſed in an

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odd Manner, and with ftrange Symptoms, which 
at firſt were aſcribed to a kind of Peſtilence ; but 


when theſe Accidents grew more frequent, and 


the Apprehenſions of the People ſtronger ; at laſt 
a Chamber-Maid preſented herſelf before Quntus 
Fabius Maximus, then Mile, offering (provided 
ſhe herſelf might be pardoned) to make a full Diſ- 
covery of the true Cauſes of theſe ſtrange Deaths. 
Fabius ſurprized at this Information, went imme- 
diately and declared it to the Confuls, the Conſuls 
to the Senate, who thereupon by a Decree, pledged 


the publick Faith to the Diſcoverer, that ſhe ſhould 
be fafe, the Woman then informed the Senate, 
that what had hitherto been accounted a Plague, 
was no more than the Effect of the Villainy of

| more were preparing to do the ſame thing ; for the

took a large Draught of their own Cups, and in x 
ſhort time after yielded up their Lives ; whereup- 
on their Accomplices were inſtantly ſeized and put 
to Death, to the Number in all of one hut-. 
dred and ſeventy, and on this Occaftton was 
made the firſt Law againſt poiſoning, in the 
Roman Common-Wealth ; nay, the Enormity 
of the Fact appeared to them ſo great, and the 
_ Number of Perſons who died ; ſtruck them with 
 Tach a Pannick, that they had Recourſe to the ex- 
 tream Remedy in their Policy, which was the 
creating a D:&ator, who by ftriking a Nail in the 
Temple of Fupiter, according to the Superſtition 
of thoſe Times, might deliver the People from ary 
farther Apprehenſions, and free them from that 
Anxiety to which they were fallen, on the Proſpect 
of ſuch exceſſive Wickednels, 


JusTICE to fay the Truth, ought to apply 
herſelf to nothing with greater Attention, than 10 
_ the extirpating of Pozſoners ; becauſe Poiſon is in a 
peculiar Manner the Bane of Princes, inaſmuch 
as It 1s the-oply kind of Death from which they 
hnd it impoſſible to defend themſelves, 


W x are told in the Memoirs of an Embaſſadot 
from Yenice, that under the Pontificate of Urbas 
the VIllth, an /alan Gentleman confeſled, that

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he had poiſoned five Popes. Hiſtory acquaints us, 
that Princes themſelves have ſometimes had Hearts 
ſo corrupt, as to make Uſe of this deteſtable Means 
' to rid themſelyes of their Enemies ; it is particu- 


| larly reported, that Cardinal de Birague uſed ſome- 


times to fay to the Kings Charles the IXth, and 


Henry TIId, that they had never got the better of 


ſo many of their Enemies without the Aſſiſtance of 
their Kitchens, and of their Cooks, 


I x the inquiſitive Reader will give me Leave, I 


will juſt hint at one or two extraordinary Inſtances 
of this Sort, which have happened in Engla '4, be- 
fore I purſue our Authors Remarks any further. 


{ IN the Reign of Queen Elzabeth, the famous 
| Earl of Leice/ter had an Italian Phyſician, who was 

ſhrewdly ſfuſpeRted to have had a Hand in {horten- 
ing the Lives of many great Men ; the unhappy 
Earl of E/ex, Father to an Earl more unhappy, 
who was likewiſe Father to one not very Fortunate, 
is thought to have periſhed by a Draught out of an 
Italian Cup, prepared by the Phyſician before- 
mentioned, in the 36th Year of his Age : Certain 
It is, that the Earl thought ſo himſelf ; for when 
the Mother of a young Gentleman who attended 
him, and who taſted of the fame Cup, told him in his 
laſt Tlneſs that her Son was better, but had loſt all 
his Hair, the ſick Earl anſwered, Alas ! he Ioft his 
Hair, but I life my Life ! As to the other Feats 
of this /tahian Door, they may be found in the 
Life and Memoirs of the Earl of Leiceſter; written 
when he was in Power, and Re-publiſhed not long 
220, with a Preface by Doctor Drake,

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In the next Reign, the poiſoning Sir T homas 
Overbury, was a yery extraordinary Fact, inaf- 
much asdome Perſons of a far higher Quality than 

the Marchioneſs of Brinvillier were concerned 

erein ; but it ſeems they were but Bunglers in 
their Trade, for after various Attempts to no Pur- 
poſe, if we except the *"Torments the unhappy 
Gentleman ſuffered, on whom they were tried, 
ſo that in the End they were forced to [mother 
him, as may be ſeen at large in the State Trials, 
and in the Letters of the Lord Chancellor Facon, 
and other Great Men, who lived in thoſe Times, 


I's our own Days, General Count Daun Yiw- 
rey of, Naples, did a very memorable and conſider- 
able Action, in Reſpect to a Bulinels of this Na- 
ture. There was a celebrated Female Artiſt in 
_ poiſoning, whoſe Name was Trufania, who had 
attained ſuch a Skill in her execrable Profeſlion, that 
ſhe was able to poiſon People in ſuch a Manner, 
that on- the opening of their Bodies no Marks 
thereof ſhould appear, either in the Brain or about 
the Heart or the Lungs, from the Symptoms ap- 
pearing in ſome or other, of which Parts Poiſon 1s 
generally detected, 


Tr was a clear Water, which differed nothing in 
Colour or Smell from Spring Water ; nor was it 
to be diſcerned therefrom even by Taſte, ſo that 
there was no Means poſlible for avoiding it, even 
when People took the utmoſt Precautions. Tt 
operated by cauſing a great Defluxion on the 
Lungs, which was incurable in its Nature, and

Lady was mighty communicative of her Secret 


if a Nephew had an Uncle who threatened to live

Thread ſhort ; if a Wife diſliked her preſent Hus- 
band and had a Mind to another, Trufania ſtood 
her Friend ; if a Man had taken a Picque againſt 


another, and durſt not draw his Sword, ſhe could 


help him to as effeftual a Weapon. 


Iv a Word, if one Perſon ſtood in the Way 


of another, this Gentlewoman, for a very ſmall 
Gratuity, had her Water-Bortle ready to ſhove 
him out. Practices of this Stamp, when they be- 
| come frequent, can never be long concealed ; the 
Fame of Trufania began to ſpread, and her Ex- 
ploits were the Topick of publick Converſation ; 


when Count Daun was appointed Viceroy, he was 


no ſooner informed of this Matter, ihen he gave 
Orders for her being arreſted, of which having No- 
tice, ſhe fled for Sanctuary to a Church, whence, 
according to the Cuſtom of 1taly, the ought not 
to have been forced on any Account ; but the 
| Ficeroy, -conceiving otherwiſe of the Matter, and 


not well underſtanding why the Houſe of GoD 


ſhould be made an Azy/um for an Offender in ſo 
high a Degree, ordered her to be ſeized even there, 
and having brought her out, he delivered her inta

viction, ſhe ſuffered ſuch a Death as her ENOrmous

ing them to ſuper/titious Pradtices, and from ſuper- 
ſtitious Prattices, to groſs Impieties and horrid Sas 
crileges ; nay, treading ſtill in this abominable Road, 
and abandoning themſelves wholly to the Guls 
dance of theſe execrable Wretches, they have been 
induced to add F/7tchcraft and Poiſoning, to Impie- 
_ ties and Sacrilege, in order to bring about what 
thoſe wicked Seducers had promiſed, and to accom» 
pliſh at any Rate, their mchievous Predittions. 


THEseE Practices having come to our Know- 
ledge, we have employed all imaginable Pains to 
| put a Stop to the Progreſs of ſuch dete/table Abomt- 

nations ; and after the Puniſhment, which has becn 
inflicted on the principal Authors of theſe Crimes, 
and their Accomplices,*we have ſome Reaſon to 


- hope 
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hope that theſe ſort of People are for ever baniſhed 
out of our Dominions, and that our Subjects need 
be under no farther Apprehenfions about them ; 
nevertheleſs, as our Experience from the paſt, gives 
us to underſtand how dangerous it is to ſuffer eyen 
the ſmalleſt Abuſes, which have a Tendency to 
theſe Crimes, and how difficult a Thing it is to 
root them out, when through D//imulation, or a 
ſtrong Propen/ity to fuch Follies, they are become 
publick Cr1mes, being willing beſides to omit no- 
thing which may contribute to the Glory of Gop, 
and the Safety of our Subjects, we have thought it 
neceſlary to renew the antzent Ordinances, and to 
add to them new Cautions, as well in Regard to 
thoſe who praCtiſe Y/ithcrafts and Poiſonings, as of 
thoſe who make Profeſſion of being Comjurers, 
Magicians, Sorcerers, and ſuch like, condemned 
by Laws divine and human, infecting and cor- 
rupting, by their Diſcourſes and Practices, and by 


the Prophanation of all that Religion has rendered 
holy.

Br it known therefore that We, from theſe 
Cauſes, and many others, Us thereunto moving,

I x like Manner let ſuch be puniſhed, as ſhall be 
convicted of practiſing by Witchcraft or Poiſons, 
to procure Death, whether Death enſue or not 
as alſo all ſuch as ſhall be convicted, either of com- 
pounding or of diſtributing PoJons, and inaſmuch 
as theſe Crimes are not more deteſtable, nor more 
dangerous than they are dithcult to diſcover, our 
Wil is, that all thoſe (without Exception) wp

or giving PoiJons, ſhall immediately repair to our 
Procurators General, their Sub/titutes, or other

to Fats, they ſhall likewiſe be indemnihed againſt 
whatever they might otherwiſe be liable to, from 
the LXXIII Article of the Ordinance of Orleans, 
as far as it regards Practicers of Evil Arts and 
Poiſoners only, and excepting what is thercin 
threatened to,Calummators, which our Will is ſha!!

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\ ther they be natural or fictitious, mere Simpl 
Drugs, or Compound Poiſons, ſo conſtituted by the

forbid and diſcharge all Phyſicians and Apothecaries, 
upon Pain of Death, to keep or retain any Py- 
/ons, either ſimple or prepared in ſuch a Manner, 
_ as to retain ſtill their noxious Qualities, and which 
enter not any ordinary Compoſition in Medicine, 
which can ſerve only to hurt, and are in their own 
Nature pernicious and mortal.. 


VII. 


W1TH reſpeCt to Ar/enick, Realgal, Orpiment, 
and Sublimat, though they are Poiſons, 'and of the 
moſt dangerous Nature, when. given in Subſtance, 
and alone ; yet inaſmuch as they enter into var: 
ous Medicines, and are uſeful alſo in other Re- } 
ſpecs, We therefore, to prevent their being ſold 
to ſuch as might make an ull Uſe of them, permit 
ſuch Dealers to vend them, as live in great Towns, 
and they are hereby directed and commanded to 
fell them only to Phyſicians, Apothecaries, Sur- 
geons, Goldſmiths, and other Perſons in publick 
Employments, who are known to make Uſe of 
them in their ſeveral Profeſhons, They ſhall like- 
wiſe keep a Regiſter, wherein . the Perſons who 
come for ſuch Drugs ſhall enter their Names, 
Qualities, Places of Abode, and the Quantity of 
the Mineral which they bought ; but if it ſhould 
happen that any of thoſe Art:zans ſhould not be 
able to write, then fuch Dealer may have Leave to 
enter their Names, &:c. for them. When any 
Perſons, unknown to fuch Dealers, who yet are 
Surgeons or Artificers in Boroughs or YIOPS

have Occafion for theſe Things, they ſhall take a 


Certificate of their Employment, under the Hand

Tr1s Edit was publiſhed after the Chamber of 
Piiſins had gone through their Proceedings, and 
made ſome terrible Examples, of Perſons concern- 
din ſuch Acts, The famous Mar/hal de Lu:z- 
mbuurg, was one of the principal People ſuſpected 
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be concerned in Practices of this Sort. He waz 
impriſoned, and a Proceſs formed againſt him, in 
the Court juſt now mentioned ; but afterwards the 
Exigency of State ſo requiring, as ſome People fay, 
he was diſcharged and the Proceedings ſupprefſt, 
The beſt Account IT have ever met with of this 
_cbſcure Aﬀair, is contained in 4. des Maxzeauy's 
Life of A. Bayle ; from whence I ſhall take the 
Liberty of Tranſcribing it. 


.«« The Afﬀair of MM. de Luxembourg, made at 
« this Time, 1680, a very great Noiſe, he had 
« been impeached before the Chamber of PoiJons, as 
«« one guilty of Impieties, Acts of Witchcraft, and 
«< Poiſonings, upon which he was made Priſoner ; 
«< but was afterwards diſcharged from all the Ac- 
« cuſations brought againſt him, and the Pro- 
< ceedings ſuppreſt. 4. Bayle having pickt up 
<«« very exact Memoirs of this extraordinary Afar 
_« at Paris, diverted himſelf with compoſing an 
« Harangue, in which the Marſhall is ſuppoſed 
«< to have pleaded his Cauſe before the Judges, 
« and to have juſtified himſelf from having made a

I ary been informed, by the learned Author 
of the Work I have laſt quoted, that there is till 
in Being, two Coples of this Harangue, and of 
the Criticiſm thereon ; the one in the Emperor's 
Library, and the other in the Hands of a private 
Gentleman in Paris ; but they are full of ſuch a- 
mazing Particulars, that they are not as yet 
thought proper for the Ear of the Publick. 


THERE was alſo about this Time one £4 
Vaiſin, a Woman at Paris, who pretended to be 
able to foretell future Events, and who gave out 
that ſhe had a Correſpondence with familiar Sp:- 
rits ; ſhe had likewiſe been very deep in PoJſonings ;

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likewiſe prepared Philters, and Lovi-Drinks, to 
excite People of different Sexes, to have a Paſſion 
for each other ; and ſhe gave out that ſhe had 
Secrets in her Power, whereby ſhe could render 
People znvulnerable, and ſecure to them good Luck 
at Play. 


ENCOURAGED by her Example, ſeveral Peo- 
ple ſet up the ſame "T'rade. All theſe fell under 
the Cognizance of the Chamber before-mentioned. 
La Voiſin, as ſhe had been the firſt and principal 
Offender,was condemned to be burnt alive, which 
was executed in the Place de Greve, and all the 
reſt were puniſhed according to their Demerts, 
With ſuch a laudable Severity did the French Court 
proſecute thoſe Decezvers of the People.

A capital Accu- 
fation may be looked on as the Touch-ſtone of 2 
Perſon's Character ; for if nothing amiſs be ſaid 
of a Man, under fuch a Misfortune, it may very 
fairly be concluded from thence, that his Behavi- 
our has been very exact, | 


THe Count and Counteſs of Montgomery, in- 
tending to go for a ſhort Time to their Eſtate at 
Villeboufſin, they ſent a Compliment to the Sieur 
D' Anglade and his Spouſe, to let them know they 
would be very glad.of their Company ; that Ger:- 
izman, in the Name of himſelf and his Wife, 
returned the Compliment with a thouſand 'Fhanks, 
but at the fame Time declined accepting the Offter, 
by ſuggeſting a very trivial Excuſe, which after- 
wards was urged as the ſtrongeſt Circumſtance a- 
gainſt them.

We 
may ſee from hence, how ready ſome People's

Tur next Day in the Evening, the Count exhi- 
bited his Complaint before the Zieutenant Crimimal

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Defita Lieutenant Criminal, the King's Attorney, 
and a Commiſſion went immediately to the Place 
from the View of which, they were perſuaded, 
that the Theft could not be committed but by 


ſome Perſon in the Houſe, they therefore judged it 
neceſſary to ſearch all the Apartments. 


Tre firſt Idea that a Tudge takes in his Head 
in ſuch a Caſe as this, is hardly ever to be effaced ; 
on the contrary, it direCts all his Thoughts, and is 
continually uppermoſt in his Imagination, The 
Steur a Anglade and his Lady made it their Re- 
queſt, that their Apartment might be the firſt 
ſearched ; that Gentleman condutted the Lieu- 
tenant Criminal in Perſon, through all the Places 
that belonged to him ; he opened before them eve- 


'_ ry Trunk, Cabinet, Drawer, cauſed all the Beds 


to be ſhaken, and the Curtains to be opened, but 
there was nothing found. 


THey then went up into the Granary, whi- 
ther Madam 4* Anglade declined following them, 
becauſe ſhe had an Indiſpoſition upon her. There 
they found in an old Trunk full of Rags and 
Shreds, a Rouleau of Sixty Louis a' Ors wrapped 
up in a printed Paper, containingaGenealogy, which 
the Count declared belonged to him. ' his Diſ- 
_ covery faxed ſome Sufpicion on the Sieur d Anglaae, 
and his Wife. The Count pretending that theſe 
Sixty Louis & Ors were Part of the Hundred df 
which he was robbed, and he declared, that his 
were coined in the Years 1686 and 1687, which 
was not at all confſtent with what he had ſet forth 
in his Complaint, Without more ado, he charges 

| C 
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the Sieur & Anglade and his Wife, and deſired 
they might be examined ſeparately. 


IT was pretended, that ſome Contradiftions 
were diſcovered in what they anſwered, with Re- 
ſpect to the Lows d' Ors : See what a Power Ima- 
gination has over the wiſeſt Men, every Look they 
gave, every thing they ſaid, every Action of theirs 
was concluded a Sign of Guilt. Figure to your- 
ſelves my Reader, what a hapleſs Condition theſe 
Innocents were in, charged roundly with ſo black 
a Fact, affrighted without Friends, and ſo much 
aſtoniſhed, that they knew not what to do. As 
for the Sieur Anglade he trembled every Limb, 
he was ſenſible of it himſelf, and faid as he counted 
the Louis d Ors, T tremble. The Guilty in ſuch 


Caſes are more reſolute, becauſe they are more 
upon their Guard, *' 


THry went down then into the outward- 
Room, where the Chaplain,” the Page, and the 
Valet de Chambre ay. Madam @ Anglade remark- 
ed to the Lieutenant Crimina], that it had been ſaid, 
the Door of that Room had been drawn to, that 
therefore they ought to take up the Yalet de 
 Chambre, and perhaps ſome Diſcovery might be 
drawn from him. "This Piece of Advice was ſo 
miſconſtrued, as to be taken for a ſtrong Proof of 
their Guilt, eſpecially after in a Hole in the Wall 
| they found five Bags of a thoufand Livres com- 
pleat each, and another which wanted about two 
hundred Livres of that ; ; fince this inſtantly drew 
from the Count a Remark, that if he had come 


to Town a Day later, theſe Bags had been all car- 
Tied away.

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THE y viſited no other Parts of the Houſe, nor 
made any other Inquiſition, which 1s very fur- 
prizing ; fince in fuch a Caſe one might naturally 


\ have ſuſpected the Domeſticks. The Judge was 


{o ftrongly convinced, by the Signs of Guilt he 


fancied he ſaw, and by the Diſcourſe he had with 


the Count, who ſaid he would anſwer for his own 
People, that he faid on the diſcovering the Louis 
a Ors, to the Sieur d Anglade, either you or [1 
committed this Robbery. He gave Orders at the 
Requeſt of the Count, and by the Conſent of the 
King's Attorney ; that Informations ſhould be filed 
againſt this unhappy Gentleman and his Wife, and 
that they ſhould be committed Priſoners. The 
Hufband was unmediately ſent to the Charelet, and 
the Wife to Fort Z' Evegque, there they were each 


of them locked up in a little Room, and ſtrict In- 
: Junction given to the Jailors, under the moſt ſeyere 


Penalties, not to ſuffer any Perſon to have Acceſs 
to them, a Seal being alſo put upon their Effects, 
Thus theſe Innocents were already covered with 
Infamy, ſubjected to ſuch Puniſhments as are only 
ar be practiſed on thoſe who. are already con- 
yvicted, | 


Tre Lieutenant Crimipal in two Days, or- 
dered the Proceſs to. be perfected againit the Ac- 
culed, as having committed a Robbery with 
Fraction, (that is what we call a Burglary.) "The 
Domeſticks of the Count appeared as Witnefles 
againſt them, even Francis Gaguard, who not 
long after was himſelt convicted of the Robbery, 


appeared amongſi the reſt. If we could have 


viewed yhat paſted in his Breaſt at that time, 
| queſtion- 
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queſtionleſs it would have appeared, that he was 
under no ſmall Surprize, at ſeeing Strangers to his 
Crime about to be puniſhed for it ;*and Juſtice fo 
blind as to attempt to take any Victim, without 
© minding which ought to ſuffer. They brought 
now the additional Teſtimony of the Siſter of the _ 
Count, and the Siſter of the Counteſs, who de- 

poſed to mere Circumſtances, in Support of the 
Accufation : They ſaid they had ſeen the Szeur de 
Anglade at the Door of the Hall, where the Ser- 

rants lay, at the Time that the Count arrived, 
:nd ſome Time afterwards, a Witneſs depoſed, 
3s to the Sieur de Anglade, that he was a Game- 
ſer, and that the Abbe Bouin had once called him

ANoTHER, that he had once lodged in a: 
Houſe where a Silver Baſon was loſt ; there was a. 
Third, who ſwore he had heard ſomewhat of his 
ſtealing a Piece of Ribbon; in a Word, they 
drew together whatever ſpiteful Things had been 
faid of this unhappy Man ; they confounded Jeſt 
with Earneſt, and they made Uſe of all, as if it 
had been the moſt authentick Proof, Such is the 
Lot of thoſe unhappy Perſons, againſt whom vio- 
lent Cauſes of Suſpicion are ſuppoſed to appear. 
On theſe Informations the Servant of the Szeur 
| d Anglade, his Coachman, and his Wife's Wo- 
| man, were ordered into Cuſtody, and accordingly 
they were all impriſoned, except the Coachman, 


ON'the 25th of O#ober, 1687, an Arret of 
the Great Council quaſhed the Judgment of the. 
Lieutenant Criminal, and ordered that the Cauſe 
ſhould be heard by the Parliament, the Great

Tart Sur 4 Anglade fancied the Lieutenant Cri. 
minal was his Enemy,this Imagination run ſo ſtrong- 
Iy in his Head, that therefore in his Appeal he made 

Him a Party. By an Arret of Parliament, on the 
13th of December following, the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal was declared to have been unjuſtly ſum- 
moned, and the Cauſe was remitted to him for 
his Deciſion, A Fudge is generally tempted to 
be ſevere on One who has queſtioned his Integri- 
ty, and in Point both of Fudge and Witneſſes, no 
poor Man was ever in a worſe Condition than 
the Sieur  Anglade, Vincent Belleſire, who was 
the Confederate with the Chaplain in the Robbe- | 
ry, was one of the principal Witneſſes in this Part 
of the Controverſy, though he had before taken 
the Euchari/t to diſcover the Truth, and no doubt 
but he applauded in his Heart the Errors he had 
created, without fearing in the leaſt that he and 
his Accomplice ſhould be diſcover'd. 


THe Lieutenant Criminal having come of 
with Glory, in the Attack made upon him before 
the Parhamest, proceeded very warmly, and, on 
the 19th of Zanuary, 1688, he ordered that the 
Szeur a Anglade ſhould be put to the Torture ordi- 
_ nary and extraordinary, He appealed from this 
Sentence to the Parliament, which was ſo far from 
relieving him, that it ordained he ſhould ſuffer the 
Torture ordinary and extraordinary, manentibus In- 
ditits, the Proofs being reſerved, ” |

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Tris Arret being put in Execution, though 
the Sieur d* Anglade acknowledged nothing, he was 
condemned by an Arret of the 16th of February 
following, of which I ſhall give the Reader an 
Abſtract. |

I'T is to be obſerved, that the Sieur i Anglade, 
and his J/;fe, are not declared guilty of the T heft,

DE niſhment, 
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aſhment, which otherwiſe would have been their 
#ate; for in Caſes of this Nature, where neither 
ſuffictent Proof5 appear,” nor the Zzudges can be of 
Opinion, that the Perſon accuſed is innocent, 2 
hehter Puri/bmert is infiicted, Per modiun Proba- 
210n1s, as they Phraſe it : How juſt the Reader 
wyUl think this, I know not ; but ſuch is the Cu- 
ſtom, in Conſequence of which this unhappy Gen- 
tleman's Goods were fold, to the Uſes menoned 
in his Sentence, 2nd 3s might have been exnccted, 
conſidering his Condition, were ſold for a *i rifle, 


Tre Sieur 4 Anglade was at beſt but of a 
weak Conſtitution, and his Health very uncertain, 
he preſerved it only by a delicate way of Living, 
and was coniequently doubly unhappy under theſe 
Afflictions. "The Tortures which he ſuffered de- 
ſtroyed the ſmall Remains of his Conſtitution, and 
| left him in a Condition ſo weak, and ſo deplora- 
ble; that no Pen can deſcribe it. 


H x ſuſtained his Misfortunes, however, with 
' great Serenity of Mind, nor did he diſcover any 
unmanly Weakneſs, when he was removed to a 
frightful Dungeon in the Tower of Adontgomery, 
where he lay long in a loathſome Condition, with- 
out Aſſiſtance, without Friends, and without ſee- 
Ing any Body. Thence, weak and broken as he 
was, he was dragged to the Caſtle of Tournelle, 
in order to be chained to the Oar. 


ExcExss1iVE Labour ſoon put a Period to his 
Sufferings, he fell quickly into a Diſtemper, which 
' hurried him out of the World ; hut he ſuffered 
not ſo much as a ſingle Expreſlion to eſcape him, * 

| which

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' which might teftify the leaſt Malice or Ayerſion 


towards his Proſecutors, or their Witneſſes ; he ac- 


- knowledged his long Impriſonment, the Tortures he 


had undergone, and the tedious Scene of his Mdrs- 
firtunes, to have been the juſt Punihments of his 
Sins 3 in a Word, he prepared-to die like a 14ar- 
tyr and a Chriſtian, declaring that he pardon'd all 
his Enemies, though after taking the Sacrament of 
the Euchariſt, he aſſerted in Writing, and by 


Word of Mouth, his [znocence, and then attend- 


— 


ed Death with all the Firmneſs imaginable. But 


| Heaven had reſerved him for yet farther Sufferings, 


he linger'd out Life *till the Departure of the 
Chain, though he was confined in a miſerable 
Place, and had nothing to ſupport him but Aims. 


I'T is very confidently faid, that the Count de 
Montgomery earneftly ſollicited that the Steur d” An- 
Zlade ſhould be ſent away, before he was ih any 
Degree recovered, and that after having obtained 
this, he went and waited upon the Road, in order 
to glut his Eyes with the Spectacle of this unhap- 
py Man, in his wretched Condition. A Revenge 
{o refined as this, does very little Honour to his 
Memory. *'T'is certainly one of the ſevereſt 


Strokes of their Puniſhinent, that Galley Slaves are 


expoſed to the Sight of all the World, as.they 
are hurried along ; for tho” the far greater Part of 
that Concourſe of People look -upon them with 
Eyes of. Compaſſion, yet Pity itſelf afflits a brave 
Mind, and the Pity of a Multitude muſt be ex- 
Cruciating, 


In the Caſe of the S7eur  Anglade, theſe Evils 
were aggrayated, for he was Innocent, and Jea- 
\ Jous 
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lous of his Honour. Two Men lifted him, weak 
and diſabled as he was, into a Carriage, and at 
Night they took him down from thence, and 
watched him in ſome Barn or Outhouſe on the 
Road, where they procured leave for him to lie, 
The People, as he paſſed, demanded naturally, 
What has the Sieur d'Anglade done ? What has 
the Sieur fAnglade done ? His Guards, convinced 
by his Behaviour, anſwered them conſtantly, Ze 
has done nothing, he is Innocent, 


ArT laſt he came to Mar/cilles, where he was 
immediately conduCted to the Hoſpital of the Gal- 
_ tey Slaves, from whence he was never carried out 
_ *till he went to his Grave, He preſerved in the 
Hoſpital the ſame Sentiments he had expreſſed in 


the Caſtle of Tournelle ; he murmured neither a 


gainſt Providence, nor againſt the Fudge ; he ne- 
_ ver opened his Mouth but to bleſs G o D, and to 
#eturn him Thanks for having, by this Method, 
convinced him of his $775, and given him Time 
to repent of them ; he declared that he pardoned, 
without Reproof, all his Enemies, and all that 
they had done againſt him ; he ſeemed only con- 
cerned at the deplorable Condition into which his 
Wife and Daughter were reduced, and which ſeem- 
ed to touch him much more nearly than his own ; 
at laſt, however, this Concern wore off, and he 
profeſſed with great Chearfulneſs and Afurance, 
that he left them with Pleaſure to the Mercy of 
Almighty God, who would prove a powerful Pro- 


rector to the One, and a tender Parent to the 
Other. | 


WHEN 
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WHEN he found himſelf expiring he called 
for a Prieſt, who adminiſtred to him the Eu- 
cyariſt, aſſerting his Innocence with his laſt Breath, 
and appealing to the Sovereign Judge of the Uni- 
verſe who could diſcern the Truth, though cover- 
ed with doubtful Appearances, and who at his T'ri- 


bunal wanted neither Forms nor Law. Such was . 


the End of the Szeur de Anglade, who died in the 


Hoſpital of Gally Slaves at Marſeilles, on the 4th. 


of March, 1689 ; four Months after he had been 
brought thither. 


Ir Madam ge Anglade ſurvived her Huſband, 
it was not at all owing to her receiving better 
Treatment than he. She was with Child when 
ſhe was impriſoned ; but her Fright made ſuch an 
Imprefſion on her Spirits, that it threw her into a 
wretched Condition, ſhe had ſuch a Flux of Blood, 
45 reduced her to the laſt Degree of Weaknels, in 
the miſerable Hole where ſhe was put. In this Diſ- 
tres ſhe had no Comfort, but the Preſence of her 
Daughter, a Child of about five Years old, who 
gave her now and then a piece of Bread ſopped in 
Wine, to ſupport her in her Convulſions and 
dwoonir.gs. After having frequently demanded it, 
a Confeflor was at laſt ſent to her, who gave her 


Spiritual Comfort, and ” God regarding her with 


the fame Eye, which he had done her Huſband, 


| enabled her by his Grace, to endure all theſe Ca- 
lamities with Patience, and to forgive her Enemies 


from the very Bottom of her Heart. 


N o ſooner was the poor Lady a little better, 
than her Daughter fell fick ; What Pen can ex- 
| | preſs 


. 
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preſs the Rigour of Maternal Anguiſh, the Child 
Diſtemper was attended with cold Sweats ; ſo that 
ſhe ſeemed to be immerſed in Water ; the poor 
Woman had neither Cloaths to cover her, nor 
Fire to warm her ; they had indeed ſometimes a 
little Charcoal given them in an earthern Pg;. but 
it made an unwholſome Fire at the beſt, and was 
often out. Phyſicians ſhe had none, nor any 
Thing to ſubhſt un, but the Alms given to the 
Priſon, which was ſo ſmall, that never any Cre 
tures were more milſccable. 


AFTER 42 Time they were removed into a- 
nother Chamber out of Favour ; but ſure the Fa 
 *vour was not great, for though there was a Win- 

_ dow in the Room, yet it was cloſe ſhut, ſo that no 
Air could enter, and they were frequently on the 
| Poine of being ſmothered by the Smoak of the | 
Charcoal. One may ſafely ſay, that Heaven by 
2 kind of Miracle, preſerved both the Mother and 
the Daughter, the. one to ſee her Honour reſtored, 
and to receive a Recompence for the Evils ſhe had 
endured, the other to inherit as a great Portion, 
the revived Characters of her Parents, whoſe Sut- 
ferings gave their Innocence a double Luſtre, Such 
was the hard Fate of the Sieur de Anglade, ſuch. 
hitherto the Sczrows of his Family, we ſhall now 
behold becter Things. | | 


A very ſhort Time after theDeceaſe of the unhap- 
py Gentleman, of whom we have been ſpeaking, 
certain anonymous Letters were ſent into the World, 
wherein the Author declared, that having determined 
to retire into a Cloter, it was neceflary to diſcharge 


the Guilt of a loaded Conſcience, and, to __

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that the Szeur 4 Anglade was no ways concern'd in 
the Robbery, with which He had been charged ; 
but that it was committed by /incent Bille/tre, the 
Son of a Farmer at Mans, and by a Prieft, one 
Gagnard, who was of the ſame Place, and Cha- 


plain to the Count de Montgomery, and that a Wo- 


man, whoſe Name was de la Comble, could give 
them farther Lights. 


Tar Lieutenant Criminal received one of 
theſe Letters, which he put into the Hand of Des 
Grais, his Exempt ; the Lady Montgomery receiv- 


ed another, which ſhe concealed ; the Szewr g-_ 


Loyjillon, a Friend of theirs, 'received a third, of 
which Uſe was made in the Proceſs againſt the 
Crimnals, The Count's Friends gave out, tha:

IxsTRUCTIONS Were however. given to pro-

WITH Reſpect to Gagnard, they found thit 
his Beginning was full as miſerable as that of his 
Companion ; that he-was the Son of the Faylrd 
A4ans, all whoſe Fortune had been taken in Exe- 
cution 3 that he ſubſiſted ſometimes by ſaying My/ 
es to the Holy Ghoſt ; that on his coming into the 

Houſe of the Count Montgomery, he was knoyn 
to be very far from Riche ; but fince he came + 
way, he had lived at a profuſe Expence, his Eccle- 
haſtical Habits were as fine as could be had ; and 
that a Girl he kept wanted neither Fringes, no: 
Laces, nor Linnen, nor Silks, nor all the other}

ALL this, added to the Letters we have ſpoket 

_ of before, very ſtrongly ſuggeſted that theſe Pec- 
ple had actually procured the Condemnation of tht 
Sieur @ Anglade and his J/ife. But they did nd 

' proceed to apprehend the Villains. Heaven itfel 
interpoſed in this Particular, for the Juſtification ©. 
the Innocent. Gagnard was ſent to the Chatel, 
for being preſent at the Death of a Man, in a Pub- 
 lick-Houſe in St. Andrew's-/trezt ;, a little whit 
after, Belleſtre was ſent'to the Priſon of Per/ail:s, 

| by Virtue of a Decree of the Prove? of the Har 
_ #old, granted againſt him three Years before, © 
the Suit of a Afzrchant, who followed the cn

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. Tra1s Bellefire and another had drawn in the 
Merchant, and robbed him of ſome Money, be- 
fides taking away Cloth to the Value of five hun- 
dred Livres.

T HE original Complaint of the Count de 1ont- 
g2mery proved, that at his Return the Windows 
and the Doors of the Appartment, where the 'Theft 
was committed, were faſt as he left them, from 
whence it followed of Courſe that falſe Keys were 
made uſe of. 'The Depofitions of the Witneſles 
in this new Proceſs fully proved, that Belle/ire 

himſelf made falſe Keys, that for this Purpoſe he 
bought old Keys, and by the help of Files adjuſted 
them to the Locks which he thought fit to open; 
that after having ſhewn the Money to one of the 
Witnefles, he afterwards ſhew'd him they Key, 
telling him at the ſame Time, Do you fee this, it 
7s a golden Key, and brought me all this Money; 
the Witneſs aſked him how ? He ſaid, That he 
took an Impreſſion in Wax of any Key he intended to 
Counterfeit, and adjuſted any Key he had by him to 
that Pattern in Wax, by the help of ſmall Files, 


I'T is certain that the Robbery, which was now 
canvaſſed, could be committed no other way than 
by the help of falſe Keys, it appeared plainly that 
Belle/tre had been an Artiſt that way, and that he 
Had employed them with Succeſs in other Robbe- 
ries ; that by the help of Gagnard he might eaſily 
have the Keys neceſlary to be counterfeited for this 
Robbery ; that they had both of them, _ the 

| ime 
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Time that the Count was Robbed, lived in the 
createſt Splendor and Abundance, and from the 
worſt Situation in the World, paſſed in all human 
Appearance to the beſt. This was enough to have 

' convicted them ; but if we add to theſe Circutm- 
ſtances, thoſe of the ſtrift Intimacy that ſubſiſted 

between theſe Criminals, and the wretched Ch: - 
racter that each of them had, it is almoſt impoi- 
ſible that one ſhould doubt of. their being accuicd 
with Juſtice, | 


SUCH were the Preſumptions offered in Proof 
acainſt theſe atrocious Villains, ftrong and glaring; 
indeed they were ; but after all they were but Pre- 

 ſumptions, there followed however Te/!:moxy that 
amounted to Demonſtration. ng, 


AFTER the Robbery, Bellefire ſhewed one ci 
the Witneſſes a hundred Lows POrs rouled up; 
the fame Witneſs depoſed, that he belteved as ir: 
ly that Belleftre and Gagnard had robbed the Couvrz, 
as that there was a GoD in. Heaven, Tit 
ſtanding at the Noor of a Room, in which Be//2/?re 
and Gagnard were cating, he heard the follows; 
Converſation ; Belleſtre ſaid to Gagnard, Let ts ect 
and drink my Friend, and let us be Iderry, WW9t'e 
the Marquiſs 75 iz the Gaileys. Gagnard aniwered 
with a deep Sigh, 1 am forry for him, he was, 4 
very honeſt 7Aan, and has done me a great many 
good Turns, I/ell ! Fell ! (replied Belleftre) why 
ſhauld you be ferry for a Man, whoſe Myſhap has 
made our Fortune ; this Witneſs added, that Gag- 
nard having a Sulpicion that they might be be- 
tray'd by the Witneſs, from what he had over- 

I 3 s ; heard, 
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heard, Bellefre anſwer briſkly, 1f 7 thought /6, 
f would aſſaſſinate him. 


Trne Witneſs added, that theſe two Robbers 
being ſurprized by de /a Comble, who brought them 
their Wine, they were very uneaſy, becauſe they 
were afraid ſhe had their Lives in her Power. This 
Witneſs was called the Abbe PFontpeire, and was 
the !ame Perſon who had wrote the Letters, where- 
by the whole of this Fact was brought to Light ; 
the Abbe further affirmed, that Belle/tre did as good 
as confeſs the Robbing the Count de Montgomery, 
at the Time he ſhewed him the hundred Lows 
 @Ors in a Rolean, a great deal of other Money, 
and ſome falſe Keys, He added likewiſe, as to 
Gagnard, that he once faid to him in a jeſfting 
Manner, Do you think that a Marguiſs (whom they 
called the Marquis d'Anglade) /tole ten or twele 
Theuſand Crowns from the Count of Montgo- 
mery ? | 


Mx s. de la Comble, in whom Belle/tre confided 
very much, depoſed roundly, "That he had ſhewn_ 
;er a great Sum of Money in Gold and Silver, 
immediately after the Robbery, and alſo a fine 
Pear] Necklace, faying to her at the ſame Time, 
-with an Air of Trumph, Se / See ! That I have 
got for you ; upon which ſhe reply'd briskly, O my 
God! Where got you this Money and Necklace; upon - 
which he faid, that he had won them at Play...-M 
She ſaid, that ſometime before he told her, that IM 
he was going to ſtrike a Stroke with the Abbe Gag- Ml 
1@rd, that would make him caſy all the reſt of 
their Lives, that in order thereto he was obliged 
to wake him early, and that thereupon, He, Bel 


leſtre,

Are, gave him the Signal, by throwing up a Stone 
at his Window. That being at Luxemburg witn 
Billefire, he bid her go out of the Room, adding; 
at the ſame Time, Come, get jou gone, here are 
Gent/emen going to divide ; that as the went out, {hy 
ſaw the Abbe Gagnard come up to him, WROm «©! 
that Time ſhe did not know, who. appeared its 
lome Confuſion. 


UPoN queſtioning Belle/7re about this Expre! 
fon, he anfwered Very readily, "That Goagnor? 
and . He were Partners at Play, and that he migit 
very poſſibly call upon him for an Account. &ag- 
nard, being interrogated upon the fame Subject, 
deny'd that he had ever any Partnerſhip with Bc/- 
«fre at Play, this was a ſtrong, Circumftance a- 
oainſt them. Mrs. la Comble depoted, that ano. 
ther Time ſhe ſaw a fine Pear] Necklace 1 the. 
Hands of Bel/eftre, and that fhe had alfo jeen it. © 
Belt of his a hundred LZouzs POrs, put up in 3 
Releau. _ | 


BELLESTRE owned that he was won! t- 
carry ſuch a Sum in a KRoleau in his Belt. Mrs. 
| de a Comble ſaid alſo, that ſhe once took the } 1 - 
| berty of ſpeaking to Belle/tre upon this Subject, anc 
of telling him that he certainly did the Perfins 
great Injury, from whom he took that great Sun 
of Money, and theſe fine Things ; to which he 
reply'd, "That all the good Things in the Worl.! 
belonged to Mankind in common, and that in 
ieizing a Part, he only vindicated his Right as 
other Men did. This Depoſition brought to Light 
the hundred Louis d'Ors, and the Pearl! Necklace, 
which the Count de Montgomery had loſt.

T nx ſame Witneſs depoſed, with Reſpett to 
the Woman kept by Gagnard, that ſhe had been 

delivered of a Son within ſix Weeks laſt paſt, of 
whom ſhe aſſerted the Prizf to be the Father ; it 

was alſo faid, thar fince the Robbery, Belle/tre had 
acquired an Eftate of fix or ſeven Thouſand Z:vres, 
Mm the Territory of Main, and the very Writings, 
whereby he purchaſed it, was produced. It was 
alſo diſcovered how Gagnard had employed his 
Money, and the Woman he kept, upon Examina- 
tion, acknowledged what had been faid ſo often to 
de true. 55 oo 


OTHER Witneſles diſcovered other Circum- 

ſtances, which gave new Light to a Truth which 
Providence hed decreed ſhould no longer be ſmo- 
thered, what was very ſurprizing in this Aﬀair, 
was the Notoriety of the Thing ; at the very Time 
two innocent People were impriſoned, proſecuted 
and condemned for this Robbery, there was not a 
Thief in Paris, who did not very well know that 
no Body was concerned in it but Belle/ire and 
Gagnard, it was their Diſcourſe among one another 
_ upon Pontneuf,, and the Spite they had conceived 
acainſt theſe two Fellows, for getting ſuch a Booty, 
and ſuffering no Body to ſhare it, made the firit 
Noiſe, that theſe Men were the Criminals. 


THERE was found upon Bellz/re, when he 
was ſeized and ſearched, a Dutch Gazette, in which 
there was a Paragraph, that aflerted the Perſons 
who really committed the Robbery, charged on the 
Sieur & Anglade, were actually executed for other 
Things at Orleans ; and with this there was found

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1 Note from Gagnard, in which he adviſed Be/- 
ire to take Care of himſelf, and that he ſhould 
lone way or other take off the Abbe de Fontprierre, 
of whom he had ſome Suſpicion, Theſe Things 
made much againſt them, ” 


T n x. Prieſt, Gagnard, endeavoured to defend 
- himſelf in ſome Meaſure, by faying he was in the 
Country when the Robbery was committed ; but 
that he had ſent up from thence the Keys to Bel- 
lefire, who got falſe ones made by them, and that 
he had afterwards - divided the Spoil with him, 
Belle/ire, when he was charged with this Matter, 
and asked what Account he could give of the 
Money which was proved to be in his Hands, pre- 
tended he had acquired it in the Army, and that 
he had particularly won #09 thouſand Livres of it 
at Play from a Zuſjſar. On a ftriet Examination 
of the $tories he told on this Head, they were 
found to be downright Falſhoods. ; 


ONE would haye thought here were Proofs 
enough againſt theſe Y7!l2:ns, conſidering how well 
they tallied, and how exactly they ſupported eacix 
other, as a few ſuſpicious Accidents, and very dark 
and obſcure Conjectures, had been held ſufficient 
for the Conviction of two Perſons of ſome Con- 
ideration in the World ; it could hardly be fup- 
poſed that much ſtronger Proofs ſhould tail againſt 
Rogues of the moſt infamous Charatter, and who 
were able to fay nothing for themſelves, which 
had ſo much as the Appearance of Truth. 


MapamoistLLE d'Arglade had undertaken to 
Ihew, by her ſecond Interpoſition, that the Sen- 
. tence, 
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tence, whereby her Father and Mother were con- 
demned, could not be of any Uſe to Belleftre and 
Gagnard, and that it ought not to be concluded 
from thence that they were not the Authors of 
the Fact, fince the Szeur 4 Anglade and his Wife 
were puniſhed as the ſole Perpetrators thereof, 
This. ſecond Propoſition was eſtabliſh'd, by com- 
paring the dark and ambiguous Circumſtances, on 
which theſe two Innocents had ſuffered, with the 
clear and evident Proofs, offered in Support of the 
Charge againſt Belle/tre and Gagnard, from whence 
the Veracity of this ſecond Allegation indiſputably 
appar'd,”: --- © 


THe Gelloaws put an End to the wicked Lives 
of theſe abominable Men. Belle/tre endured the 
Vueſton, without confeſſing any Thing ; Gag- 
rard had not the fame Conſtancy, or rather Ob- 
ſtinacy, he freely confeffed his Crime, as did Br- 
leſire alſo when he came to the Place of Exect- 
tron, Gagnard ſaid, That if the Lieutenant Cri- 
-minal had examined him at the I ime he ſearched 
the Houſe, he was under ſuch Oppreſſion of Mind, 
that he was determined to confeſs the whole, and 
to clear thoſe 7unocent Perſons. 


As there was now no longer any Queſtion of 
the Sreur 4 Anglade and his Y/ife's Innocerice, Ma- 
dam 4 Anglade eafily procured Letters of Reviſion 
to theParliament.. This wasa new Suit, wherein the 
unhappy Lady fought ſome Reparation for the 
mighty Damage herſelf and Family had ſuſtained. 
On the other Hand, the Count de Montgomery al- 
ledged he had all along purſued Juſtice, and as that 
was his Aim, he ought not to be puniſhed for ks

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T o give an exact Detail of all the Proceedines 
in this Cauſe, would lead us into a long and tedi- 
aus Labyrinth, let us content ourſelves therefore 
with a View, as conciſe as may be, of the princi- 
pal Things alledged on each Side, and of the moſt 
cogent Arguments, and moſt authentick Autho- 
rities, Which appeared in the Progreſs of this De- 
bate, 


To begin then with the Count's Defence. 


TH ez unfortunate State of the Szeur i Anglade, 
and his Family, has excited Compatſſhon. The 
Publick has deplored their Deſtiny, the Count de 
Montgomery himſelf has endured the moſt pungent 
Affliction, for having been the innocent Caule of _ 
their Misfortunes. T'he innocent Cauſe he may _ 
certainly be called, for nothing criminal can be 
charged on him. The Accuſation was a Misfor- 
tune on him, as well as upon them. A Perſon 
robbed of fo conſiderable a Sum as this, might 
very well be ſollicitous to find out the Thief, nor 
was it to be expreſs'd that this Nobleman thould 
have more Penetration in a Caſe of this Nature, 
than the Judze, whoſe proper Office it was to 
take Cognizance thereof. 


Tats is the Effect of the Miſery and Ignorance 
of Man, it is an Evil inſeperable from him not to be 
mtallible, "The Szeur & Anglade and his Hfe were 
the firſt Accuſers of themſelves, a Confidence too 
afiected at the Beginning, follow'd by Weakneſs 
and Trembling, the Variations and Contradiftions 
ov: both Zu/baud and 1/ife, and the other Suſpi-

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cions, which they gave by their Conduct, accaſed 
them, before the Count of Afontgomery brought 
any Charge againſt them, they ought therefore 
to be looked on as the Authors of their own Dif- 
grace, 


MavDpamMm d4Arnglade, in accuſing the Count of 
Atentgomery, and in employing againſt him Ex- 
preſſions the moſt violent, ſhews us plainly that 
how juſt ſoever her Grief may be, yet ſhe can- 
not help mingling in the meſt reaſonable Attions, 
| the Effects of Paſſion, and Motives the moſt un- 
; Juſt ; and that Anger and Intereſt as ſtrongly In- 
Alnence her preſent Conduct, as the Defire of 
vindicating her Inmecence, and the Zeal ſhe hes 
for the Memory of her Huſband. 


THrnx Count afterwards undertakes to prove, 
fr/?, That all the Circumſtances of this Accufa- 
tion concur in ſhewing his Integrity in this Buſi- 
neſs, where he only followed the Circumſtances 
pointed out by the Judges, and furniſhed by the 
Accuſed themſelves. Secondly, That an Error 
which had deceived the Magiſtrates, and the Pub- 
lick, could not juſtly be made the Foundation of 
' an Action for Damages, 


THnx Truth of the Robbery, being acknow- 
ledged on all Hands, ſerved to prove the Upright- 
_ neſs of the Count of Montgomery, nor can it be 
preſumed that he would have ſhewn any Indul- 


; gence towards thoſe who were really Guilty, ſince 
; if he had proſecuted them at that Time, he would 
j certainly have recovered all that was ſtolen from 


| him, the whole not being diſſipated even when 
| ___ Gagnars 
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Gagnard and Belleflre were taken ; whereas, by 
proſecuting an innocent Man, he quitted a certain 
Reſtitution, to wait the Event of an Accuſation 
yery dangerous and very uncertian. by 


Trxr Complaint of the Count of Montgomery 
proves plainly, that he had no Delign to accuſe 
the Szeur 7 4nolade or his Lady, it carrying in it a 
Demonſtration of the Court's Mildneſs and Mode- 
ration, even in the Midſt of his Grief, for ſo great 
a Loſs. He ſpeaks therein only of the Robbery 
committed, and his Suſpicion that it muſt have 
been done by Somebody within the Houſe ; but 
in the Midſt of the Emotion, natural on ſuch an 
Occaſion, he names Nobody. 


In Reſpe&t to the Sieur d Anglade and his 
Spouſe, many odd Circumſtances appear'd, they 
were not ignorant of his having the Money in the 
Houſe, for they had propoſed to him a Method of 
employing it to his, Advantage ; they made uſe of 
frivolous Excuſes to ayoid going to the Count's 
Country-Seat ; at their Departure they had the 
Key of the Street-Door given them. That the 
Steur a Anglade ſupped with them the Night of 

_ the Robbery, which was not ufual with him ; that 
he was beſt acquainted of any Body with the 
whole Houſe, having himſelf lived in the Apart- 
ment, at that Time poſleſſed by the Sieur de 
Montgomery ; and as the Robbery could not be 
committed, but by the help of falſe Keys, there 
appeared ſtrong Reaſon to ſuſpect the Szeur 4 Au- | 
glage, However, the Count de Montgomery never © 
accuſed him *till after he had made (as it were) an 


ffering 
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| Offering of himſelf to Juſtice, and the Lieutenant 
Criminal ſuſpected that he was guilty. 


Maran 4 Anglade did tell him in Confidence, 
that he ought to ſeize his Falet de Chambre, and 
ſearch his Room, in order to ſee if there was not 
ſomething hid there. 'The Precipitation, with 
which this Gentlewoman accuſed the Man, whom 
the Count de Montgomery did not at all ſuſpect, 
ſurprized the Judge, he knew that that Valet de 
Chambre had follow'd his Maſter into the Country ; 
and he told Madam &# Anglade of this, as ſoon as 
ſhe had ſuggeſted that he might be guilty ; but ſhe 
anſwered, that it was not impoſhble for him to 
have left a Perſon concealed in his Room, who 
might have perpetrated the Fact in hs Abſence, 
and that ſhe had heard it faid, that the Noor of 
this Man's Chamber was. found {hut too, but not 

locked, | 


Tris Obſervation of the Door's being open, 
and the Suggeſtion that ſomething migzht be found 
in that Room, where in Truth ſomewhat was 
found, was Aa violent Preſumption that Madam 
D' Anglade knew more of the Matter than ſhe 
ought ; beſides, according to the Remark of 7. 
Is Nain, Reporter to the Parliament, Mrs, For- 
meny, whom Madam D' Anglade accuſed, could 
not poſlibly be guilty, becauje ſhe had not the Keys 
of the Street-Door, and coutd not therefore carry 
away any Thing that was ſtellen; the ſame 
Thing might be ſaid as to any Perſun who was 
hid in the /Valet de Chambre's Room. 2 


'T HE 
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Tae Lieutenant Crimnal, after having taken 
a View of the Place where the Robbery was 
committed, was conducted by the Szeur d' Anglade 
into his own Appartment, and afterwards into his 
Store-Room ; Madam & Anglade did not go up, 
becauſe ſhe ſaid ſhe was weak and out of Order. 
This Excuſe, which did not appear to be well 
founded, was obſerved by an exact Judge, who. 
Jaid together even the ſmalleſt Circumſtances, in 
order to diſcoyer the Authors of this Crime. 


THE Szeur d' Anglade opened in this Store 
Room of his a Trunk, in which were ſome Lin- 
nen, Parchment, and other Things, and among 
theſe were found Sixty Lours d'Ors in a Roleau, 
ſome coined in the Year 1686, ſome in the Year + 
1687, wrapped up in a Piece of Paper. This 
Diſcovery appeared a very conliderable Circum- 
ſtance to the Lieutenant Criminal, becauſe the 
Count de Montgomery, had ſpecihed in his Com- 
plaint, that he had been robhb'd of a hundred Louis 
POrs in a Roleau. "Theſe Coins were very ſcarce. 


T w o Circumſtances ſupported the Suſpicion 
drawn from hence, the fr/? was, that on the 
Lieutenant Criminals demanding of the Seur 
@ Anglade how he came by theſe new Louis POrs, 

he promiſed to give a good Account ; but after- 
wards ſpoke confuſedly, and with uncertainty. 
Secondly, while he counted theſe Louis 4Ors into 
his Hat, his Hand trembled, upon which he faid 
moughing, and by way of Raillery, See my Hand 
akes,

ALL 
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AL 1 the Learned, who have ſpoke as to cti- 
minal Matters, have regarded Fear in a Perſon ac- 
cuſed, his changing Colour and 'Trembling, as | 
Signs of Guilt, and ſtrong Symptoms of the TIni- 
quity of the Heart. "The Scripture itſelf informs 
us, T hat the Guilty furniſh by their Pears, the 
Means of their - own Condemnation. It is ver 
_ true that they agree alſo, .that the Preſence of a 

Judge may cauſe a Tremor in an innocent Per- 
: ſon of a weak Diſpoſition. But the Sieur & 41- 
{A glade thad teſtified ſo high a Degree of Courage, 
[ at the coming in of the Lieutenant Criminal, that 
E it was impoſlible to impute his Trembling to an 
f Fear, an innocent Perſon might be under for fear 
of an Accuſation, but rather as the Effet of an 
unquiet Conſcience, which in ſpite of a falſe Bra- 
very forced this Sign of Trouble within, 


Ma va mm @& 4nglade ought to accuſe her ownill 
Fortune, the Louis 4'Ors in the Rolegu, the equiyo- 
cal Anſwers of her Husband, and his trembling, 
which ſycceeding an extraordinary Afſurance, de- 
termined the Opinion of the Judge, and form'd a 
ftrong Preſumption againſt the Sieur 4 Anglade, 
And tho” it may be faid that we find all theſe 
Circumſtances to have been falſe at this Day ; yet 
as Men have no other Guides than their Integrity, 
and theſe Judgments, they were very exculſable 
for what they then did ; becaiffe the Lieutenant 
Criminal, in ſuppoſing the Sear & Anglade guilty, 

ſuppoſed only what all the World would have 
thought in a Caſe of” the like Nature, 


ALL 
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AL 1 theſe Inſtances having been obſerved by 
the Lieutenant Criminal, previous to the Count of 
Mintgomery's charging the Sieur d Anglade, they 
ſtruck that Judge ſo forcibly, that he told Mr. and 
Mrs. & Anglade, that either they committed the 
Robbery or he. Things were in this State when 
the Count,of Adontgomery- charged both Hufband 
and Wife, and furely nothing but Prudence, good 
Senſe, and Regard for his Intereſt, could have 0- 
bliged him thereto, 


Hz ſaw himſelf in the Midſt of a Number of 
Perſons, ſome of whom he knew muſt have been 
cullty of this Robbery, yet there was no con- 
vincing Proofs who they were, if therefore the 
Steur d Anglade and his Wife took ſuch Steps, as 
forced them into the Hands of Juſtice, and made 
them appear guilty in the Eye of their Judge, was 
the Count of MAdentgomery obliged to be blind 
t0 theſe Circumſtances, and to all hopes of Refſti- 
lution, in ReſpeCt to ſo conſiderable a Los. 


By rT there were other Proofs of his Integrity, 
the Huſband and Wife were interr2vated feperate- 
ly, as to the Louis 4Ors, the Huſband declared 
that he had never acquainted his Wife with the 
laying up that Gold ; the Woman affirmed, that 
ſhe did know of their laying up, and that they | 
had counted them often together ; the Huſband 
laid, that it was three Weeks or a Month ſince he

It was not above four Days ; theſe Contradictions 
appeared to the Judge Circumſtances very ſtrong] 
&anfſt them, though they could not be looked upon

as Proofs of their directly taking away the hundred 
Louis 'Ors, belonging to the Count ; if the giving | 
heed to Things of this Nature be amiſs, then the 
Uſage of all Tribunals, and the received Maxims 
of the moſt equitable Courts, muſt at once be ſet 
aſide, fince according to them Contradictions are 
always allow'd to imply Guilt. 


Is it poſſible after this, to reproach the Count ge 
Atontgomery, fox having let ſlip Gagnard, who was 
the real Criminal, in order to fall upon theſe inno- 
cent Perſons? Was it poſhble for the Count to 
make himfelf Maſter of a Secret at that Time 
impenetrable in its Natire, fince ' Belle/tre, in his 
laſt Words affirms, that what he did was only 
known to his Accomplice and to God Almighty ? 
'The Dame 4 Arnglade acknowledges herſelf, that 
it was by a kind of Miracle the Truth was at laſt 
brought to Light, while ſuch ſtrong Sufpicions ſub- 
ſiſted againſt AZ. d' Anglade and his Wife ; could it 
be expected from the Count de Montgomery, that. 
he ſhould ſeize upon Belle/ire, of whom he knew 
nothing at all; Gagnard had followed him into 


I F the Count de Montgomery had no Suſpicion 
of his own Domeſticks, it was becauſe moſt of 
them had been with him in the Country, and as 
for thoſe who remained in Town, Gagnard and 
Belletre have fully juſtified their Innocence, whom 
then could he ſuſpect ? The Suſpicions ed that

SEVERAL Variations and Contradictions, in- 
to which the Szeur d' Anglade fell in his Interroga- 
tories, and the little Sincerity he ſhew'd in ſpeak- 
ing of his Fortune and Effects ; his Aſſurance, in 
aſluming the Rank of a Gentleman, though he 
acknowledged he did not know what Profeſſion his 
Father was of ; his Malignity in afhirming, that in 
his Conſcience he believed the Lady Montgomery, 
out of Spite to her Huſband, had. conſented to. 
this Robbery ; that 'Temerity with which he ac- 
culed the Count's Valet de Chambre, and the Coun- 
te's Woman, of being concerned therein ; the. 
ndiculous Airs of Vanity he put on, though all 
the World knew they ſuited neither with his Birth 
nor Fortune ; the magnificent Deſcription he gave 
of the Caſtle 4 Anglade, which on Examination 
appear'd to be only a Heap of Ruins, without a 
dhillinz of Revenue ; his lending Money upon 
Pawns, Which appear'd by the People's reclaiming 
them, to whom they belonged ; all theſe were 
ſtrong Circumſtances againſt him and his Wife ; 
their different Stories ; their Contradiftions ; the 
odd Facts that came out, and the unaccountable 

Stories 
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Stories told of him, did not take their Riſe from 
the Count de Aontgomery, Why then ſhould the 
natural Conſequence of them be imputed to him 
as a Crime ? 


'I'T was conſidered that he lived in the Houk 
where the Theft was committed, and had thereby 
a palpable Opportunity of perpetrating it ; thi 
was a probable Caufe of fuſpecting ; again, his For- 
tune was known to be very ſmall, arifing from x 
little Eftate in Bayonne, and the Intereſt of ths 
Dum of 6000 Livres, due to him from the Duke 
de Grammont, He kept however a Coach, had 
great Number of Servants, lived in a magnificent 
Appartment, and plaid very high, theſe were un- 
lucky Appearances. | 


Trae Sur i Anglade had been the principal 
Perſon in that Houſe, before the Count de Mont- 
gomery entered it. The Szeur Grimodet, who hid 
| lodged under the Szzur & Anglade, in the very 

Appartment which the Count had, had the Mis 
fortune of being robb'd, he loſt his Silver Plate, and 
aKey of his Chamber Door. It is true no Body ac- 
cuſed the S:eur d Anglade of this Robbery ; but fure 
no Body can blame the Court for having ſome Sul- 
picion of him, when a ſecond Robbery was com- 
mitted in the ſame Appartment ; nor can it be de- 
nied, that theſe Suſpicions might be well fortify'd, 
by the Conſideration of the Arts the Sieur @ Ang- 
lade made uſe of, to conceal the true State of his 
Affairs, that it might not be known, he was pret- 
ſed by Neceſlity to ſuch Practices, 


IT 
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IT is certain that all theſeCircumſtances and Pre- 
ſumptions were not properly ſpeaking Proofs, and 
that it was impoflible from them to judge diſtinctly 
who was the Author of theſe Crimes ; but in all 
criminal Caſes whatſoever, it has been agreed that 
Circumftances have ſome Weight. That there 
are Circumſtances ſo clear, and ſo conclufve, as to 
amount to Proofs, and that a great Number of du- 
bious Circumſtances, when taken together, may 
be allowed to have the Force of a ſtrong or clear 
Circumſtance. It was not to be expected that the 
whole Courſe of Proceedings ſhould be altered in 
this Caſe, or that in Reſpect to the Szeur d' Anglage, 
ſuch Evidence ſhould have been rejected, as would 
have been heard at leaſt in any other Caſe, 


IT muſt be owned, that the Knowledge Ma- 
dm 7 Arglade, as well as .her Huſband, had of the 
Count de Adontgomery's having ſuch a Sum of Mo- 
ney in the Houſe, the flight Excuſe they thought 
fit to make to ayoid their going to F/illebou/}in, 
their having the Keys of the Street Door in their 
Hands at the Time the Robbery was committed ; 
Madam 4 Anglade's pointing out the Place where 
Part of the very Money was hid ; the Diſcovery 
of the Seventy Louzs 4 Ors, in a Roleau ; the pre- 
tended Weakneſs of Madam 4 Anglade ; the trem- 
bling of her Huſband ; their equivocal Anſwers, 
and their evident Contradictions, had they been 
taken ſeperately, would certainly have palſled for. 
F ſhrewd Tokens of Guilt, and when united in a 
Body, were certainly ſmall Signs of Innocence ; 
it would be an eaſy Matter to quote a Multitude of 
Authorities from the Civil Law, to prove that

THEsE Things being conſidered, it muſt in- 


- | dubitably follow, that the Count dz? Montgomery 


is clear of all Blame, if there was ſufficient Cauſe 
to accuſe, he did no more, therefore he did no- 
thing amiſs; the Confeſſion of a Criminal has 
been always looked upon as the cleareſt Proof ; yet 
Charondas reports a Caſe, wherein a Huſband, ac- 
cuſed of killing his Wife, confeſſed the Fact, and 
thereupon received Judgment to die ; but was at- 
terwards acquitted, and ſet at Liberty, on his 
Wife's appearing, and thereby proving his Con: 
feſhon falſe. . 


TXrx Event of this Buſineſs has proved the 
* Sieur 4 Anglade innocent. "T'rue. But how does it 
ſhew that the Accuſation was 1ll framed ? Do they 
pretend to falſify the Circumſtances upon which 
he was accuſed ? No ! What then has his Inno- 
cence to do with the Count de Montgomery's Pro- 
ſecution ? If that Nobleman had known it, he 
would not have proſecuted it ; but not knowing 
of it, and being deceived by Appearances, he dil 
proſecute him, this was an Error,. but no Crime. 


I'n vain do they alledge, that the Conftancy 0! 
the Sieur & Anglade, in ſuffering the Torture, ought 
to have paſs'd for a certain Proof of his Innocence, 
nothing can be more equivocal than the Reaſct- 
ings on this Subject. It is very poſſible that guilty 
Perſons may have Courage enough to ſtand the 
Torture, in hopes of getting free ; and that ſome 
innocent Perſons may be tempted to accuſe pres 

Ke | elves 
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ſelves, may we not fay, that the Torture is a Me- 
thod io ſave Robuſt Criminals, and to ſend inno- 
cent Perſons, of a weak . Conſtitution out of the 


World ; but the Srzur d& Anglade reſiſted this 


Trial, though his Conſtitution was very delicate ; 
yet ſo did Bel/z/ire, in the Czſe of the former it 
was Courage, in the Caſe of the latter, it was 
the fear of Death which produced Spirits. And 
vet at the ſame Time we ſee Gagnard, when he 
underwent the Teſt, readily acknowledged his 
Crime, from the Cogency of Pain, doubtleſs, not 
from the Force of Truth. 


Ir ever Circumſtances and Preſumptions de- 
ſerved to be heeded, ſurely they ought to have been 
conſidered here. The Fact was perpetrated in the 
Night, there was therefore no preciſe or formal 
Evidence to be had, the fame Obſcurity reigning 
over Facts, as over the Face of Heaven, at the 
Time it was committed. | 


HIPPOLITUS of Marſcilles, a celebrated 


-Author in Caſes cf this Nature ſays, "That where 


a Crime is very ſecret, ſuch as in a private Rob- 
bery, Sentence may be pronounced upon Conjec- 
tures, if thoſe Conjectures are very clear. Fari- 
natius decides exactly in the ſame Manner, in re- 
ipect to Crimes committed in the Night, and 
which cannot eaitly be proved ; for as to theſe he 
lays, Preſumptions are Proofs ftrong enough to in- 
duce Condemnation. _ | 


FULIUS CLARUS, in his 20th: Que- 
ſtion of his fifth Book, remarks, "That Preſump- 
tions are ſufficient to ground a Sentence upon, in 

Crimes

Crimes very dark, tho' in ſuch Caſes he thinks the 
Puniſhment ought to be moderated, and that in- 

 - ſtead of ſuffering Death, it may ſuffice if the Cri 
minal is ſent to the Galleys or whipt. He reports 
ſeveral Caſes to this Purpoſe, One particularly, 
wherein even capital Puniſhment was done upon 

_ the. Offender, tho' Preſumptions only appeared, 
This is alſo the Sentiment of Matheus, and of 1 
great Number of other eminent Authors, whoſe 
Names we need not repeat. 


_ As to what is objedted, in relation to producing

« T w o Thieves, convicted for capital Crim

By an Arret of the 5th of 
Fune, 164.2, his Sentence was moderated, and he 
condemned to the Galleys, He obtained Letters 
of Reviſion in the Month of Osber. in the fame 
Year, wherein he demanded a free Pardon, toge- 
ther with Relief againſt ZLous a Reouſſelet, Widow 
of Nicholas Huzt!, who was his Proſecutrix. 
* He likewiſe demanded Damages againſt the 
* Judge of Bourg-l/2-Reine, "The Parliament, by 
© an Arret of the 6th of Tune, 1646, admitted 
* the Facts offered in Juſtification of Bligny, and 
WH © declared him innocent ; but by their difinitive 
WW © Sentence on the 20th of day, i650, aſter hear- 
| Ing all Parties, they diſmifled ihe Judge of 
Bourg-la-Reine, and the Profecutri::, from an 
farther Attendance, without condenining thens 
to make a Reparation, or pay any Dama 
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O N the whole therefore it was inferr'd by MJ. 
Tarterin, Advocate for the Count de Montgomery, 
from Reaſon, and from Authority, from the Civil 
Law, and from the Laws of France, that his Client 
was not at all accountable in this Caſe ; for what 
had happen'd to the Seur d' Anglade and his 
Wife, ſince in Caſe the Court ſhould be of ano- 
ther Opinion, inſtead of performing their firſt Er- 
ror, they would commit a ſecond of the ſame kind, 
and puniſh the Count de Montgomery as unjuſtly 
as they had the Szeur d' Anglade and his Wite ; 
wherefore he concluded that the Court would leave

THreEr Advocate of the Dame d' Anglade was 
heard, in Anſwer to the Allegations offered on the 
Part of the Count de Montgomery, it was ſuggeſt- 
ed in the Behalf of this unfortunate Widow, that 
the preſent Controverſy was yet more ſtrange than 
the melancholy Event from whence it took Rite, 
two innocent People have been treated as Crimt- 
Nals, and the unjuſt Puniſhments which they have 
ſuffer'd, has excited Aſtoniſhment and Compaſſion 
throughout all France ; theſe hapleſs People look 
with Horror on their Proſecutor, and fly to the 
Juſtice of the Nation for Succour and Redreſs.

 T yr-Count de Montgomery comes and acknow- 
ledges that he did purſue and proſecute two inno-- 
cent People, that he laboured with indefatigable 
ry to cover them with Shame and Puniſh- 
ment ; but he defires this auguſt Triþunal would 
interpoſe and prevent his being conitrained to make 
them any Reparation ; he ſays he impoſed. upon his 
Judges, and therefore he would have thoſe Judges 
| ſkreen him, that they may be thought wiſer than 
he ; but all this is nothing to the Purpoſe, it was the 
Count de Montgomery that aſſembled with ſo much 
Care, the Circumſtances on which the Sentence 
againſt the Szeur d Anglade and his Wiie was found- 
ed.

Tre Sur 4 Anglade ſupped with the Count 
_ the Night of the Robbery, tho” he was wont to 
fup abroad ; yet it is owned that he had ſupp'c 
with him often, and been invited oftener ; this 
furely is a Circumſtance too ſtrong to be got over. 


An old Robbery committed in the ſame Apart- 
ment is another Proof. The Perſon who committed 
this Robbery was convicted, the Sieur d Anglii? 
and his Wife were never ſuſpected, and yet of 2 
ſudden this is made an Argument that they might 
commit this Robbery : Why ? Becauſe they ne- 
ther did commit that, nor were ever ſuſpected of 
having committed it? By the aflembling theſe Cir- 
_ cumſtances it is plain the Count de Montgomery 
reſolved they ſhould be guilty, and then hunted 
out idle Tales, and trivial Actions, to make them 


appear fo, All this proceeded from a ftrict 0s 
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to Juſtice, the Thing is ſo evident, and his Con- 
duct was ſo upright, that no Body can doubt it, 


T n t Parties accuſed knew very well that the 
Count had this Money by him, and they had eyen 
propoſed to him advantagious Methods tor putting 
'it out. Were not other Perſons acquainted with 
his having Money ? If they were, why did he not 
ſuſpect them ? Or does he think the adviſing him 
to put it out of the Houſe, carricd the Appearance 
of Deſire to ſteal it? It happens unluckily that 
theſe Circumſtances, which to the Cant and to 
the Judge appeared ſo ſtronz, as not to admit of 
Doubt, looked to other People quite another way, 
and if they prove any Thing, prove that the Szcur 
PAnglade ind his Wite ought not to be fuſpeSted. 


Trex Sreur & Anglade's Life, Parentage, Eſtate, 
and in ſhort every Thing they could think of, was 
looked into, and the Conſequence of a!l this was, 
that it plainly appeared, that he had a Fortune, 
which, by the help of great Occonoty, enabled 
him to live as he did ; as to the Pledges they talk 
of, why did they not fay, that from their own 
Examinations, it appeared 'the Money was lent 
without Intereſt, and merely with a View cf doing 
unhappy People a Kindneſs, after all their fifiing, 
not the leaſt Act of Diſhonefſty appeared ; fo that 
the ſole Cauſe of their ſuſpecting may juſtly be 
ſaid to have been this, that the Szeur. iP fr2 797e 
vas One who had never been ſuſpected before. | 


As to Madam # Anglade, they never pretendcd 
to fix any 'Thing either upon her oo. Gr Cha- 
Tacter ; and as to living in the Rouſe, if that 
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ought to have affected this Gentleman and hig 
Wife, why ought if not to have affected all the 
reſt of the Lodgers ? On the whole, the Count 
ae Montgomery himſelf admits that each of theſe 
fuſpicious Circumſtances, taken ſeperately, proves 
little ; but when taken together, he would have us 
to believe they prove much ; ſurely this is a ſort of 
Rhetorick very new in a Court of Juſtice ; and 
methinks it would have a much greater Appearance 
of Reaſon, ſhould we fay, that a Number of {light 
Circumſtances drawn together, prove nothing ; for 
where a Gentleman's Life and Fortane are at Stake, 
nothing that is {light ought to be received in Evi- / 
dence at all, eſpecially, If there be not one ſtrong 


Circumſtance againſt him, which was the Caſe of 
the Szeur d' Anglade. 


BuT the Count dz Montgomery would fain 
ſkreen himſelf behind the Judges, he was once {o 
fortunate as to impofe on a Court of Juſtice, and 
he would have you take this for a Reaſon, why he 
ought to impoſe on this Court again ; he heretofore 
prevailed ſo far; as to have two innocent People | 
moſt ſeverely treated, and becauſe this was done 
under Colour of Law, he deſires the Law may 
not conſtrain him to make any Satisfaftion. Very 
extraordinary this ! but what Reaſon does he offer ! 

Why, he ſought Juitice, and the Lieutenant Cri- 

 minal ought to have done Juſtice ? But he miſtook, 
. and the Judge miſtook, the Innocent therefore are 
to ſuffer without Redreſs, becauſe if you will cre- 
dit him the Thing could not be helped ; yet of 
his own ſewing the very Reycrlc of all this ap- 
Pears, 


IT 
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IT was the Lieutenant CriminaPs Duty to have 
examined every Body in the Houſe, and particu- 
larly the Count's Domeſticks. Madam # Anglade 
put him in Mind of this, but for all that he would 
not do it. Why ? The Count de Montgomery 
{aid he would anſwer for his Servants. Yet his Ser- 
vants were guilty : And Gagnard acknowledged at 
his Death, that if he had been then examined, he 
had confeſs'd the Truth. The Count de Mont- 
gomery all this while ſought nothing but Juſtice, 
he was actuated only by virtuous Motives, he had 
no Picque or Prejudice | No Prepoſleſſhon againſt 
the Sieur d Anglade and his Wife ! All this may be 
true ; but it is as true that he acted as if he had. 


As to the Duty of the Judge, no doubt he 
ought to have performed it, and there is no Rea- 
ſon why the Court ought to have been more ſharp- 
fighted than He ; but the Count, might have let 
him alone, and if he had not thought himſelf wiſer, 
he needed not to have inſtructed him ; he might 
have heard Madam d' Anglage patiently ; he might 
have ſuffer'd his Servants to have been examined. 
Had he any Tenderneſs for their Characters ? Wh 
had he none for a Gentleman and Lady's that lodg- 
cd in the Houſe with him, and for whom at ſome- 
times he profeſſed a Friendſhip ? Judges are but 
Men, therefore they may be deceived ; the beſt 
way to prevent it, is to let them alone, to allow 
them to uſe their Reaſon freely, and not throw 
Circumſtances in their way, which may either 


biaſs or embarraſs them ; but when this is done, I 


and a Judge is deceived, ſhall He who was the 
Means of deceiving him plead that Deception in 
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his own Favour ? What was Zeal in the Tudpe, 
may be Malice in him ? And this proves nothing, 
Þut that the Judge was too credulous, and the Ac- 
cuſer too haſty. From what Motives this Haſte 
ſprung, the Wiſdom of this Court muſt deter- 
mine ; we are now come to the Point of Law, 
which, as the Count de Montgomery's Advocate 
has ſtated it, is, that as the Count did not intend 
the Calumny, ſo he ought not to repair in Da- 
mages. We will next conſider this, 


Trex Learned in the Laws diſtinguiſh Calum- 
nies into two Claes, apparent and preſumed, an 
apparent Calumny, fay they, is where the Accu- 
ſation comes out evidently to haye been founded 
in Malice ; a preſumed Calumny is when the Pro- 
 fecutor proves nothing, after aſſuming to prove a 
great deal, a Perſon who accuſes falſely, neither 
informs the Court, nor any Body elfe of his De- 

' Fipn, he keeps that in his Heart as much out of 
- Sight as may be, and it is only by Overt-Acts 
| that the Publick can diſcern any thing thereof. 


Trex Law preſumes always againſt the Accu- 
ſer in Fayour of the Accuſed, and the beſt Au- 
thors have agreed, that in doubtful Caſes the De- 

\ termination ought to be ever againft the Profecu- 

tor, becauſe of this Preſumption of Law. It 

wopld be eaſy to foriify what has been ſaid, by 

| Authorities from the beſt Civilians, even from 
'. thoſe which have been cited by the Count's Actor 

| _ cates with ſo much Applauſe ; but that the Ora- 

| ' nance Criminel of the Year 1670, which is made 

- the univerſal Law of this Realm, hath ſubjected 
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every Acculer, failing in Point of Proof, to the 
Reparation of the Party accuſed in Damages. 


Trex good Intention, and undeſigned Error 
of a Proſecutor, who proceeds without Malice, 
ought by no Means to prejudice an innocent Per- 
fon accuſed, who ought undoubtedly to be repair- 
ed, in Reſpect of the Infamy, Miſchief and Loſſes 
flowing from the falſe Accuſation ; there are two 
Cuſtoms inviolably preſerved in France, which et- 
feciually prove the "Truth of this Obſervations 
and eſtabliſh it as a Principle in Law. 


Tre firſt is, that in Civil Matters the Party 
Caſt always pays the Coſt, whatever Reaſons, what- 


ever Counſels Opinions might induce him to com- 
mence the Suit ; it is not "confidered with what 
Intention, or to what End the Party began his. 


Proceſs, it is ſufficient that the Opinion of the 
Court is againſt him, and on this only he 1s ad- 
judged to pay the Coſt. If this be right in Civil 
Caſes, much more ought it to be ſo in Criminal 
Proſecutions ; for in Civil Caſes the utmoſt Miſ- 
chief a Man can ſuffer, is the Loſs of his Fortune, 
whereas a Criminal Proſecution, . let it be right or 


wrong, affects his Perſon, F ame, and Fo ortune 
100, 


T n E other Cuſtom I ſpoke of is, in the Caſe 
of accidental Slaughter, a Perſon firing at a wild 
Beaſt in a Wood, chances unluckily to ) kill a Man, 
the Prince grants him a Pardon of Courſe ; but 
that Pardon does not exempt him from - repairing 
the Family of the Deceaſed in Damages, the Wi- 
Cow and the Children may haye Recourſe at Ws 

all 
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and yet the Error of this Perſon is more innocent 
than that of a Proſecutor without Cauſe. 


I T is agreed however, that there are certain 

_ Cafes in which a Proſecutor ought not to pa 
Coſts, or repair in Damages, we will ſtate theſe, 

| and fee what Similitude there is between them, 


and that which is at preſent in Debate before this 
Auguſt Aſſembly. 


I F the Crime concern the Perſon of the King, 
or relate to the State, if the Circumſtances at the 
fame Time are ſtrong enough to create Suſpicions 
in the wiſeſt Breaſts, the Juſtice of the Com- 
 plaint, the Weight of the Publick Intereſt, and 

the Strength of Appearances, free the Proſecutor 


in a Matter of this kind, let the Defendant be 
ever ſo Innocent. 


I F the Perſon accuſed be a Vagabond, if he be 
notoriouſly ſcandalous, if his Life be liable to Re- 
proach through a Multitude of villainous Actions! 
Then, tho' he ſhould be proved innocent of a par- 


ticular Crune, yet the Flagrancy of his Character 
would preſerve the Profecutor, 


I'F an accuſed Perſon be diſcharged from the 
Weakneſs of Proofs, and not from the Evidence 
of his Innocence, an Accuſer, who appears to 
have had good Grounds for what he did, is not 
liable to Damages ; for Damages can only be g1- 
ven to the Innocent, and belong not at all to tuch, 
as only through want of Proof, are declared not 
guilty ; the Uncertainty here renders the Acquital 
too weak to ſupport an Action, and a ns” . 

| | ue 
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ſuch a Caſe ought to be thankful for his Diſcharge, 
and not think of an Amends. 


THrx Count of Mentgomery is within none of 
theſe Caſes, and conſequently. if there be no Law 
to excuſe him, the general Law before cited muſt 
condemn him ; he is pleaſed to demand what 
Grounds they are on which Madam @ Anglade 
proceeds ? Have I, fays he, oppoſed the reſtoring 
the Character of her and her Husband? Am L 
not ready to repay the Money received from theſe 
Confiſcations ? Is this Lady ſo unreaſonable as to 
expeCt to enrich herſelf by the Spoils of a Perſon 
who fought Juſtice, and intended no Hurt. 


_ Warar a mighty Favour was it in the Count | 
de Montgoniery in not oppoſing the Juſtification of 
Mzcam @& Anglade, and the Memory of her Hus- 
band, when all the World acknowledged their In- 
Nocence, and when not the Execution only, but 
the Confefltion of the real Criminals has put it out 
of Diſpute. How could he do otherwiſe than re- 
ſtore them thoſe Goods which they had forfeited 
upon an unjuſt Accufation ? Nay, why ſhould he 
refuſe to reſtore the juſt Value of them, as they 
ſtood at the Time they were deſpoiled of them ? 

Does he pretend to excite the Compaſſion of the

MARY AUBIN, being a Boarder, then be- 
tween 16 and 17 Years old, was one of the prin- 
cipal Actors in this Aﬀair, as ſhe herſelf confeſſed, 
not once or twice, or ſlightly, or without Cir- 
cumſtances, but very frequently, very diſtinctly, 
and without any Variation in her Tale, *till ſhe 
reached her Sixty-fifth Year, about which T'ime 
ſhe died. By aCting theſz Gambols, AZary Aubire 
and her Companions fitted themſelyes for the 
Performance of more important Miſchiefs. 


FOHN MIGNON, Canon of the _ Colle- 
giate Church of the Holy-Cro/s at Loudun, was 
choſen to ſucceed oufjat, as the ſpiritual Guide 
of theſe Ur/ul;nes, He was a fubtil Man, one who. 
atected an extraordinary Piety, but inaſmuch as he 
Gd not diſcourage the Practices juſt-aow ſpoken of, 
he was ſuſpeCted, not without Grounds of coun- 
tenancing and direfting them, with a View of 
ruining, by their Means, the unhappy Gramdzer, 
who was his capital Enemy. 


As to what it is neceſſary for the Reader to 
know of this Grandid, in order to comprehend 
the Charge brought againſt him, it may ſufice to 
lay, that he was the Son of an honoſt «worthy 
Perſon, the Notary-Royal at Sables, born at Rowe- 
72s, which is but a little way from that ſmall 
Town. It was pretended that he had been in- 
*ructed in Magick by bis Father, and Claude 
'Vor, T | Grandier 


ſought his Ruin, as ſome hated his Perſon, 
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Grandier his Uncle, a Prieſt. But as the Inhahi.. 
tants of Sautes, where they both lived, unani- 
mouſly teſtified that they were Perſons of good 


CharaQers, and inoffenſive Lives ; this muſt be 
look'd on as a Calumny. 


URBAN GRANDIER ftudied under the 
Feſuits at Bourdeaux, and they had a great Kind- 


meſs for him, on Account of his fine Parts. It is 


well enough known that theſe Fathers have an 
extraordinary Tenderneſs for ſuch of their Pupils, 
as give early Tokens of their Love to Learning, 
and that they are fond of tranſplanting ſuch Pro- 
miſing Shoots into their Society. But as to Gran- 
aier they were, it ſeems, of Opinion, that he 
would be more uſeful to them in the World, for 
which Reaſon they preſented him to the Church 
of St. Peter du Marche in Loudun, of which they 
were Patrons. He had alſo: a Prebend of the 
Church of the Ho/y-Crofs. Theſe two Benefices 
filled many of the Ecclefiaſticks in the Neigh- 
bourhood with Envy, of which Grandier himielf 
was ſo ſenſible, that in the midſt of his Misfor- 
tunes he was wont to ſay, That among/t oj Why 

0 others 
had theirs Eyes on his Preferments, 


H = was (as to his Perſon) of an exact Height, 
He had an agreeable genteel Air, managed evety 
'Thing with much Addreſs, and was extreamly 
neat and exact in whatever he wore, and in his 
Manner of wearingit. He always appeared in a long 
Habit, and it is not eaſy to deſcribe his Manner 
of cenverſing, which was at once inſtructive and 
entertaining, He joined in his Diſcourſe an Falk 

| | Netw 
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neſs of ſpeaking with an Elegance of Terms. He 
delighted in preaching, and he really preached 
well. The Adonks hated him, becauſe he declared 
himſelf in his Pulpit againſt Confraternities, and 
blamed ſuch as neglected going to Maſs to their 
Pariſh Church. The Afonks were exceedingly 
diſpleaſed on another Account, v!2. his Faculty . 
of Preaching, in which undoubtedly he much ex- 
celled them. "Thus if his Parts gained him Friends 
and a Support, they alſo drew on him Enyy, 


Ruin, 


- which, aſſiſted by his Own Imprudence, drew on 


He compoſed a Funeral Oration for Scevola of 
St, Martha, This Work: is much eſteemed for 
the Strokes of Eloquence, with which it abounds, 
and which demonſtrate its Author to have been. 
a Man of Wit and Genius. Among his Friends 
he was a pleaſant eaſy Companion, but towards 
his Enemies he carried himſelf with much Haugh- 
tneſs and Diſdain, He was ſteady in his De- 
figns, jealous of his Character, and one who was 


intraftable in Points where his Intereſt was con- 


cern'd. He repell'd Injuries with ſuch Violence, 
2S to make his Enemies irreconclleable, of whom 
It was his great Misfortune to haye a large Num- 


der to deal with, : 


Ir Grandier was innocent as to Magick, he 
was far from being fo with reſpect to Gallantry. 
On the contrary he gave himſelf a Looſe that 
way. Hence it came to paſs, that among his Ene- 
mes, Rivals, Paſhonate Fathers, and outragious 
Huſbands, diſtinguiſh'd themſelves, he having pro- 
vok'd the Indignation of theſe furious ſort of Peo-

ef Prieſts, which was found among his Papers ; 
and theſe Conjectures turned upon Afagaelain dz 
Brou, who was known to be his intimate Friend, 
But he was ſo cautious, that he never mentioned 


Her Name, and to fay the Truth, he was no leſs 


prudent in reſpect to all the other Girls and Wo- 
men with whom he converſed intimately, ſo that 
their Reputations could not ſuffer from any Indif-

T nt Idea we muſt have of a Prieſt ſo gallant, 
will naturally give us to underſtand, that he was 
at the ſame Time not over pious ; however, it 
does not follow, that tho' his Heart was very cor- 
rupt, all Principles of Religion were utterly ex- 
tinguiſhed there, His Paſſion for Women, tho! it 

| governed 
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overned him in fuch a Manner as to lead hins 
into mighty Offences, yet it left him ſome Ne- 
tions of his Duty to God, ſuch as they were, this 
we have Reaſon to believe from the Condition in 
which we find other Chriſtians addicted to the 
fame Vice, who nevertheleſs are far enough from 
entertaining impious Opinions, fo that his Debau-- 
 chery admitting what his Enemies ſaid to be true, 
could be no proof of his being a Magiowan, 


In 1620, he gain'd a Proceſs in the Offciality 
of Poitters againſt a Prieſt, whoſe Name was

GRANDIER likewiſe incurr'd the Diſpler-

dent of the Commiſſioners of Taxes, and Uncle 
to A7;gnon ; this Gentleman, in a Difference he 
had with him, Grandier had treated with great 


Contempt, and as One far below him. The Pre- 


!1Jent being very rich, and Childleſs, all his Rela- 
tions had great Expectancies, and for this Reaſon 
made their Court to him, by ſhewing on all Occa- 
1225 their Spleen to Grandier, 
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BuT of a 'his Enemies there was none ſo 
Herce, or ſo formidable, as 1. de Tringquant, the 
King's Attorney : This Gentleman had a mighty 
handſome Daughter, for whom Grandter had teſti- 
ty'd a high Reſpect, and with whom it was general- 
ly ſuſpected he had puſhed his amorousCommerce to 
the greateſt Height. "The young Lady grew diſ- 
colour'd, and fell into a languiſhing ſort of Illneſs, 


upon which it was rumour'd that ſhe was with 
Child. 


T x eg Publick, ever ſollicitous to diſcover In- 
trigues of ſuch a Nature as this, watched her 
Motions very cloſely : But Martha Pelletier, a 
young Woman ' of ſmall Fortune, with whom 
Adademoiſelle Tringaant had contracted a ſtrict 
Friendſhip, gave on this Occafion an extraordinary 
Proof of Fidelity and Afﬀection, ſhe took the 
Child, and declared it to be her own, putting it 
as ſuch to Nurſe. "The Town however ceaſed not 
to talk, or to aſcribe the Infant to her whom they 
* took for its true-Mother, which gave all the Fa- 
mily the utmoſt Unealineſs. 


_ Trex King's Attorney cauſed Martha Pelletier 
to be apprehended, and to be interrogared ftrictly 
as to the Birth of this Child ; ſhe inſiſted poſitive- 
ly on the Truth of what ſhe had at firſt given. 
out, that it was hers, and promifed to take fuch 
Care of it, that they were conſtrained to diſcharge 
her. The fooliſh Indiſcretion of this Father would 
have been but juſtly recompenſed, if the Woman 
. had told him and all the World the Truth ; as I 
was, ut ſerved only to mortify him the more, the

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Suſpicion {till continuing, and all the Trouble he 
had given himſelf made the Matter but the more 
talked of, his Heart therefore burnt with Rage and

T n t Enemies of Grandier aſſembled in Covti- 
cil, in order to confider of ſome Method for  de- 
ſtroying him, there joined them on this Occation, 
by the Aſſiſtance of M7gnom, Moni, Menua'y, the 
King's Advocate, who had the Misfortune to be 
in Love with a Lady, in whom Grardier was his 
Rival, and what was worſe a Favourite Rival too. 
At ſuch a Meeting one need not be ſurprized that. 
it was determined utterly to ruin Grander, or - af. 
leaſt to drive him out of the Neighbourhood of 
Loudun., Ces 


A little after they exhibited, in the Court of the 

Oficial of Poitiers, an Information againſt him, 
in the Name of the Promoter, in which they ac- 
cuſed him of having ſeduced Girls and Women, 
and taxed him at the ſame Time with Impiety 
and Irreiigion. T'wo miſerable Raſcals, picked 
out from the Dregs of the People, were raiſed up 


cal commiſſioned the Lieutenant Civil, and the 
Arch-Prieft of St. Marcellus in the Loudonais, to - 
enquire into this Cauſe, An Official has no Right 
to Commiſſion a Royal Fudge, lo that on this 
Occaſion he was guilty of an Irregularity. 


ABouUT this Time one Duthibaut, a Man 
conſiderable for his Wealth, and who was united 

with the Enemies of Grandier, committed the

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higheſt Inſult on him, in the Preſence of the 
Marquis du Belay. It feems he had ſpoke very 
diſreſpeCtfully of the Prieſt, and had CharaCterized 
him with all that Foulneſs of Language, which 
{hould be heard from none but the Vulgar, 


GRANDIER reproved him for it, in Terms 
fo quick and piercing, that Duthibaut could not 
help {ſtriking him with his Cane, tho' he was in 
His Surplice, and juſt ready to enter the Chuch of 
the Hely-Crof, where he was going to aſſiſt at 
Divine Service. Grandier went and threw him- 
Jelf at the Feet of the King, and, complained hea- 


vily of the publick Aﬀront that had been offered 
him and his Character. The King, moved with 
the Matter of his Complaint, referr'd the Conſide- 
zation thereof to. the Parliament, with Directions 


that Duthibaut fhould be immediately called to 
an Account and proſecuted, | | 


Dvuxins this Time that Grandier was at Pa- 
775, an Information was brought againſt him by 
his Enemies at Loudur, the King's Attorney de- 


_ poſed firſt, in order to encourage the reſt, and 
took every Meaſure poſſible to ſupport the Mean 


People who were Witneſſes with him. When 
the Information was made out, they ſent it to the 


Biſhop of Poitters, whom ſome People had pre- 


Judiced againſt Grandier, They exaggerated an 


Indiſcretion this Curate had committed, in trel- 


paſſing on the Biſhops Rights, in giving (as they 


© faid) a Diſpenfation for proclaiming the Banns of 


Marriage in a certain Caſe. On theſe Allega- 
tions they obtained (without much Difficulty) a 


Warrant from the Biſhop to ſecure his Perſon. 


_- MonSIEUR 
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MoNSIEUR Duthibant, in order to avoid be- 
inz puniſhed for what he had done, attacked with 
the utmoſt Violence the Character of his Accuſer, 
he charged him with being a ſcandalous Perſon, 
leading a profligate Life, and diſcracing the Prieſt- 
hood, in Support of all which he produced the 
Warrant for his Apprehenſton, which had been 
granted by the Biſhop of Porters, and this was the 
| Cauſe that the Court, before Juſtice was done, 


ſent Grandier back to the Biſhop, to clear himſelf 
of the Crimes laid to his Charge. 


He renirhed: to Loudun, and in a few Days 
came to Poitiers, to put himſelf into a Condition 
for his Defence, but could not do it ; for he was 

10 ſooner arrived, but he was arreſted Priſoner by 

an Uſher of the Court, named Charri. Although 
It was the 15th of November, and that the Bt- 
ſhop's Priſon was cold and dark, he remain'd how- 
ever there more than two Months, and began to 
believe that he would never get out of this Aﬀair, 
His Enemies at leaft feem'd very much induced to 
think ſo ; Duthibaut thought himſelf ſecured from 
his Proſecution, the Iſle whereof could not but 
be very troubleſome to him ; and Bare? caus'd a 
 Devolution to be executed upon his Benefice, to

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I w ſpite of all their Intrignes, they were unable 
to ſupport their Information by legal Proofs. Tt 
was laid to Grandier*s Charge that he had debauch- 
ed Women and Maidens; but there were vo | 
_ Plaintiffs produced ; theſe Women and Maids were 
not named ; there was not any Witneſs that ſwore 
directly to this Fact; and the greater Part acknow- 
Tedg'd at laſt, that they never heard a Word con- 
_ Cerning many Things which they found writ in 
The Informations, 


_ Ar laſt, it being neceſſary to proceed to the 
Judgment of the Proceſs ; there was admitted into 
the Number of the Judges, the Advocate Rzchard, 


_ . who was Tringuant's Kinſman ; and the Biſhop 


Twas beſet by the ſecret Adverſaries of Grandter, 
Who ceaſed not to ſet him out. in the blackeſt Co- 
| Jours,. and who knew how to mix ſo much Pro- 
Þability with their Calumnies, that on the 3d of 
"Fan. 1630, he was condemned to faſt with Bread 
and Water, by way of Pennance, every #r:day, 
during three Months ; and interdiCted from divine 
Offices, in the Dioceſe of Porters, for five Years, 
and in the Town of Loudurn for ever. 


H1s Enemies flattered. themſelves that they had 
now effetually overcome him, nor were they at 
all apprehenſive of what might happen before 2- 
| nother Tribunal on both Sides, therefore there was 
an Appeal from this Sentence, Grandier appeal'd 
to the Biſhop of Bourdeaux ; and his Adverfaries, 
in the Name of the Promoter of the Officaalty, by 
Writ of Error, to the Parliament of Pars, to 
K* Intent only to perplex him, and to bring —_ 

| ; into 
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info ſuch a Condition, as not to be able to under- _ 
_ go the Burden of all the Aﬀairs, with which they 
ſought to overwhelm him, but they ſucceeded not 
as they deſired ; for he prepared himſelf, and had 
his Cauſe pleaded before the Parliament, _ 


Bur it being neceſlary to hear yet a gfeater” 
Number of Witneſſes, who dwelt in a Place very 
far off, the Court remitted the Cognizance thereof 
to the Preſidial of Poitiers, to judge definitively. 
The Lieutenant Criminal of Poitiers gave Inftruc- 
tion for renewing the Proceſs, as well by the Re- 
examination and confronting of the Witneſles, as 
by the Fulmination of a Manitory. "This In- . 
ſtruction was not favourable to his Accuſers, there 
were found Contradictions in the Witneſſes, who 
would yet perſiſt; and there were many others 
who ingenuouſly acknowledg'd that they had been 
tamper'd with ; one of the Accuſers deſiſted from 
the Action which he had begun, and declared with 
ſome Witneſſes, who alſo gave over, that they 
had been put on and ſollicited by Trinquant. At 
the ſame Time it, came to the Knowledge of 
Atealieu and Boulican, Prieſts, that they were made 
to ſay in their Depoſition, "Things that they had 
never thought of ; they were defirous of difown- 
ing them, by Writings under their Hands, 


THvus, in ſpight of all their Afſiduity and 
Pains, this hopeful Structure fell to the Ground, 
the Preſidial of Poitiers gave his Judgment the 
25th of May, 1631, whereby Grandier wes ſent 
away abſolved, for the preſent, of the Accufation 


made againft him, He triumphed and inſulted 0- 


Ver his Adverſaries with ſo _—_ Haughtineſs, as

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if he had been wholly clear of this Buſineſs, is 
the mean Time it was neceſfary that he ſhoul{ 
preſent himſelf before the Tribunal of the Arch- 
biſhop of Bourdeaux, to whom he had appealed,

_ _Trrs Prelate, a little after that this Judgment 

Had been given at Poitiers, came to vilit his Ab- 
bey of St. Foun les Mames, which is but three 
Leagues from Loudun, Grandier prepared himſelf 
t0 appear before him ; and his Adyerſaries, who 
ſeem''d to have loſt all Courage, did defend them- 
felves with Vigour, The Archbiſhop however 
acquitted him, fully reſtored him to the Poſleſſion 
of his Beneficies, and left him at Liberty to pur- 
ſue fuch legal Meaſures as he ſhould think fit for 
recovering Damages, and Reſtitution of the Profits 
during his Suſpenſion. 


Tre Archbiſhop conſidering the Animoſity of 
 Grandter's Enemies, and the Iniquity of their Con-. 
trivances, having allo a Regard for him on Ac- 
count of his great Parts, adviſed him to change his 
 Benefices, and to withdraw himſelf from a Place 
where ſo powerful, a Conſpiracy was made againſt 
him. But he was. not capable of following ſuch 
wholeſome Advice, both Love and Hatred had too 
much blinded him, he hated his Enemies with too 
great a Paſhon to ſatisfy them in this Point ; but 
he was yet more violently poſſeſs'd by Love ; and 
_ although this was divided towards different Ob- 
Jects, there was one nevertheleſs which was the 
true Object of his tender Aﬀections, to which his 
_ Heart was ty'd by ſuch ſtrong Bands, that far

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from beins able to break them, he had not the 
Power to remove himſelf any Diſtance from her. 


H x returned then to Loud, with a Branch of 
Laurel in his Hand, as an Enſign of his Victory. 
Perſons that were indifferently concern'd, were 
ſcandaliz'd at his Conduct, wherein he ſhew'd ſo 
little Modeſty, his Enemies were enrag'd, and his 
own Friends difapprov'd it. He took Poſſeſſion of 
his Benefices, and ſcarcely gave himſelf leiſure to 
breath, fo that being wholly hl''d with the Reſent- 
ment of the Injury that had been done him by 
Duthibaut, he begun his Suit againſt him, and 
drove it ſo far, that he obtained a Decree from the 
Chamber of Tournelle, whither Duth:baut was 
{ent for, and reproved, and was condemn'd to di- 


vers Fines and Reparations, and to pay the Songs 
of the Proceſs. 


NorT fatisfy'd with the Right hitherto done 
him in this Afﬀair, he reſolved to carry on his Re- 
venge as far as the Law would permit, and in or- 
der thereto began to ſue his Enemies for Repara- 
tions, Damages and Reſtitution of the Profits of 
his Benefices. It was in vain that his principal 
Friends would have difluaded him upon the Con- 
 fideration of what had already happened to him, 
which ought to make him know what his Ene- 
mies were like to Go if he attempted every way 
to drive them to Extremities, and to diſtreſs their 
Purſe, at which they would not be leſs ſenſible 
_ than they had ſhew'd themſclyes1 in what concern'd 
tne Reputation, 


BuT 
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BurT his Stars drew him to a Precipice ; Di- 
vine Providence, whoſe ways are impenetrable, 
would puniſh him for his Pride and Debauchery, 
and ſuffer at the fame Time to appear upon the 
"Theatre of the World, one of the tragical Att, 
which falſe Zeal or Impiety cauſe to be repreſented 
there from "Time to Time ; and which never fail 
to find in the Credulity of the People an Appro- 
bation and Applauſe, -. which the Experience of 
what.is paſſed ought to hinder them from giving 
_ 1o lightly, and which are the evident Signs of the 
Weakneſs of Man's Underſtanding. 


IT is now Time to give the Reader an Ac- 
count of the Methods, which the Enemies of this 
unhappy Prieſt took to rid themſelves of him, 
who was the Object of their Malice. MAignm 
was the principal Perſon concern'd, he ſet in or- 
der the Springs of his Intrigues, that he might 
Have them in a Condition to play when he ſhoulc 
find it conyenient ; to this End he cauſed his Scho- 
lars to be exerciſed in feigning to fall into Con- 
vyulſions; to make Contorfions and Poſtures of 
their Bodies, to the-End they might gain a Habit, 
and he forgot nothing for their Inſtruction to make 
them appear true Demoniacks, | 


*T was believed that he kept fome of the ſim- 
ple and over-credulous Nuz5 in their Error, in the 
Fear which they had at firit, and that by Degrees 
he inſinuated into them, that which he was de- 
firous they ſhould at laſt ſtrongly believe, and 
which. tt was thought they really did : How 
tle Reſemblance foever of Truth there might be 
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ir; this Impoſture, he drew others into the Party, 
who had no Knowledge of it in the Beginning ; 
he ſecured himſelf of the Fidelity of all thoſe who 
were engaged, as well by Oaths, as by the Con- 
fideration of the Intereſt of the Glory of -G o Dy 
and the Catholict Church, perſuading them that « 
would draw great Advantages by this Enterprize, 
which would ſerve to confound the Hereticks, of 
whom the Town was very full, and be rid of a 
pernicious Curate, who by his Debaucheries had 
diſhonour'd his Charaftter, who was alſo a ſecret 
Heretick, and who drew a numerous Company of 
Souls into He! ; adding, that their Convent would 
not fail to obtain, by this Means, an extraordi- 
nary Reputation, and that Gifts and Alms that 
would be beſtowed would bring a great Plenty, 
which was then wanting ; in a Word, he forgot 
nothing that he believed would contribute to his 
Defigns, and when he ſaw that the Buſineſs was 

very near to the Point of Perfection, which he - 
withed, he began to exerciſe the Superior, and - 
two other Nuns. 


 Txrx Report of the Nuns being p9/e/ed begin- 
ning to be whiſpered about the 'Town, Adignor 
thought it high Time to draw ſome Aſſiſtants into 
his Plot,. at firſt he call'd to his Exorciſms Peter 
Barre, Curate of St. Fames of Chmon, and Ca- 
20n of St..

Condition to be expoſed upon the Szage, to the 
Eyes of the Pudbl/ick, and for this Effeft they re- 
folved to inform the "Magiftrates of the lamentable 
Condition of theſe Nuzs, to whom they employed 
Granger, Curate of Yeirer, a Man malicious and 
impudent, fear'd and hated of all the Prieſts in the 
Country, becauſe being in Fayour with the Biſhop 
of Poitiers, he many Times did them. ill Office 
with him : He had never any Difference with 
Granajer, but had even receiv'd ſome Services from 
him, which did not hinder him from ſuffering him- 
felf to be tamper'd with by Mignon and Tringquant, 
and entering _y into the League with them, 


H Ee went then on Mrnday the 11th of Ofer, 
1632, to find William de Carizni de la Gueramere, 
Bailff of the Zeuduncis, and Lewis Chanvet, 
Lieutenant-Civil, and he intreated -them, on the 
Behalf of the Zxorci/?s, to come to the Convent 
of the Ur/ulines, to ſee the two Nuns poſſeſied by 
Evil Spirits, repreſenting to them that it concerned 
them to be preſent at the Exorci/ms, and to ſee the 
ftrange and almoſt incredible Effe&ts of this Po 
feſſion. He told them that there was One who 
anſwered in Latin to all Queſtions that could be 

put to her, although ſhe had no Knowledee of tie 
Languages before this Accident. 'The two 'Ma- 
giſtrates went to the Convent, either to aſſiſt at 
the Exorc/ms, and to authorize them if they found 
theinſelycs

themſelves obliged, or to ſtop the Courſe of this 
Tilufon, if they judged the Po/e/ſion to be feigned 
and counterfeited. 


MIGNON met them with his Surplice and 
Tippit, he told them that the Nuns had been di- 
ſturbed for fifteen Days with Apparitions and fright- 
ful Vifions, and that after that the other Supe- 
7707, and two other Nuns, had been viſibly poſed 
for eight or ten Days by Evil Spirits, but that they 


had been driven out of their Bodies, as well by 


the Miniſtry of him, as of Barre, and ſome other 


Religious Carmelites ; but that on Saturday Night 
the t6th of the Month, the Mother Superior, 
named Fane Beljeel, the Daughter of the late 
Baren of Ceje, of the Country of Zaintonge, and 


a Lay-Sifter, the Daughter of AZaignoux, had been 
tormented afreſh, and that they were poſſeſs'd again 


by the ©: Spirits 3 that they had diſcoverd in_ 
their exrjfu, tha this was done by a new Pact 
or Covenant, the Symbol or Mark whereof were 
Res, as the Token of the firſt had been three 


Black Thorns. That the Evil Spirits had not been 
willing to name themſelves during the firſt Poſſe 
ſion, but that he who then poſſeſſed the Mother 


Prioreſs, called himſelf the Enemy of GOD, and 


faid his Name was A/taroth ; and that he who 
Þſeſfd the Lay-Sifter, named himſelf Sabulur. 


AT laſt he told them, that the Poſſoſed were 
now taking their Reſt, and he deſired them to de- 
fer their Viſit to another Hour of the Day. Theſe 
two Magiſtrates were ready to go out, when a 
Nun came to give them Notice, that the Perſons 
biſeſſed were again tormented. They went up 
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with M:gnon and Granger, into an upper Cham- 
ber, furniſhed with ſeven little Beds, in one of 
which lay the Lay-Siſter, and the Prioreſs in ano- 
ther. 'This laſt was encompaſied with ſome Car- | 
melites, with ſome of the Nuns of the Convent, 
with Matharin Roſſeau, Prieſt and Canon of $t, 
Croſs, and Adanouin the Surgeon, The Superitr 
had no ſooner diſcovered the two Magiſtrates, but 
ſhe had violent Commotions, and performed 
ſtrange Actions ; ſhe made a Noiſe which was like 
to that of a Pig; ſhe ſunk down into the Bed, and 
contracted herſelf into the Poſtures and Grimaces 
_ of a Perſon who 1s out of his Wits ; a Carmelite 
Friar was at her Right Hand, and 147gnon at her 
Left, the laſt of theſe put his two Fingers into 
her Mouth, and prefuppoling that ſhe was p!/eſſed, 
_ uſed many Conjurations, and. ſpake to the Devil, 
who anſwered him after this Manner in their fir 
Dialogue. 


MIGNON demanded, Propter quam Cauſam 
zngreſſus es in Corpus hujus Virginis ® For what 
Reaſjon haſt thou entered into the Body of this Virgin* 
Aniw. Caujſa Animoſitatis ; Upon the Account of 
Animoſity.

What 
Flowers ? A. Roſas, Roſes, Q. Dus mifu 9 Who 
fent them ? A, Urbanus, Urban, She pronounced 
not this Word before ſhe had ſtammer'd many 
"Things, as if ſhe had done it by a Conſtraint, 
Q. Dic Cognomen, Tell his Sirname. A. Grandizr. 
'T his was again a Word which ſhe pronounced not 
*till ſhe had been very much urged to anſwer. 
Q. Dic Pualitatem, Mention his Quality, A. S4- 
cerdos, A Prieſt, Q. Crjus Ecvulefie ?

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Church ? A. Santi; Petri, Of Saint Peters, She 
utter'd theſe laſt Words very boldly. Q., We 
Perſona attulet Flores ? What Perſon brought the 
 Flawers © A, Diabalica, A Diabolical Perſon, She 
came to her Senſes after this laſt Anſwer, ſhe pray- 
ed to GoD, and ſhe tried to eat a little Bread,

There was brought 
to her liquid Sweetmeats, of which ſhe eat but

THE Bailiff and Lieutenant, who ſtood near 


her, and obſerved with good Attention that which 
paſled, ſecing that they gave no more any Sign of | 


a Poſſeſſion, withdrew towards the Window ; Mig- 


01 came near them and ſaid, that in the Action - 


which was preſented, there was ſomething like the 
Hiſtory of Peter Ganfredi, who was put to Death 
by Virtue of a Decree of the Parliament of Ax 
in Provence ; to whom there was no Anſwer made, 
but the Lieutenant Civil told him, that it would 
have been proper to urge the Priore/s upon this 
Cauſe of Animoſity, whereof ſhe had ſpoke in her 
Anſwers ; upon this he excuſed himſelf, that he 
was not allowed to make any Queſtions of Cu- 
riofity. 


THrr Lay-Si/ter had alſo ſeveral Convulſions, 
and the Motions of her Body ſeemed very extra- 
ordinary, They were deſirous to propoſe ſome 


Queſtions to her, but ſhe cry'd out twice, To the

the had been willing to ſay, that *twas only the

Twer. The Judges retired, and underſtood the 
ſame Queſtions had been already put divers Time 
to the Nuns, eſpecially in the Preſence of Pay] 
Gronard, Judge of the Provoſt-ſhip of Loudun, | 
and of Tringuant, the King's Attorney, of which, 
and all other "Things they had ſeen and heard, they 
drew up a Verbal Proceſs and fign'd it. 


THE Noiſe which this Poe/ion began to 
make, produced different Opinions ; the devout 
gouls, who regarded with Reſpect and Venera- 
tion the Miniſters of the Church, and who were 
inclined to receive blind-folkd, and without Inquiry, 
all that was preſented to them on their Part, could 
not perſuade themſelves that Barre, A7gnon, the 
Carmelites, Urſulines, - Prieffs, Friers and Nuns, 
_ could poſſibly be the Authors of ſo wicked a.Con- 
triyance, or invent ſo deyiliſh an Impoſture. 


Y Bur the Hrldlings, not judging fo charitably, 
were more inclined to ſuſpect the whole ; they 
coula not apprehend how theſe Devils, who hap- 
pen'd to go out at one Door, did as quickly re- 
enter at another, to the Conſalion of the 44ni- 
feers of him, by whoſe Authority they had been 
diſpoſſeſ®d. They were aftoniſh'd that the Deviis 
of the Srperior ſfpake Latin, rather than that of 
the Lay-Si/fer ; and that ſhe ſpake not better than 
a Scholar of the ſecond Form. 


THEY made Refletions upon this, that M{:g- 
204 had not been willing to interrogate her upon 
the Cauſe of the Animoſity, of which he himſelf 
had ſpoken, and they concluded that it was be- 
cauie 
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cauſe the Devil was at the End of his Leffon ; 
that he had not as yet learnt any further, and that 
he was oblig'd to play the ſame Part before all Sorts 
of Spectators, ſeeing he had ſpoke nothing before 
the Barliff, but what he had already ſpoke before 
the Judge of the Provoſt-ſhip.

THrnety could not alfo reliſh that Afignon had 


{0 readily explained himielf upon the Conformity, 
which he ſaw in his Aﬀair, with that of Ganf7edy, 
the Prieſt, executed at ix. And in fine, they 
had rather that other Friars than Carmelites had 
been calPd to their Exorci/ms, becauſe the Quarrels 
of theſe good Fathers with Grandier, had been 
known to all the World, by the Sermons which 
he had made againſt a priviledged Altar, of which 
they ſo much boaſted, and by the Contempt which 
he publickly ſhewed of their Preachers. 


THe next Day after, being the 12th of O#to- 


ber, the Bailiff, and the Lieutenant Civil, ac- 


companied with the Canon of Rov/an, and fol- 
lowed by their Regiſter, returned to the Convent 
of the Ur/ulines, upon the Knowledge that they 
had, that they Cid continue the Exorciſns. They 
called Agnm aide, and remonfrated to him that 


this Aﬀair would be hence forward of ſuch Impor- 


tance, that it was neceflary that they, the Magi- 
ſtrates, nou! 4 be acquainted when they world 


prQ- 
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proceed in it z they added, that it was convenient 
that they ſhould forbear to Exorci/2, and that other 
Exorcai/ts ſhould be called, to avoid the Sufpicions 
of Suggeſtion, which his Quality of being Con- 
Jeſſor might juſtly give, by Reaſon of the mortal 
Hatred which had been between him, or ſome of 
his Kindred, and Grandier, who had been named 
by the Superior, as the Author of the Pa# and 
Aagick which was now in Queſtion. 


AIGNON anſwered them, that neither he, 
nor the Nu75 would be againſt their being preſent 
at the Exoraſings, and declared to them that Barre 
had exorci/ed that Day, but he did not promiſe not 
to exerciſe any more for the future, altho' ſince 
that Time he had always abſtained from exorciſing 
in Publick. Barre drawing near, told the Magi- 
ſtrates, that in this Exora/ing there paſt very ſur- 
prizing Things ; that he had learnt from the Su- 
 peryr, that there were in her Body /ezver Devils, . 
whoſe Names he had taken in Writing ; that 
Aſtur oth was the firſt in Order 3 that Grandier had 
oiven the Pats between him and the Devils, un- 
der the Sy:mbot of Roſes, to one named Fane P:- 
wart, who had put them into the Hands of a 
Maiden, who had brought them to the Convent 
over the Walls of the Garden ; that the Prioreſs 
had faid that this happen'd to her on Saturday 
Night, Hora fſecunda Neotturna, at two of the Click 
in the Morning, which were the very Words the 
uſed, That ſhe would not name the Maiden, but 
had named P7vart ; that he demanded of her who 
that Pivart was? And that ſhe anſwered him, £/* 
pauper Magus, *Tis a poor Magician ; that he had 
urged her upon this Word, 1dagus, Magi fee}

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and that ſhe replied, Magicianus & Czvis, Oy” 
dan and Citizen, 


AFTER this Diſcourſe, the Magiſtrates went 
up into the Chamber of the poſſeſſed, which they 
found fill d with a great Namber of inquiſitive Per- 
ſons ; ſhe made not any wry Face, nor did any 
Action of a Perſon poſſeſFd, neither durmg the 
Maſs which Mignon celebrated, nor before nor 
after the Elevation of the Sacrament ; they ſung 
alſo with the other Nuns ; the Lay-Si/ter only be- 
inz fat down by the help of thoſe who were neareſt 
to her, had a great Trembling in her Arms and 
Hands, This 1s all that was obſerved, and thought

BARRE commanded her at that Time (as he 
did very often ſince) to ſlay that ſhe gave her 
Heart and Soul to Go D ; ſhe did it freely and 
without conſtraint, but when he bid her fay, that 
ſhe gave her Body, ſhe made Reſiſtance, and ſeem- 
ed not to obey, but by force, as if ſhe were wil- 
ling to ſay, the Devil poſſeſs'd her Body, but not 
her Soul. After ſhe had made this laſt Anſwer, 
ſhe recovered her natural Condition, her Counte-- 
nance was alſo pleaſant and calm, as if ſhe had 
not undergone any extraordinary Agitation ; and 
looking upon Barre, with a ſmiling Countenance,

SHE was ask'd whether ſhe remember'd the 
Queſtions which had been put to her, and her An- 
iwer was ? She reply'd, No. Afterwards ſhe took 
ſome Food, and told the Company, that the fit 

Pod had been given her about ten o'Clock at 
Night ; that ſhe was then in Bed, and that there 
were ſeveral Nuns in her Chamber; « ſhe felt that

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into it three Black Thorns, they cloſed it ; that 
this being done, without her having ſeen any Per- 
ſon, ſhe was troubled, and ſeiz'd with a great 'Ter- 
ror, which made her call the Nuns, who were in 
her Chamber ; that they came near her, and found 
the three T horns in her Hand.

Tre Company being ready to withdraw, the 
Exorcaſt faid it was requiſite to burn the Roſes, 
Where the ſecond Pa#? had been put ; and in Ef- 
t=Ct he took a great Noſegay of white Musk Roſes, 
already withered, and caſt them into the Fire ; 
there happen'd no Sign upon this Occaſion, and 
the Roſes cauſed no ill Smell in burning. Never- 
thelels they promiſed the Company that next Day 
they ſhould fee wonderful Eyents, that the De- 
vil ſhould go out ; that he ſhould ſpeak more 
Painly than he had hitherto ; and that they would

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urze him to give ſuch convincing and manifeſt 
Signs of his going out, that no Body ſhould be 
able to doubt of the Truth of this Po/e/ion. 


RENE HERE, the Lieutenant Criminal,

GRANDIER, who at firſt made a Mock at 
theſe Exerc, and the Teſtimony of theſe pre- 
tended Devils, ſeeing that this Aﬀeir was puſh'd | 
on to far, preſented a Petition to the Barhff the 
ime Day, being the 12th of Over, by which 
he remonttrated to him, "That Af;gnom had exor- 
clſed theſe Nuns in his Preſence ; that they had 
nanrd him as the Author of their P/e/on ; that 
it was an Impoſtuure, and a perfect Calumny ſug- 
geſted againſt his Honour, by a Man who railed 
another falſe Accuſation againſt him, of which 
he had cleared himſelf ; that he requeſted him to 
ſequeſter theſe Aus, who pretended to be poſjeſs'd, 
and cauſe them to be examin'd ſeperately ; and 
that if he found any Appearance of Po/e//zon, he 
would be pleaſed to nominate ſome Eccleſiaſtical 
Perſons, of a requifite Ability and Honeſty, not 
faſpetted by him the Petitioner, as 14:gnon and 
his Adherents were, to Exorc/e them if there 
were Occaſion, and to make his verbal Proceſs of

T rr Bailiff gave Grandier 2n Att of his Iſ- 
ſues and Concluſions, according to his Defire, and

THr Bailiff remonſtrated to them that this 
Procedure was not reaſonable ; that it -rendered 
them ſuſpected of Impoſture and Forgery, in 
the Things which were ſaid and done the forego- 
ing Days, by the Variation that was found in 
them, Ing that the Superior having publickly ac+ 
cuſed Granazer of Aagich, they ought not to do 
any Thing clandeftinely, ſince that Accufation, 
but in the Face of Juſtice and the Publick. "That 
they had taken upon them a great deal of Bold- 
nels to make ſo many People, and of ſuch Quality, 
to wait the Space of an Hour, and in the mean 
while to proceed in the ZExorca/ms in private, 
That they would make the verbal Proceſs as they 
had already done in other Things which paſs'd in 
' their Preſence, 


BARRY anſwered, that the End they aimed 
at was the Expulliion of the Devils ; that their

great good Turn to happen upon it, becauſe he 
had expreſly commanded the Zvi! Spirits to pro», 
duce within eight Days ſome great Effect, capable 
of hindering for the future any one's doubting the

ALTHOUGH the Impoſtures of the ms. 
of Grander were not yery ingeniouily contrive 

he could not but dread their Malice, their Impu- 
dence and their Credit, He ſaw combined agamit. 
him the Lieutenant Criminle, the Advaceate and the 
King's Attoriiey, Adignm, and his Brother the S$zeur 
ae Hy Coulu, Preſident of the General Afﬀeſlors, 
Granger Curat te of Vemer, Duthibaut and Bart. 
But that which did terrify him moſt, was this, 
That he had underſtood, that they had cn2aved, 
on their Side Rene Menim Sieur de Silly, Major 
of the Town, a Man who had very much Credit, 
as well for his Riches, as for the many Ofhces hc 
polleis'd, and above all for his Friends, amongit.

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advantagious Teſtimony which was given of 
him by Peter Bacher, Canon, who was his 
Confeſtor, and who gave him the Communion 
during his Confinement at Angers. 


« LAUB *RDEMONT deferr'd not long to 
ſearch the Houſe of the Pritioner, and to make 
an Jnventory of his Books, Papers, and Move- 


ables : He found nothing ſufficient to hurt hin, 


but a Treatife againtt Celzbacy, writ with his 
own Hand, and two Sheets of French Verſes, 
WAICE were never publiſhed, but which his 
Judges treated as Laſcivious and Immodett, 


without declaring that they were writ, and 


much leſs compoted by him.

o were ſo groſs, that Multitudes faw through 
them, 


THe Biſhop of Paittiers, when he faw the 
King and Cardinal fo violent, readily undertook 
to act a Part in this Tragedy himfelf, in Contempt 


of 
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of his Eccleſiaſtical Superior, the Archbiſhop of 
Bourdeux ; he cauſed the Nuns to be exordſed in 
his Preſence, and publickly declared he did not 


come to be fatisfy'd himſelf, but to oblige others 
to be ſatished. | | 


ArT laſt theſe Things grew ſo flagrant, and 
Monſ. Laubardemont and his Aﬀociates went on - 

with ſuch Rapidity, that all the People of Senſe and 
' Probity in Lougdun were not only offended, but 
terrified thereat ; they therefore wrote a moſt hum- 
ble Letter to the King, repreſenting the true State 
of Things, beſeeching his Majeſty to put ſuch a 
Stop to their Manner of going on, that People 
need not be in Fear of being reputed S9rcerers, for 
not being in their Intereſt. 


T n1s had no Effet, Commiſſioners well in- 
ſtructed were ſent down to hear and determine, 
and tho' Grandter behaved with much Compoſure 
and Reſolution, tho* he took ſuch Meaſures after 
all his Sufferings, as would have effectually con- 
vinced any impartial Man of his Innocence ; yet 
after much Grimace, and pretending to a great 
deal of Charity and Regard to Juſtice, they pub- 
liſhed the following extraordinary Sentence.

Priſoner to the Place where Grandier was detained, 


| having been introduced there into the Chamber, - 
Grandier was heard to ſpeak to Mannouri.in theſe 


Words ; Cruel Hangman, art thou come to diſpatch 
me ? Thou knoweſt, inhuman WWretch, the Cruelty 
thm haſt executed upon my Body ; here continue and 
make an End of killing me. Then one of the Ex- 
empts great Provoſt of the Hoſtel, whom Laubarde- 
0: :1t cauſed to be called an Exempt of the King's 
| Guards, commanded Fourneau to ſhave Grandjer, 
and to take from him all the Hair upon his Head 
_ and Face, and all the Parts of his Body ; Four- 
neau going to execute this Order, one of the 
Judges told him, that he ought alſo to take off his 
Eyebrows and his Nails. 


THre Patient expreſs'd that he would obey, 
and let him do 'it ; but the Surgeon proteſted that 
' he would not do any Thing in it whatſoever Com- 
mand he might receive, and pray'd him to pardon 
him if he . laid his Hands uport him. T believe, 
ſaid Grandter, you are the only Perſon that has 


Pity on me ; whereupon Fourneau replied to him, 


Sir, you ſee not all the World. There were ſeen 
upon his Body but two natural Spots, or little 
Moles, the one placed near the Groin, and the 
other higher upon the Back, which the Surgeon 
found very ſcniible, 


WHEmnN this was done, they gave him not his 
own Cloaths, but others very bad ; afterwards, 


although his Sentence of Condemnation had been | 


pronounced 
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pronounced in the Convent of the Carmelites, he 
was conducted by the Exempt of the grand Pro- 
yoſt with two of his Guards, and by the Provoſt 
of Loudun and his Lieutenant, and by the Provoſt 
of Chinon, in a cloſe Coach, to the Palace of 
Loudun, where many Ladies of Quality were fit- 
ting on the Judges Seats in the Chamber of Au- 
dience ; Laubardemont's Lady taking the chiefeſt 
Place, altho” ſhe was inferior to a Number of 0- 
thers who were there preſent ; Laubardemont was 
in the uſual Place of the Clcrk, and the Clerk of 
the Commiſſion was ftanding before him. "There 
were Guards round the Palace, and all 'Avenues, 
ſet by the Major Jemin, who was alſo in the Pa- 
lace, ſtanding near the King's Attorney of the | 
Commiſſion, and below the Ladies. 


WHeEenNn Grandier was entered into the Palace, 
they cauſed him to ſtay ſome Time at the Bottom 
of the Hall, near the Chamber of Audience, and 
after he had been introduced, and that he had 
paſt the Bar, he fell upon his Knees, without put- 
ting off either his Hat or his Cap, becauſe he had 
his Hands bound. | 


Tnx Clerk having rais'd him up, to make 
him come near to Laubardemont, he put - himſelf 
again into the ſame Poſture, and the Clerk and 
the Exempt taking off briſkly, the one his Hat, 
and the other his Cap, they caſt them on one 
dide of Laubardemont, Lattence, and another Re- 
collect, who had accompanied him from his Pri- 
ſon to the Palace, were attired in their Albs and 
dtoles, and before they made him enter into the 
Chamber, they had exorciſed the Air, the Earth, _ 
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and the other Elements, as alſo the Patient him- 


ſelf, to the End that the Devil might quit his 
Perſon. | | 


 BrrnGs thus upon his Knees, and his Hands . 
joined, the Clerk faid to him, Turn thee thou 
wretched Man, adore the Crucifix, which is upon 
the Tudges Seat, which he did with great Humi- 
lity, and lifting up his Eyes towards Heaven, he 
. continued ſome 'T'ime in mental Prayer. 


 WHre x he had put himſelf into his former Po- 
ſure, the Clerk read to him his Sentence trem- 
bling ; but he heard the reading of it with great 
 Conftancy, and a wonderful 'Tranquility. Then 
he ſpake and ſaid, My Lords, I call to Witneſs 
GOD the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghijt, 
and the Virgin Mary, my only Advocate, that I 
have never been a Magician ; that I have never 
committed Sacriledge ; that I Fnow no other Ma- 
 gick than that of the Holy Stripture, which I have 
always preached ; and that I have had no other Be- 
© than that of our Mother the holy Catholich, 
olick and ; Sag Church, I Renounce the 
fp and his Pomps; I own my Saviour, and 
beſeech him, that the Blood of his Croſs may be me- 
ritorious to me ; and you, my Lords, T beſeech you to 


mitigate the Rigour of my Puniſoment, and put not 
my Soul in Deſpair, 


W 1 £ x theſe Words, accompanied with Teas, 
had been pronounced, Laubardemant cauſed the 
Ladies to withdraw, and all Perſons who out of 
Curioſity were in the Palace, and had a very long 
Converlation with Grandier, ſpeaking to him ſoft- 


ly 
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ly in his Ear, whereupon the Patient deſired Pa- 
per ; he did not cauſe it to be given him, but told 
him aloud, in a very ſevere Tone, that there wis 
no other Courſe to induce the Judge to remit 
ſomething of the Rigour of the Sentence, but by 
ingenuouſly declaring his Accomplices ; where- 
unto he anſwered, that he had no Accomplices, 


and proteſted his Innocence, as he had had always 
done before. | | 


HOUMATN, Lieutenant Criminal of Or- 
leans, and one of the Reporters, ſpake to him alto 
in private for that ſame End, and having received 
a like Anſwer, they ordered him to be put to the 
Forture ordinary and extraordinary, which is done 
at Loudun, by putting the Legs of the Patient be- 
tween two Planks of Wood, which they bind 
with Cords, between which they put Wedges, 
and make them enter by the Blows of a Hammer, 
to ſqueeze the Legs, which are more or leſs ac- 
cording to the Bigneſs of the Wedges that are 
uſed, which ſometimes go ſo far that the Bones of 
the Legs do crack and fall in Pieces when they are 
unloos'd ; and that thoſe who have undergone this 
Torture, die in a little Time after. 


Trey gave Grandier two Wedges more than 
they uſually did to the moſt criminal ; but they 
were not big enough to the Liking of the Monks, 
and Laubardemont, who threatened the Man that 
had the Care of the Planks, and other Inſtruments 
of Torture, to deal with him ſeverely if he did 
not bring bigger Wedges, from which he could 
not excuſe himſelf, but by ſwearing that he had 


no bigger, Te | 
:N 3 THE 
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 THrsx Recollet and Capuchins, who were pre- 
ſent to exorciſe the Wedges, the Planks, and the 
Hammers for the Torture, fearing that the Exor- 
ciſm had not Effect enough, and leſt the Devils 
ſhould have the Power to reſiſt the Blows of a 
prophane Man, ſuch as the Hangman was, they 
themtelves took the Hammer, and tortured this 
unhappy Man ; pronouncing againſt him terrible 
Imprecations. Tantene Animis celeſiibus Ire ? 
Can ſo much Gall enter the Soul of devout Per- 
ſons ? Yes, and with juſt Reaſon for a Miſcreant, 
a Sorcerer, a Magician deſerves not to be ſpared, 
when the Glory of God is concerned, by which 
one may diſcern the Degree of his Zeal and Fer- 
vour, by the Degree of the "Tranſport he has a- - 
gainſt the Crime, and the Criminals. 


Tre Patient ſwoon'd many Times during the 
Torture, but they recovered him out of his Swoon 
by redoubled Blows ; when his Legs were ſhatter, 
and that they faw the Marrow come forth, they 


gave over the Torture, . took him out, and laid 
him on the Pavement. 


Hz ſhew'd in this Condition an Example of 
Firmneſs and Conſtancy, which one cannot ſuff- 
ciently admire ; he let not eſcape one Word of Re- 
pining, nor Complaint againſt his Enemies ; ON 
the contrary he utter'd, during his Torture, a pro- 
. per and fervent Prayer to Gop; and being thus 

extended upon the Pavement, he pronounced again 

_ another, which the Lieutenant of the Provoſt writ 

down, whom Laubardemont forbid to let it be ſeeny, 
by any Body, 

'T HIS 
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'T r1s unfortunate Creature maintained always, 
in the Midfſt of the Anguiſh and Blows which 
mangled him, that he was neither a Magician, nor 
Sacrilegious Perſon, acknowledging, that as a Man - 
he had abuſed the Pleaſures of the Fleſh, for which 
he was confeſs'd, and had done Pennance ; but he 
pray'd his Judges, who urg'd him to explain him- 
ſelf further, that they would not oblige him to 
name any Body, nor to ſpecify the Sin for which 
he believed bs had obtained F orgiveneſs, by his 
Repentance and his Prayers, which he affirmed to 
be ſuch as a true Chriſtian ought to make, 


Hex renounced again three or four Times the 
| Devil and all his Pomps, and proteſted that he ne- 
ver ſaw El:zabeth Blanchard, but when ſhe was 
confronted to him, very far Gom having known 
her after that Manner which ſhe had declared. 


He ſwooned once again after he had been taken 
from the Torture, and he came not out of that 
fainting Fit, but by the Help of a little Wine, 
which the Lieutenant of the Provoſt cauſed ſpeedi- 
ly to be put into his Mouth ; afterwards he was 
carried into the Council Chamber, and put upon 
Straw near the Fire, where he demanded an Au- 
guſtin Fryar for his Confeſlor, whom he ſaw then 
before his Eyes, who was alſo denied him, as well 
as Father Grillan, and he was committed, againſt 
his Will, into the Hands of Father Tranquil, and 
Father Claude, Capuct MS. 


WHEN they were withdrawn they ſeverely 
forbid thoſe who guarded him not to let him ſpeak

An OUT four or five in the Evening he was

He carried a Torch in his Hand, which he 
kiſſed, as he went from the Palace, he look'd upon 
all the People modeſtly, and with a ſettled Coun- 
tenance, and deſired thoſe whom he knew that

As ſoon as he was come out of the Palace, they 
read to him his Sentence, and put him in a kind 
of little Chariot, to bring him before the Church 
of St. Peter in the Market, where Laubardemont 
cauſed him to come down from the Chariot, to the 
End that he might put himſelf upon his Knees, 
whilft his Sentence was read to him once again ; 
but having quite loſt the Uſe of his Legs, he fell

GRANDIER expreſſed great Satisfa&tion 
at the hearing of theſe Words, and his Counte- 
nance ſeemed very chearful ; he thank'd the Cor- 
delier with much Mildneſs and Serenity, and con- 
Jured him to be as a Son to his Mother, to pray 
to Gop for tim, and to recommend him to the 
Prayers of all his Fryars, afluring him that he went 
with Comfort to die Innocent, and that he hope 


that GoD would be merciful to him,. and receive 
him into his Paradife, | | 


THrar edifying Converſation was interrupted 
by the Blows that the Archers gave to Father 
Grillan, whom they thruſt with Violence into the 
Church of St. Peters, by the Order of their Su- 
periors, and Father Confeffors, who would not 
ſuffer the Standers-by to be Witneſfles, of the Con- 
dition, in which the Conſcience of the Patient 
Was. En 


H t was conducted then before the Church of 
the Ur/ulines, and from thence to the Place of St.

RENE BERNIER, Curate of the Town 
of Troiſmontiers, pray'd him alſo to pardon him, 
and asked him if he would not forgive all his Ene- 
mies, even all thoſe who had depoled againſt him, 
and if he would that he ſhould pray to God for 
him, and to ſay next Day a Maſs for his Soul ?

THenN the Executioner put upon him a Hoop 
of Iron, which was faſtened to a Poſt, making 
him to turn his Back towards the Church of St. 
Croſs, The Place was filld with People, who 
fock'd in Shoals from all Parts to this diſmal Specta- 
cle, and came thither, not only from all the Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom, but allo from Lg 
Countries. - - 


T ne Place appointed for the das was at 
Jaſt ſo crouded, that thoſe who were to aſliſt there 
could not put themſelves in Order, whatſoever En- 
dceavours the Archers uſed to make the People in 
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tire with Blows of their Halbert-Staves, they could 

/not effeCt it, and leſfs yet to drive away a Flock 
of Pidgeons, which came flying round the Pile ct 
Wood, without being frighted by the Halberts, 
with which they were commanded to ſtrike in the 
Air, to drive them away, or by the Noiſe that 
the Spectators made in ſeeing them return many 
Times, So 


THnx Friends of the Po/e/ion cried out, that it 
was a Troop of Devils who came to attempt the 
| reſcuing of the Magician, and were much trou- 
bled to abandon him. Others faid that theſe in- 
nocent Doves came for want of er to give Te- 
ſtimony of the Innocence of the Sufterer. 


ALL that one can affirm here is, that all the 
Facts, or at leaſt the principal of them, are ge- 
_ nerally found in all the Relations that have been 
kept of them, that moſt of the People of Loudun 
(vho are this Day alive) have been informed of it 
by their Parents, who had been preſent, and that - 
_ there remain ſome ſtill living in that and foreign

Bu T to hinder the Performance of either of 
theſe Promiſes, theſe are the Courſes which the 
Exorciſts took, when they perceived that he was 
diſpoſed to ſpeak to the People, they caſt ſo great 
a Quantity of holy Water in his Face, that he 
was thereby utterly confounded, and ſeeing that he 
opened his Mouth a ſecond Time, there was one

UPoN which their Spite roſe to ſo high a Point, 
that they hit him many "Times in the Face with 
an Iron Crucifix, which they offered to him as if 
they had been willing to make him kiſs it, which 
obliged him to content himſelf in deſiring only a 
Salve Regina, and one Ave Maria, &c. and to 
commend himſelf to GoDp, and to the holy Virgin, 
pronouncing theſe laſt Words with joined Hands, 
and Eyes lifted up to Heaven. The Exorciſts 
returned to their Office, and asked him once. a- 
gain, if he would not Confeſs?

Tar N, without waiting for the Order of ”. | 
Lieutenant of the Provoſt, this Monk,. taking up- 
on him publickly the Office of Hangman, put Fire 
. to the Pile, juſt before the. Eyes of the Sufferer ; 
who ſeeing that Cruelty and Unfaithfulneſs, cry'd 
out again, Ah / where is Charity, Father LaCtance? 
This is not what was promiſed me. There is a GOD 
in Heaven who will judge thee and me, 1 ſummon

the bungling Manner in which this Cheat was 
carried on, whereby ſhe procured the Penſion of 
4000.

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Million, 7. e. of French Livres, or Fifty Thou- 
ſand Pounds. She was born in the Year 1657, 
and loſt her Father when ſhe was but Fifteen 
| Years old, having none to ſhare with her the 
mighty Fortune left, except a younger Brother, 


As to her Perſon, it was in every Reſpect love- 
ly ; ſhe had a fine Face, attractive Eyes, a ma- 
jeſtick Look, fine Air, tall in Stature, and exactly 
Shaped ; her natural Parts were ſhining in them-. 
ſelves, and had received all the Adornments which 
could be derived from Education ; thus accom- 
pliſhed, her only Fault ſeemed to be a Haughti-
